~ Service district bill 


on January ballot

j Only one Shelby County bill will be 
voted on in the state-wide election on 
{| January 13th, out of the nearly dozen or 
so submitted by county legislators in 
1975 session. 
The bill up for voting would provide 
for various types of service districts in 
Shelby County, The sixteen other bills on 
the ballot include five of general 
application and ten which apply to 
specific counties or cities. 

The proposed Shelby County 
amendment, which is number 6 on the 
ballot, would allow the Legislature to 
create, incorporate, organize, operate, 
administer, and finance local public 
service districts by passing a general or 
local law. 

These local districts in Shelby 
County would be run as public 
corporations to provide one or more 
services. The services. include: fighting 
and prevention of fires; furnishing water; 
garbage service; operation of special 
medical services; the guarding and 
protecting of lives and property; and any 
other service permitted by such general or 
local law. 

The proposed amendment also 
provides for financing and managing of 
the districts under the public 
corporations by authorizing the districts 
to borrow money, and to fix and collect 
fees and penalties. 
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The first item of the ballot is a 
proposed bond issue to help finance the 
cause of mental health in the State. 

The second proposed amendment 
would provide for the creation on a 
Motor Sports Hall of Fame and museum 
in Talladega County. 

A similar commission and museum 
for aviation in Alabama would be 
provided for if the third amendment is 
passed. It includes the proposal for 
equipping permanent facilities in Dale 
County, in cooperation with the U. S. 
Army. 

The fourth item on the ballot would 
amend the method of advertising 
proposed laws. Such laws have to meet 
specific requirements in order to have the 
required legal notice. 

The fifth proposal would create a 
debt ceiling for each county, not to 
exceed five percent of the assessed value 
of property in the county. 

The local amendments include 
property tax provisions for Anniston and 
Vestavia Hills; legislation concerning 
delinquent tax notices in Madison 
County; and control of disease-bearing 
pests in Mobile County. 

The fixing and regulating of fees, 
salaries, etc., would be provided for 
various counties if the other local 
amendments are passed. These counties 
are Blount, Coosa, Chilton, Cleburne, 
Washington, and Butler.

This amendment begins by 
listing what it will give us upon 
ratification, (Most of the services we 
already have) but the real issue is not 
what it will give us, but what it will take 
from us, if it is ratified by the voters.

Legislators-Turned-Lobbyists

WASHINGTON — Washing- 
ton lobbyists come in all shapes 
and sizes, but the most influen- 
tial are former members of Con- 
gress. 

They speak the raucous 
language of Capitol Hill and are 
at home in its back rooms, They 
have easy access to their former 
colleagues. They understand the 
intricacies of political dealing. 

Their past membership even 
entitles them to buttonhole legis- 
lators directly on the Senate and 
House floors. They are also ad- 
mitted to the exclusive dining 
areas where the members eat. 

From legislator to lobbyist 
would seem to be a step down. 
But if big-name congressmen 
fade into obscurity as unsung 
lobbyists, at least their standing 
at the bank goes up 

Take California's ex-Con- 
gressman Jerry Waldie, for ex- 
ample. As a congressman, he 
made $42,500 a year. But his 
friends report he's now earning 
$85.000 as a lobbyist. 

Most lame ducks emeritus, 
heing legal eagles. prefer to 
roost in the law firms around 
Washington. There is more dig- 
nity, apparently. in lobbying as a 
lawyer 

The legislators-turned-lob- 
byists also specialize in influenc- 
ing the committees upon which 
they formerly served. Ohio's ex- 
Congressman William Marshall, 


for example, was formerly a 
power on the House Appropria- 
tions Committee. Now he is pull- 
ing down a big salary from the 
Northrop Corporation. He knows 
whom to contact when ap- 
propriations are voted for jet 
fighters. He was spotted on the 
House floor recently on the day 
of a crucial jet-fighter vote. 
Northrop, of course. manufac- 
tures jet fighters. 

Wisconsin's ex-Congressman 
John Burke likes to drop by the 
House floor when the hig steel in- 
terests are threatened by en- 
vironmental bills. And on the 
Senate side. Kentucky's former 
Senator Marlow Cook has been 
seen on the floor beseeching his 
old colleagues to continue sub- 
sidizing the tobacco industry. 
And the railroad industry has 
Florida's former Senator George 
Smathers in its corner. 

The public-interest lobbyists, 
meanwhile, have to wait in the 
corridors. hoping to catch some- 
one for a moment on the way in 

Fuddle Factory: A new 
watchdog has appeared on 
Capitol Hill to protect the tax- 
payers from government waste. 
He is none other than that big 
government spender, Senator 
Hubert Humphrey, D-Minn 

The Senator has been going 
over the federal budget. line by 
line, and he has come across 
some incredible expenditures 


He has told us, for example, that 
the taxpayers subsidize a tea 
tasters commission. 

There is also a federal panel 
on sunburn treatment; there's 
even a Committee on the 
Review of Laxatives. 

Most government committees 
have impressive names. But 
dont be misled by the fancy 
names. 

The Federal Aviation Adviso- 
ry Committee on Obstacle 
Clearance Requirements, for ex- 
ample, didn't hold a single meet- 
ing last year but still managed 
to spend $43,350. And the Gener- 
al Services Administration Ad- 
visory Committee for the Pro- 
tection of Archives and Records 
Centers spent $60,000 and ac- 
complished nothing. 

But the prize goes to the Task 
Force on the Modernization of 
Defense Department Specifica- 
tions, Standards and Directives. 
This outfit met only two times 
but somehow managed to spend 
an outlandish $210,000. 

More Murder Plots: The 
Senate Intelligence Committee 
has investigated rumors that the 
CIA plotted assassinations not 
only on foreign soil but right 
here in the United States. 

The Senate investigators have 
tried to run down three separate 
assassination reports. According 
to one rumor, the CIA arranged 
for a Communist agent to be 
thrown off a bridge in New 
York, 

There was another report that 
an enemy operative was 
deliberately run down by a 
truck in New Orleans. 

The third rumor, the wildest 
of all, claimed the CIA cooked 
up a plot to kill former Senator 
Eugene McCarthy during his 
unsuccessful presidential cam- 
paign in 1968. 

All three investigations ran 
into a dead end. The Senate 


committee has uncovered no 
hard evidence of domestic 
assassination plots. 

Ape-Nap: Thailand has ac- 
cused the United States of kid- 
napping 19 of its rare Gibbon 
apes. The complaint has been 
lodged by Thailand's forestry 
chief Pong Leng-ee in a confi- 
dential letter to our Interior 
Department 

Apparently, the apes were 
smuggled out of Thailand with- 
out proper documents. We have 
traced them to the Davis Cam- 
pus of the University of Califor- 
nia. The university hasn't 
enrolled them but is trying to 
raise an ape colony. Eight are 
still alive. The rest have died. 

The University had no idea, of 
course, that middle men had 
shipped the apes illegally. And 
Interior officials have written 
Pong an abject letter expressing 
“deepest apologies.” 

Russian Rhubarb: Former 
President Nixon's staunchest 
supporter, Rabbi Baruch Korff. 
has been trying to bring Andrei 
Sakharov to the United States. 
Sakharov is the dissident Soviet 
physicist who won the 1975 Nobel 
Peace Prize. 

Rabbi Korff got Sakharov’s 
telephone number from the State 
Department, placed a call to him 
in Moscow and invited him to at- 
tend a Bicentennial event here in 
Washington on December 14. 
The great Russian physicist 
readily accepted. 

But Soviet officials wouldn't 
let Sakharov leave Russia. Pre- 
viously, they refused to let him 
go to Norway to pick up his 
Nobel Peace Prize last month 
because. they claimed, he 
possessed “state secrets.” It was 
for the same reason. according to 
a Soviet Embassy spokesman, 
that Sakharov wasn't permitted 
to visit the United States.

Amplified rock music 


Elderly merit respect 


In the long series of group migrations to North 
America, from the founders of Jamestown to the war-weary 
refugees from Viet Nam, few if any have arrived without 
fixed attitudes toward aging and special traditions for 
treating their elders. The variations are many; but they have 
not had much influence on the development of any form of 
“ageism” recognizable as distinctively American. 

For the first three centuries of our history we had a 
rather colorless or neutral behavior toward our elders. This 
came about largely by default. The first shiploads of settlers, 
mostly from Great Britain, had almost no older people (by 
whatever definition of “older”), Hewing livable space out of 
a wilderness called for the best in brawn and good helath. 
Only when a few of these “founding fathers” (and 
mothiers) survived their fifties and settled into less strenous 
labors, was there even the appearance of an older group in 
the community. 

We know some of these lucky few by name and 
reputation. Anne Bradstreet, for example, our first poet of 
any substance, lived to be sixty, and her formidable husband 
Simon, stepped down as Massachusetts governor at 89, We 
know the dissenter Roger Williams, who founded Rhode 
Island as a haven for religious liberals, and who, at age 72, 
served as 4 militia captain in King Philip’s War. 

We recall with special pride the many-sided Ben 
Franklin; 70 when appointed to help draft a Declaration of 
Independence, 82 when he finally retired from public 
life.And it amuses us to read the diary of Samuel Sewall, 
former judge in the Salem witch trials, as he records his 
courting of Widow Winthrop in his late 60’s. (She turned 
him down.) But-and this is a very important but--the stress 
on age in this colonial sampling is a recent addition: what 
individuals did, in early times, was what really counted, not 
two young or old they happened to be when they did it. 

If this sounds like the Puritan Work Ethic, it was. There 
was an urgency, hard to imagine today, about the whole 
colonial venture. Time was of the essence,and idleness 
unforgivable. Children began contributing to the household 
economy as soon as they could, and the oldest members 
continued to as long as they could, incidentally retaining 
their self respect by doing so. 

The underlying principle, seldom if ever put in words, 
was close to Marxism: “From each according to his 
abilities, to each according to his needs.” Hardly conducive 
to memorable celebrations, on birthdays or name days, but 
highly practical and satisfactory as a way to maintain the 
elders and their sense of belonging. 


In Japan, A Special Day 
Smaller and later groups of immigrants might maintain 
their ethnic traditions, privately, while outwardly adopting 
the cultural mode of the British-based majority. That 
majority, quite obviously, was not likely to yield to newer 
groups, But none of the newer groups brought over 
particular customs so outrageous as to invite suppression--for 


example, the exposure of the helpless aged to barren 
mountainsides, where they quickly died. At the other 
extreme, we have never, as a nation, seen fit to honor the 
aged as the Japanese do. They have a special term, 
otoshiyori, meaning “the honorable elders,” and a national 
holiday, “Respect for the Elders Day.” They even recognize 
the 61st birthday as the onset of old age, with ceremonies 
resembling bar mitzvah, christening, or confirmation, 

Such marked deference to the elderly, in Japan and in 
certain other cultures represented within our Nation of 
Nations, makes what we have had, early or late, seem by

At the time of the Revolutionary War, as Benjamin 
Franklin observed, the colonies had twice as many marriages 


as Great Britain, and twice as many children per marriage. If 
someone wished to portray the most representative 
American during the way years, the figure would have to be 
a young woman leading her oldest child by the hand, 
carrying her second across one shoulder, and unmistakably 
pregnant with her third. 

Soldiers were less numerous, despite the fighting, and 
old people were scarcer yet. Young people under 15 made 
up about half the population. It was a very young 
country~and it stayed young for the next century and more. 
As late as 1900, only one American in 25 was 65 or older. 

Then things began to happen. The commodious family 
home, with “always one more bed,” became as rare as the 
family horse and carriage. The family itself exploded and 
reformed in unfamilar shapes. Pensions gave retirement a 
welcome new dignity and encouraged independent action, 
but compulsory retirement at a fixed age was a price tag not 
always welcome. Health improved, and average life span 


was extended. 


Separating Fact From Fiction 
Out of this massive upheaval, this cultural revolution, 


old age has emerged as a myth, a set of beliefs with slight if 
any basis in fact, and as much in need of correction as any 
of the older ethnic slurs that hopefully are in decline today. 
Defining and measuring the hardening stereotypes is 
difficult, and for this reason we must be grateful for a recent 
study conducted by Louis Harris & Associates for the 
National Council on the Aging, with the arresting title, “The 
Myth and Reality of Aging in America.” 


What this poll indicates is that a great many in the 
18-64 age group hold negative views of people 65 and older. 
Two out of three, for example, consider their elders not very 
good at getting things done. Only three in ten view them as 
very bright or alert, and only one in five considers them very 
open-minded and adaptable. These opinions seem to reflect 
a general fear of old age, a belief that most people over 65 
are frail and helpless. 


But the poll also demonstrates that most older people 
view their condition as better than they thought it would be, 
and better than younger people believe it is. Most of them 
say they do not lack money enough to live on, and ,even 
more insist they can usuallly find meaningful activities. 
Older people spend far less time in sedentary passivity like 
watching television, than younger people believe they do. As 
a matter of fact, old and young spend about the same 
amount of time sleeping, reading, “sitting and thinking,” 
participating in organizations and going for walks. 

There is no typical older American, just as there is no 
typical younger person; our national diversities extend 
through every age group. Accepting false stereotypes, 
keeping them alive, or enlarging them can only sap that part 
of our national strength. Without the stereotypes, effective 
handling of ageism as a national concern will be hard 
enough; with them, it comes perilously close to being 
impossible.

He 
said -- in his words - -**It started by the 
selfish demolition of the Alabama ethics 
commission and was followed by the 
reckless dilution of the Alabama 
Commission on higher education, the 
creation and expansion of a state 
retirement system of questionable 
financial integrity, and the avoidance of 
the real and demanding prison problem in 
our State, 

What happened to cause all this 
trouble? McDonald says, “It serves no 
useful purpose to point to any individuals 
or group in the Legislature to blame for 
our present hazardous predicament. What 
must be faced by all of us is that our 
present legislative process in Alabama is 
not working for the good of our people. 
Raw politics is placed higher than sound 
public policies. Personal ambitions seem 
to take a greater priority than official 
responsibilities.” 

McDonald concluded by saying, 
simply, that the Legislature has to do 
better.

Legislators study taxes 


When the Alabama Legislature finally 
concluded its work on -the budgets last 
month, it was apparent that the 
appropriations issue was far from settled. 
Money had been appropriated to fund 
schools and state government for this 
fiscal year, but worries about next 
year were heard loud and clear in all 
corners of the capitol. 

It was no surprise that those worries 
cropped right back up last week when an 
interim legislative committee gathered to 
take a look at Alabama’s tax structure. 

The state’s fiscal experts told the 
committee that new taxes or spending 
cutbacks will be necessary next year to 
balance the budget. 

That’s exactly what the Legislature 
was told by administration leaders last 
month when the House and Senate passe 
the record $797 million dollar 
education budget. 

Proposed new taxes were bandied 
about during the regular session, but 
Governor George Wallace stood firm on 
his vow that none would pass. and if 
they did, he would veto them 

Some new taxes were suggested 
before the interim committee. They 
included an increase in business license 
taxes, a new tax on resort homes or 
second homes, license fees on financial 
institutions, and adding a state tax on 
soft drinks. 

But Senator Dick Owen of Bay 
Minette, a Wallace floor leader, said 
flatly: “More taxes just aren't going to 
pass.” 

Former state budget officer Jake 
Jordan said that it may take a reduction 
in the cost of operating state government 
to make ends meet. He suggested a hiring 
freeze as one way to limit the growth of 
the state bureaucracy. 

There was one hopeful note sounded 
at the hearing. The committee was told 
that the budget squeeze may be slightly 
eased by increased revenues from taxes 
and royalties on oil and gas production in 
the state. Also,the statewide 
re-assessment of property for tax 
purposes is expected to produce more 
money for the various branches of 
government in a few years 

Meanwhile, a battle over 
continues at another level in the 
schools and in the courts, Attorney 
Genera! Bill Baxley has filed suit in 
Federal Court to prohibit schools from 
charging fees for courses. 

A group of Alabama educators has 
asked the court to throw the suit out, 
They say a new Alabama law corrects any 
problems in the collection of fees and

American housewives, today 
accustomed to obtaining most of their 
cooking needs from a_ well-stocked 
supermarket, would have been in dire 
straits in America’s Revolutionary period. 

Today’s foods are pre-cooked, 
convenienced packed and almost ready to 
serve. A far cry from what the colonial 
housewife faced when mealtime rolled 
around. 

Her menu was seriously limited to 
what was available locally and this fact is 
one that has lead to the variety of 
localized specialties placed on the table in 
various parts of the nation. Sausage and 
scrapple were Pennsylvannia specials; 
seafood along the Chesapeake Bay; ham 
in Virginia and lobster stew in New 
England. 

To prepare food was usually an 
experience in innovation. There were few 
cookbooks in the colonies. Women who 
came up with a good recipe carefully kept 
it recorded and exchanged with other 
women those which brought them the

HEALTH AND MEDICAL 

A $5 MILLION expansion program 
was completed at Shelby Memorial 
bringing the facility’s patient capacity to 
167 beds. When it opened in 1959, the 
hospital had 35 beds available. Dedication 
ceremonies and open house for the 
addition were held in June. 

SHELBY MEMORIAL Hospital 
administrator, Chester Black, retained his 
post, although the hospital board voted 6 
- 4 in October to ask for his resignation at 
the end of the year. 

A November 4 meeting produced a 
long line of hospital personnel and 
physicians who defended Biack’s service 
to the hospital. After an hour's

Last year UM posted a 23-9 season 
record. Last year’s team was rated 
number one in defense nationally, at this 
time last year. At the end of the season, 
Montevallo was ranked third in the 
nation. 


“T really didn’t expect to be 6 and 1 
at this point of the season,” said UM 
coach Bill Elder. “For a team who lost 
three starters from last year, | thought it 
would take longer to get things together 
and working as one team. Realistically, 
we could be 7 - 0 at this point, our only 
loss by 6 points against the University of 
West Florida (58-52). That was the low 
point for our offense because we only hit 
32 percent for the night.” 

Montevallo’s offense has greatly 
improved since then, and the Falcons 
have averaged 85.5 points per game while 
giving up only 69.4 ppg. UM rebounding 
has proven better than Elder thought at 
the start of the season with two players, 
David Porterfield and Charles Dickinson, 
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Section B 


both pulling down 56 rebounds in 7 
games, and average of 8 per contest. 
Then, Kenneth Mack is next with 42 
rebounds in 6 games for a 7 per game 
average. 

Injuries have plagues the Falcons so 
far this season with some major and 
minor ankle sprains. Now, Mark Adams, 
one of the best defensive players on the 
team, is suffering from torn ligaments in a 
finger and may require surgery, putting 
him out for the rest of the season. Charles 
Dickinson received a blow to the head, 
injuring his left eye, in the Falcons’ last 
game and was rushed to the hospital for 
minor surgery. ‘‘He may be back 
in January, but again he may not,” said 
Elder. 

One of the reasons Montevallo has 
been successful this season has been its 
press. “We have pressed about 99 percent 
of the time, and we will continue to press 
100 percent of the time,” said Elder. 
“This is the reason we have averaged 
playing 9 or 10 people per game, even in 
games that aren’t decided until a minute 
to go.” 

That press, along with improved 
shooting, and better-than-expected

rebounding, has given the Falcons a 16 
point average winning margin in 
pre-Christmas play. 

As a team, Montevallo is shooting 44 
percent from the field and 71 percent 
from the free throw line. The leading 
scorer, David Porterfield (17 ppg.), has 
improved his shooting lately by taking 
fewer shots and shooting mainly from 
around the free throw line and in. 

Despite the good start, Elder is 
nervous about the next part of the 
schedule when Southern States 
Conference play begins. “I don’t see a 
breather ahead at all, after conference 
play starts, and it’s going to get tougher 
next year when the University of West 
Florida gets in. They may come in and 
dominate the whole conference,” he said. 

Montevallo’s next games are after the 
Christmas holidays, Jan. 6 at Livingston 
University and then at home Jan. 9 
against William Carey College to start 
conference play.

Egyptian priests, however, 
weren't allowed to eat onions 
but they could pvlace them on 
the altar of the gods. That 
probably marked the first time 
in history that the phrase, 
“Please don’t eat the merchan- 
dise,” was used. 

Legend also has it that the 
Israelites’ wandering in the 
wilderness was punctuated 
with bitter complaints to 
Moses over the fact that they 
had no onions to eat. 


The Spanish get credit for 
introducing onions to the New 
World. They are said to have 
brought the pungent hulbs to 
the West Indies shortly after 
their ‘discovery. Onions soon 
spread to all parts of the Amer- 
icas. Grown and enjoyed by 
the earliest colonists, they were 
later adopted by the American 
Indians. 

The first mention of impor- 
tant onion varieties in U.S. seed 
catalogs was made in 1810. The 
variety offered was a white 
Portugal onion called “silver 
skin.” 

Some 50 years later, onions 
were exerting a powerful force 
in the U.\S—even to moving 
armies. 

General Ulysses S. Grant 
firmly believed that onions 
were an effective remedy for 
dysentery and other ills of hot 
climates. 

During the summer campaign 
of 1864, he reportedly sent a 
terse wire to the War Depart- 
ment. It read: “I will not move 
my Army without onions.” 

Three trainloads of onions 
were started to the front the 
very next day. 


On the eve of its bicentennial 
celebration, the US. is still a 
big onion consumer. 

Tropical storms and unsea- 
sonable weather created an 
onion shortage in 1973. 

But this year, the USDA re- 
ports the supply will be ample 
enough to meet demand. And 
if that demand stays about 
normal, it means each of us 
will probably eat about 13 
pounds of onions this year

described as the “staggers.” Afflicted 
animals became quite violent, running 
round and round, frequently tumbling 
over and squealing loudly. One farmer 
devised a cure consisting of two 

| tablespoons of castor oil and cutting the 

end of the tail to make it bleed, 

Many similarities were noted 
between human ailments and those of 
livestock. The breathing of a calf with 
“croup” could not be distinguished from 
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that of a child under similar conditions. A 
farmer had such a calf copiously bled and 
directed that castor oil be thrown down 
the throat after opening the passage of 
the windpipe with a flexible twig, to 
which a sponge dipped in sweet oil was 
"attached, 

Whooping cough was prevalent inone 
area. When it appeared, an inflammatory 
sore throat was noted among the horses 
of the same area. The horses lost their 
appetite and developed fever and a severe 
cough. After initial bleeding, the remedy 
included Peruvian bark and tar. 

Pneumonia in humans was followed 
by a similar ailment in sheep. They 
coughed, both ears fell backwards and 
staggers developed. Again bleeding was 
the initial remedy, followed by purges of 
molasses and yeast. 

But some cures were strictly 
agricultural in nature. 

One farmer claims he cured 
inflammation of the eyes of horses with a 
steady diet of raw potatoes. 

Another farmer attempted in vain to 
cure “sore throat” in hogs with nitre, 
sweet milk, bleeding and antimony. In 
desperation, he carried one of his 
afflicted pigs into a field ‘of clover. Not 
even being able to stand, the pig began to 
eat the clover. In two days, the pig was 
completely cured. The farmer turned his 
entire herd of 150 pigs into a five-acre 
field of clover and never had a bit of 
trouble again. 

Sometimes, it was just the resiliency 
of hardy stock that led to their recovery. 
The bull of one farmer fell into a 
limestone sink hole. It went without food 
or water for 24 days. Its rear quarters 
were mired up to the belly. After two 
weeks, it was back with the rest of the 
herd and had regained its original weight

Settlers who were remote from gristmills 
had two methods of grinding corn. One 
was grinding it with a hand mill, the other 
was with a mortar and pestle. The mortar 
of the first settlers, like that of the 
Indians, was a large block of wood with a 
burnt out hole a foot or more deep. The 
pestle was a long rounded stone weighing 
10 or 12 pounds, or a long, rounded 
block of wood. 

Table utensils were as unglorified as 
the tools that were used to prepare the 
food. They were mostly of wood and 
homemade, with the most common being 
a trencher, a kind of plate, Pewter, silver, 
glassware and crockery were almost 
unknown in the early colonies, and those 
pieces that did exist were used only on 
very special occasions. 

There were almost no forks on the 
colonial farm table, but there were 
spoons. Knives were used not only to cut 
meat, but to convey it to the mouth.

by State Troopers begins Jan. 1 


“Alabama State Troopers will begin 
enforcing the new safe tire law January 1, 
1976, when it goes into effect,” 
according to Colonel E. C. Dothard, 
Department of Public Safety Director. 

The law makes it illegal to operate 
any motor vehicle on the streets and 
roads of this state with tires having a 
tread depth of less than 2/32 of an inch. 
It also prohibits the use of unsafe tires; 
those having exposed cord, bulges, 
separations, and cracks or cuts in excess 
of one inch in length and deep enough to 
expose the body cord. 


For public service-- 


Prohibited by this law are tires 
marked “not for highway use”, “for 
racing purposes only”’, or words of similar 
import on vehicles using public roads. 

The law also prohibits the sale of 
unsafe tires for use on the public 
highways. 

“Motor vehicle tires are, essentially; 
part of the safety equipment needed in 
Operating a motor vehicle,’ Colonel 
Dothard said. “When a vehicle is operated 
on the highway with unsafe tires, it poses 
a threat to all those who come in contact 
with it.” 


“T think I was born with the USO,” 
said Hope, who began entertaining 
American troops in 1941, the same year 
USO was founded as a non-profit 
organization of civilians to provide social 
services for military personnel. 

Hope, appearing recently at a 
morning hearing of the subcommittee on 
administrative law and governmental 
relations, said, “I love the USO. That’s 
why I'd get up this early to be the first 
witness.” 


Dr. Elvis J. Stahr, chairman of USO, , 


another witness, said a federal charter 
would enhance USO’s stature as a 
permanent organization and help in 


raising funds. 


Bicentennial emblem authorized 


Public service use of the national 
Bicentennial symbol has been authorized, 
and is being encouraged, by the American 
revolution Bicentennial Administration 
(ARBA). 


Under the policy, the symbol may be 
used where public service space is 
traditionally offered free to carry public 
service messages. : 


Samples of such use would be on 
milk cartons, matchbooks, stationery, on 
the sides of trucks and buses, and on 
magazine, newspaper and certain 
authorized product wrappers. 


The symbol cannot be used in a way 
which would increase the intrinsic value 
or imply endorsement of the product or 
service. 


Used in this manner, the symbol 
would also be accompanied by the legend 
“Support your Bicentennial,” “Discover 
Bicentennial America,” or “Official 
Bicentennial Symbol.’ Generally, there 
should also be a brief informative and 
positive message relating to the 
Bicentennial. 


Specific written ARBA authorization 
is required for public service use of the 
symbol. Such use must be in accordance 
with guidelines in the Official Graphics 
Standards Manual. 


John W. Warner, Bicentennial 
Administrator. who has urged Americans 
to display the symbol, including flying 
the Bicentennial flag, said he hoped many 
businesses, associations and other groups 
would use the symbol as a public service

face wood shortage 


While Americans anxiously watch 
gasoline prices, millions throughout the 
world face a more basic energy crisis-a 
shortage of wood for heating homes and 
food, 

In undeveloped nations without 
resources, called the “Fourth World,” 90 
percent of the people depend on this 
subsistence fuel, and their forests are 
rapidly disappearing. So severe is the 
shortage, Smithsonian magazine reports, 
many families are spending up to 30 
percent of their income on firewood. 


Like the energy shortage in 
industrialized nations, this crisis is 
creating a number of side effects. In 
South America, India, and central Africa, 
where the problem is acute, depleted 
forests tend to hasten soil erosion. In 
some areas, flooding results or rivers and 
reservoirs silt up; in others deserts 
encroach on formerly verdant land. 
Where wood is unavailable, people burn 
dried cow dung as fuel and deprive their 
crops of fertilizer. 

Higher oil prices might soon 
complicate the wood shortage. Several 
poorer countries had planned to bolster 
their living standards by substituting

Dogs and cats are born with an acute 
sense of hearing that is actually twice as 
good as man’s. But ears are a source of 
frequent trouble for these pets, and it is 
important to take special care while 
grooming to keep their ears as clean as 
possible. 

Dog and cat ears are very sensitive; in 
fact, many pets resist having their ears 
touched at all. Normally, however, if you 
speak in a calm, reassuring voice, your pet 
will accept ear cleaning as part of its 
normal grooming routine. 

Never poke or probe at your pet’s 
ears, and never wash the ears out with 
soap and water. Instead, apply a small 
amount of baby oil or perioxide on 
cotton and wipe only as far as you can 
without stretching the tissue. Long-haired 
and floppy-eared dogs will need more 
attention more frequently, because there 
is little air circulating in their ears. 

If the surface of your pet’s ears 
appears dry, you might wipe it gently 
with a mild ointment to lubricate slightly. 
If the surface seems too moist, a dusting 
with boric acid powder might be helpful. 
But you should go no further. If either 
condition persists, further treatment is a 
matter for your veterinarian. 

If you suspect that your pet has any 
kind of ear trouble, the best thing to do is 
leave the ear alone and call your 
veterinarian. Many overanxious owners 
probe too far into their pet’s ears and 
may permanently damage the ear canal. 

Some of the more obvious symptoms 
indicate infection: black caking around 
the canal just inside the ear; frequent 
shaking of the head and pawing at the 
ear; holding the head at a strange angle so 
that you think your pet has lost its wits; a 
strong odor coming from the ear; or 
heavy waxy material and matted hair on 
the surface of the ear. Do not use 
medications or insecticides that might be 
around the house. 

Sometimes ear ailments are caused 
by nothing more than an insect bite, a 
minor ulceration or a small pimple. But 
even these minor inflamations can upset 
your dog or cat. Your pet can become 
quite annoyed and irritate the ear until

Occasionally, dogs suffer from otitis 
media, an inflammation of the middle 
ear. This condition comes from an 
infection of the external ear passage or 
the nasal passage by way of the 
Eustachian tube - - the tube connecting 
the middle ear with the upper part of the 
throat.

The revival of large-scale coal mining 
in Helena is not to be- There is not 
enough coal left in the Wadsworth seam 
(0 make mining operations worthwhile, 
dccording to Tom Coggins of the 
“alliston Coal Company. Coggins told the 
Reporter in an interview Tuesday, “The 


quality of coal has deteriorated and the 


market has deteriorated.” 

The company knew it was taking a 
gamble when it asked the town of Helena 
last April for permission to strip mine. 
; After lengthy public hearings the 
permission vas granted. The company 
agreed to pay a per-ton-tax on the coal 
and agreed to reclaim the land as they 
mined. The company conducted strip 


a “ning last summer and fall. 


City officials said the company has 
lived up to its agreements and they regret 
the operation is closing. 

Ai the public hearings last spring, 
Coggins said the company did not know 
how much metallurgical coal the 
company would find and had no good 
way of knowing without actually going in 
and strip mining. 

Coggins told the Reporter this week 
that the company found “‘prior 
underground mining was 140% more 
extensive than we had believed.” The 
company discontinued operations but 
may reopen if the market for lower grade 
coal should improve. 

Coggins said the company has back 
filled and closed up old mine openings. It 
is continuing to reclaim according to the 
laws of Helena, the state and federal 
regulations, “In fact, the land is quite 
pretty to look at. “Property owners have 
benefitted from our operations and so has 
the town of Helena,” 


The Raines Company of Birmingham 


conducted the operations through its 
subsidary Falliston Coal Company.

County mayors look ahead to 1976

The mayors of Shelby 
municipalities are ready to take on the 
new year, and to make it better than 
1975. Not only will the Bicentennial 
affect the mayors and their towns: 1976 
is also an election year. 

Each community has accomplished 
most of the major projects which have 
been pending. City halls, parks, fire 
stations, and sewer systems have been 
completed. What tasks remain in the last 
year of the mayors’ terms? 

Calera will continue with its water 
and sewer service expansion. according to 
Mayor George Roy. He explained that 
both utilities have progressed in the past 
year, and that no serious snags are 
foreseen. Indeed, Mayor Roy told the 
Reporter that at the present Calera has no 
critical problems pending. 

The city of Calera recently signed up 
for ambulance service from 
Hoffman-Rocko. A group of interested 
citizens also approached the mayor and 
council proposing to organize a new 
emergency rescue unit in Calera. 

Mayor Roy stated that the city is 
also planning for a July 4th extravaganza. 
Residential and industrial expansion is 
also expected for Calera in 1976. 

Helena also faces challenges in the 
new year, Mayor Charles Penhale reports. 
The town hopes to complete the sewer 
system and to build tennis courts in the 
Joe Tucker Memorial Park. The town is 
also beginning to discuss building a new 
town hall at the park entrance in coming 
years. 

Mayor Penhale recognizes Helena’s 
biggest challenge as dealing with 
population growth. “Once the sewers are 
finished, we will have to struggle to keep

A career which began 20 years ago 
ended last week for Pelham’s Willie 
B.Yeager, as she served her final days as 
postmaster in the city. 

Some officials from the Birmingham 
Sectional Center were on hand Friday to 
wish her well and present a certificate of 
appreciation for her years of service. 


“All of us wish Mrs. Yeager a happy 
retirement,” said A. M. Hudgins, Manager 
of Stations and Branches for the 
Birmingham Sectional Center. Hudgins 
represented Postmaster-Sectional Center 
Manager Charles Moore, who was out of

Hudgins said a postmaster for the 
facility will be named by the Postal 
Selection Board, “and this usually takes a 
good while.”

growth in fine and not let it run wild,” he 
said. He added that the town plans to 
improve services in order to adapt to 
growth, 

The people of Helena face a problem 
with the Bicentennial celebration. The 
dilemma is whether to go all-out to 
celebrate the nation’s 200th birthday, or 
to instead the celebrating until 
Helena’s centennial in 1977. The mayor 
said that he and the council want to hear 
the town’s opinions on this matter, 

Alabaster’s Mayor Harold Davenport 
predicts that Alabaster will see a new 
surge of growth in the coming year. He 
told the Reporter that during the past 
two years construction has been down, 
and that things will be different in °76. 
Predicting a population increase of 1200 
to 1500-people; fre mamed half a dozen 
subdivisions or apartment complexes 
going up in Alabaster and as many just 
outside the city limits. 

Davenport stated that industrial 
growth should also be boosted when their 
sewer system is wrapped up in a year or 
He noted that the city is selling 
building permits at a higher rate than 
they have ina couple of years. 

The city has few big projects planned 
for 1976. Davenport said that the park 
will be improved, and land may be leased 
for a city football field. No municipal 
Bicentennial ceremonies are in the works 
yet, but the mayor explained that the 
town plans to work closely with the 
Thompson Schools in the observance. 

Traffic is perhaps Alabaster’s top 
problem, according to Davenport. But he 
realizes that there is no way to cut down 
on the volume of traffic until the 
Interstate is completed. 

Mayor Davenport pointed out that

Hudgins related. He noted that at the 
time of her appointment, Pelham was a 
fourth class office and that business 
increased through the years until it 
became a first class office.

the town has saved as much as $50,000 
by laying sewer lines under the 1-65 right 
of way before it is paved. He indicated 
that when the highway is completed, a 
great deal of industrially-zoned land will 
be developed. 

Columbiana has no serious problems 
nor any immediate plans, according to 
Mayor Robert Bolton Having just 
finished the new city hall, some paving, 
and its new tennis courts, Columbiana has 
relatively few irons in the fire for 1976. 

Mayor Bolton said that the city’s 
Bicentennial Commission is proceeding 
with plans under the leadership of Bob 
Hume. 

Columbiana will be electing a new 
mayor this year, Bolton revealed. He feels 
that he is ready to leave office after 
having served the city for a dozen years 
“I have no big plans in the works,” the 
mayor added, “Let the new man do 
that.” Stating that his tenure has been 
enjoyable Bolton added that in effect he 
is “biding the time until a new mayor 
comes along.” 

Harpersville’s veteran mayor, James 
Donahoo, has different plans. “I 
definitely plan to run for re-election,” he 
vowed, “running on my record.” He 
pointed out that while revenue is down 
and expenses up, Harpersville is still in 
good shape financially. 

Mayor Donahoo noted that the town 
has not raised taxes cince its 
incorporation in 1944, Since that time 
the city has built a medical clinic, a fire 
station, and a water system for example, 
without going into debt. 

Since it is a small town, Harpersville 
has few projects on the drawing board for 
1976, according to the mayor, So far the 
town has not made any special plans for 
the Bicentennial, but Donahoo added 
that “if we come up with an idea we can 
handle we may celebrate it.”

Park Director 
position remains 


up in the air 


Claude Kelley, Commissioner of the 
Alabama Department of Conservation 
and Natural Resources, told the Reporter 
in an exclusive interview Tuesday that 
John Meredith will remain as director of 
Oak Mountain State Park on a 
probationary period of 59 days. 

Kelley had announced earlier that 
Meredith would exchange places with the 
director of Cheaha Park. Meredith had 
been in charge of Oak Mountain for four 
years during the period when the new 
facilities were opened. 

Kelley wanted to bring in another 
person to try his hand at running the big 
park, located in Shelby County, because 
Kelley said the department had not been 
fully satisfied with Oak Mountain 
management. 

In the Reporter interview he said, 
“The whole thing got involved in politics. 
Some of your local politicians got into it. 
It doesn’t change a thing about the grade 
we've given Meredith. but I have agreed 
to give him a probationary period of 60 
days to see if he can’t be a good park 
manager.” 

Kelley deplored the fact that 
‘politicians and single influence’ had been 
used even though the park system 
operates under merit system laws. He

Amendment Six 
creates rhubarb 
with local voters 


Voters in Shelby County and 
throughout the state of Alabama have an 
opportunity to go to the polls next 
Tuesday to decide the fate of seventeen 
proposed amendments to Alabama's 
Constitution. 

A few proposals up for ratification 
next week apply to the entire state. The 
one getting the most attention, statewide, 
is the proposed new LS million dollar 
bond issue which will provide building 
funds primarily for the mental hospitals 
and prisons. : 

Another amendment of statewide 
concern would authorize a bond issue to 
build a motor sports hall of fame in 
neighboring Talladega County. Another 
would make state funds available for U. 
S. Army exhibit in Dale County, home of 
the Army Aviation Center. 

Other proposals seek to put a ceiling 
on property taxes. Another is a 
housekeeping amendment which is 
designed to_eliminate some of the time 
consuming and costly paper work in the 
legislature. 

Twelve of the amendments are 
purely local. In the absence of a home 
rule provision in state government which

The top three tax payers this year are 
the same as they were last year, Alabama 
Power, Southern Electric Generating 
Company, and South Central Bell 
Telephone Company .

Microfilm program will 


improve public records 


A program designed to upgrade the 
recording, safe-keeping and availability of 
public records in Shelby County’s 
Probate Office has begun. 

The Shelby County Commission 
recently created the office of microfilm 
and records supervisor, Don Hughes of 
Montevallo, has been appointed to this 
position. 

Some 800 volumes of records are 
expected to be reduced to microfilm and 
stored in a small cabinet, according to a 
spokesman for the County Commission, 

After the documents have been put 
on microfilm the film can be read from 
reader devices that will provide a 
relatively quick reference to any record. 
Additional equipment will provide copies 
of the records. 

One of the results of the rapid 
population growth in Shelby County has 
been the large number of entries in deed 
and mortgage books. This, in turn, has 
created a shortage of storage space for 
such records, according to members of 
the County Commission. 

The program of microfilming the 
public documents is expected to result in 
the conservation of space and money. 


A roll of microfilm with a cost of less 
than $20 will contain all of the records 
normaily contained in three volumes. The 
present cost of each volume is slightly 
more than $75_ 

The program calls for duplicate films 
to be made and stored in a rented 
security area. This will make possible the 
replacement of all records in the event ol 
destruction by a disaster. 

Cost of the microfilm program will 
be provided by an index fee of $1 per

Office. The $1 fee is earmarked for the 
program in keeping with legislation 
passed by the state legislature during the 
1975 session.

“rumble strips” are placed on county 
highways at intersections but their chief 


purpose is to alert drivers to the 
intersection, not to break speed. 
After considerable discussion the 


council yoted not to install speed barriers 
or bumps in the street. But the council 
was sympathetic to the traffic problem 
and asked Police Chief C, E. Carter for 
suggestions. Carter advised taking trucks 
and through traffic off that street and 
re-routing them on the new street to the 
south. Carter said, “They're not speeding. 
We've put radar over there. The worst 
section is at the bottom of the hill.” 

Police Commissioner Acie Langston 
asked Carter to keep a close watch on the 
street and report back to the council. 

In other action, Mrs. Mavis Kelly 
asked the council about ice that is 
forming on Hillwood Drive in cold 
weather. She also advised the council of a 


problem concerning a house that is 
“dangerous” in its construction. 

Henry Tolbert asked the Council to 
do something about the garbage around 
several homes. After discussion, Tolbert 
agreed with Councilman Jack Zuiderhoek 
that part of the problem is that some 
families do not put their garbage in 
proper containers for the garbagemen to 
haul away, But garbagemen also came in 
for criticism in damaging garbage cans 
when they empty them. 

Zuiderhoek asked Tolbert to provide 
him with a list of names so the city can 
help clean up the neighborhood. Others 
at the meeting suggested a fine be 
imposed on people who throw their 
garbage out in their yards. 

Acie Langston reported a low bid of 
$4849 was received from Strickland 
Chevrolet of Columbiana for a police car 
package. The council accepted the bid. 


Langston also reported that 52 
arrests were made in November, of which 
20 were for “Driving under the 
Influence.” The Fire Department 
reported a total of 22 runs during the 
month of December. 

Councilman Dan Acker reported that 
the city hopes to get blocks placed under 
the newly moved railway depot “as soon 
as the ground thaws out.” 

Acker has also requested a caboose 
from Southern Railway to add to the 
depot in the city park. Southern told him 
that requests exceed their supply, but 
they will put the city on their waiting list. 
Southern noted that when they have 
cabooses available. they cost between 
$2,000 and $4,000 delivered on Southern 
tracks, 

In a final action the city granted an 
off premise beer license to the P & T 
Food Center. 


Pelham buys ballfield equipment 


A brief Monday night meeting of

Local 
offenders assigned to such classes must 
now go to Jefferson County to fulfill 
their obligations. 

Approval was also given to Mavor 
Paul Yeager’s nomination of Dan Spitler 
to a three-year term on the Citizens” 
Advisory Committee of the Birmingham 
Regional Planning Commission, 

The police department report for 
December showed 139 cases handled, 
among them four grand larcenies, one 
burglary, one stolen motorcycle and one 
accidental shooting.

You will note from the above that it 

is all inclusive. Once this amendment is 
passed vou will have authorized the 
Legislature to create in this county public 
corporations for just about any service 
iyone could dream up. It then will be 
out of your hands except as you can 
influence Our representatives, and, 
unfortunately, too many of these local 
bills are passed and approved before you 
are aware of them. 
How are these public corporations to 
supported? The amendment 
provides: “Authorize such district to fix 
and collect rates, fees and charges for 
such services, and to provide penalties for 
non-payment and liens upon the property 
within such district” 

In short, you, the taxpayers, are 
going to pay the costs of these public 
corporations, and if you don’t pay, your 
property is subject to lien and might be 
sold out trom under you to pay it off.

less than five days prior to the election in 


election, may 


Which he desires to vote, 

An applicant for an absentee ballot 
whe is a member of the armed forces of 
the United States including the 
Alabama National Guard, the U.S. Naval 
Reserves, the U. S. Air Force Reserves 
Reserves and the U_S, Military Reserves 
armed forees may make 
application for an Absentee Ballot by 
filling out under the “Provisions of “The 
Federal Voting Assistance Act of 1955." 

For further information file your 
application stating you will be out of the 
county on the date of the next election 
with Kyle Lanstord, Shelby County’s 
Circuit, Clerk who is also Register, in 
charge of this service and he will be glad 
to handle this matter tor you. 

Your application - - should you 
desire to vote an absentee ballot will 
include your name, age, sex, address, 
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the qualified electors of Shelby County 
who participate in the election held on 
the adoption of this amendment vote in 
favor thereof.” 

In other words, your vote is 
important. If just a few persons vote, but 
the majority of those few vote in favor of 
this amendment, it is in, Your vote can be 
the deciding factor on this amendment. 

Further, “Any law enacted at the 
current session of the legislature to 
authorize the creation of such districts in 
Shelby County and to implement this 
amendment to the constitution (whether 
with or without published notice of 
intention) shall become effective upon 
the ratification”of the amendment.” 

I don’t know whether any such laws 
have been passed. Do you? Vote on 
January 13 and encourage your friends 
and neighbors to get out and vote too!

Alabama has a deer population of 
over one million deer, but unless drastic 
ure taken we stand to loose a great 
percentage of them. The first 
suggestion of most folks would be to stop 
hunting to save the deer but this is what 
has created the problem. 

For many years, we have instilled in 
hunters not to kill anterless deer while 
the Conservation Department worked 
tirelessly to build up our deer herd. Now 
with the population at maximum 
capacity in some areas. there is a 
desperate need to thin the herd but 
politics and public sentiment are against 
the scientific knowledge of well-trained 
game biologists who are charged with the 
responsibility of protecting our wildlife. 

The plight of the deer is similar to 
what happens when twenty five cows are 
in a pasture that will support one 
hundred. Everything is O.K. until the 
herd reaches the maximum 100 cows but 
past that point problems start occuring. 
Disease, parasites, and starvation set in 
and what was once a beautiful herd of 
cattle now becomes a dying mess of flesh 
and bones, 

Some folks insist, “Leave the deer 
herd alone and Mother Nature will 
straighten it all out.” This is true, but 
Mother Nature has a harsh way of dealing 
with her critters. Starvation and disease 
are not pretty sights. In some areas of the 
state full grown deer that should weigh 


150 - 250 pounds ordinarily, are 
averaging 80 and 90 pounds this season 
because of the over population situation. 

We are heading for a major disaster 
with our deer population unless 
immediate steps are taken to correct this 
desperate situation. We, *! ~ snortsmen of 
thus great state have yot to take the 
initiative. 

How can you help? Join the Alabama 
Wildlife Federation at 660 Adams 
Avenue, Montgomery, Alabama 36104, 
and also include a letter supporting the 
recommendation of the Alabama 
Department of Conservation for an 
anterless deer season in affected areas. 

Unless you help, the abundance of

Ever since the Alabama Legislature 
passed record budgets for the schools and 
State government last year, there have 
been dire predictions of a budget crisis in 
the future. 

No one is certain if the budget 
picture will be as bad as some say it will.

growth rate drops below the ten per cent 
figure. Meanwhile, the first firm 
indication of the state’s economic picture 
has come in from the state revenue 
department. 

The revenue department’s figures 
showed that collections from 41. tax 
sources totaled 249-million dollars for the 
first three months of the fiscal year that 
began October 1. That compares with 


226-million dollars collected during the 
first three months of the 1974-75 fiscal 
year. 

While the three-month collections 
showed a 10,2 per cent increase, the 
revenue produced in December marked 
an increase of only 8 per cent over 
December a year ago. But fiscal experts 
say the three-month figures, rather than 
the monthly results, give the best 


indication of long-term trends. 

As a sidelight to the main revenue 
picture is the state gasoline tax. It 
continued to reverse its slumping trend 
from a year ago when it registered 
decreases. 

The gasoline tax showed an increase 
in December of 2 per cent over the same 
month in 1974.

“People need services which are not 
available and this allows them to obtain 
these services.” 

The Commission Chairman added 
that for the amendment to become valid, 
it must pass statewide and in the county.

Actual misconduct, however, 
puts the owner “on notice” to take 
precautions in the future. Thus: 

4 man owned a pony which he 
allowed visiting youngsters to 
ride. But again and again, the 
pony showed a tendency to nip 
and buck. 

When he finally kicked a boy in 
the head, a court ruled that the 
owner could indeed be held liable. 
The court said that even though 
ponies are usually harmless. bad 
behavior will put a specific pony 
into the “dangerous” category.

Care required for female dogs 


by Robert L. Stear, D.V.M. 
Unwanted puppies are the 
reason to be concerned when your female 
dog enters her heat periods. Many dog 
owners today prefer not to have their 
female pets altered. particularly if the 
animals are purebred and they hope to 
mate them. In such cases. these owners 
need to take special precautions with the 
female during her seasonal periods. 

Dogs become sexually mature during 
the ages of six to 12 months, and during 
this time the female begins her first heat 
period. These periods are usually six 
months apart and last around three 
weeks. During the middle week of the 
period the female is receptive to males 
and can usually become pregnant at this 
time. If you do not want puppies. then 
you must keep your female dog indoors 
during the middle receptive week 

You can recognize when your dog is 
entering a period of heat first by her 
extra friskiness and affection her increase 
or decrease in appetite and urination and 
the swelling of her external genital organ. 
After about five days, a bloody discharge 
may begin and will continue for four or 
five more days. 

During the bleeding period. you 
should keep your dog closed off in a 
specific indoor area. However. don’t shut 
her in a basement or closet because she is 
already somewhat unsettled, Reassure her 
with frequent attention and a warm tone. 
You might need to cover the genital area 
with -some sanitary protection. If you 
have children around, tell them the 
bleeding is a normal condition and not to 
be alarmed. Try to keep your dog away 
from things she might soil without 
making her sense that you would like to 
banish her. If you feel this way about her 
season it is best for you and for her if she 
is spayed. 

When the bleeding discharge lessens. 
your dog is ready for breeding. If you do 
not wish to breed her. the next five days 
are the most critical in terms of 
confinement, If you live in the city. the 
problem may not be serious, since male 
dogs there are usually leashed and 
therefore controllable. But suburban male 
dogs frequently roam the neighborhood 
looking for a female in heat. 

During the final week of her season, 
your dog may repulse any male who 
approaches her, so is in little danger of 
becoming pregnant. 

Before the onset of heat, you might« 
want to take your dog to your 
veterinarian for a hormone injection that 
will halt the period. Also, the first oral 
product for controling a heat period and 
for treating false pregnancy in dogs was

Your veterinarian 
will know about it. 

Since your dog can produce a litter 
or two every year. there is no point in 
rushing her. If she is very young, she may 
be immature psychologically and

If you are interested in breeding your 
dog and she has a history of failing to 
beconie pregnant after being bred. your 
veterinarian can help again by testing her 
to determine the exact day that is best 
for breeding. 

If your pet seems to be in season 
more than twice a year or if she is 
discharging between seasonal periods. 
consult with your veterinarian. A 
thorough examination will safeguard your

provisions of the “Minicode™ as the prime 
mover in reviving the state’s housing 
market. “This court action removing the 
arbitrary eight percent interest rate 
ceiling on mortgage loans was primarily 
responsible for the investment of $200 
million in residential lending by Alabama 
S&Ls the final seven months of the year,” 
he said 

Porter disclosed that loan production 
totaled $287 million for the year, $180 
million more than the 1974 figure. “And 
if the court decision had come . five 
months earlier, loan production by 
savings and loans in the state would have 
exceeded $350 million for the year.” 

Consumer savings at an 
unprecedented rate provided a record 
$360 million savings capital growth for 
Alabama thrift institutions in 1975, he 
explained. Savings growth in 1974 added 
up to only $165 million, about $70 
million less than the growth for the first 
half of 1975 alone. 

Alabama savings and loan assets by 
yearend amounted to $2.75 billion, an 
increase of $421 million for the year. 
S&L assets have tripled since 1967 in 
Alabama. 

In 1976 savings growth in the state's 
62 savings and loan associations will 
remain at high levels, Porter forecasts. “It 
is not likely that overall savings 
production will exceed the 1975 record, 
but we anticipate that the year-end total 
will measure up at the second best year in 
our history.” 

Porter expects no substantial change, 
in current mortgage interest rate levels in 
1976. He points out that interest rates 
will be determined as always by the 
money market and “what the Fed does or 
doesn't do to influence the availability of 
lendable funds.” 

Viewing the housing market in 1976, 
W. Douglas Amo, executive vice president 
of the Alabama League_ expects the 
market to continue to improve through 
the year. “‘Of course, the central 
consideration in projecting housing 
activity at this time is the cost of 
materials and construction. This cost 
factor more than any other will shape the 
housing market in Alabama in 1976.” 

The savings and loan business in 
Alabama experienced its greatest 
legislative success in 1975, Amos 
declared “*Legislation qualifying Alabama 
S&Ls as depositories for county and 
municipal funds is already producing 
needed financing for Alabama home 
buyers, and in 1976 we anticipate that 
these public monies in savings and loans 
will be much more substantial.” 

Both Porter and Amos view 1976 as 
a highly productive year for savings and 
loans in the state. “In fact, we foresee the 
industry’s impact on the housing market 


to be even greater in 1976 than last | 


year,” they said

Data Center 


‘on’ again 


The on again, off again multi-million 

dollar South Central Bell Telephone 
Company Data Center is back in the news 
again. 
Work on the first phase of the center 
is expected to resume this spring, 
according to Ben Brown, vice president in 
charge of Alabama operations for South 
Central Bell. 

It has been four long years since the 
telephone company announced its 
enthusiastic plans to build a data center 
on the Cahaba River adjoining Shelby 
County. 

Just before Christmas in 1971 the 
company said it would build a 50-million 
dollar data center on U. S. Highway 31. 
The center is designed to serve South 
Central Bell’s five state area of Alabama, 
Kentucky, Tennessee, Louisiana and 
Mississippi. 

The project was hailed by Governor 
George Wallace at the time, as “one more 
proof that Alabama’s economy is healthy 
and that the business climate in the state 
is good.” 

South Central Bell president Cecil 
Bauer said the data facility could have 
been located anywhere in the company’s 
five state area, but, he said, “We have 
confidence that Alabama is a state where 
business will be treated fairly.” 

The master construction plan was

Conference set 


on Sheriff’s suit 


The lawsuit brought by Shelby 
County Sheriff C. P. Walker against the 
Shelby County Commission, asking the 
Commission to show cause why it did not 
put into effect a work-release program for 
county prisoners, has still not been 
resolved, 

The Sheriff’s suit claims the 
commission has “refused to carry out the 
provisions” of an act passed in the 
l@gislature near the end of last year’s 
session. 


In November the four-man 


commission voted unanimously not to go, 


along with the proposed work-release 
program. The program was designed to 
help find jobs for county prisoners and to 


supervise this program by adding three’ 


members to the county Sheriff's 
Department. ‘ 

LEPA would provide 95% of the 
costs, but the county would have to 
provide $2,500. ° 

The Commission unanimously 
refused to go along with the proposal, on 
the basis that the county did not need the 
program and could not afford the $2,500 
which had not been requested until after 
the current budget was adopted. 

The bill that went through the 
legislature authorizing the proposed 
program was a “general bill of local 
application,” meaning that no advance 
notice was given the people of the county 
that such a bill was pending. The bill was 
introduced in the House of 
Representatives of Representative Sonny 
Moore. 

Walker’s suit brought the issue before 
Circuit Judge James H. Sharbutt on 
November 24. At that time Judge 
Sharbutt granted time for the law firm 
representing the Sheriff and the law firm 
representing the County Commission to 
prepare a stipulation of facts. 

On Monday of this week, Frank Ellis, 
Jr., attorney for the Commission 
answered the Sheriff's lawsuit by filing a 
statement with the Clerk of the Circuit 
Court. 

Ellis’ answer states in part, The 
Commission members “deny that the Act 
requires the defendants (Commissioners) 
to provide funds or supply funds in 
connection with said program and said 
defendants contend that the only 
requirements of said Act as quoted in 
Paragraph 3 of the complaint in said 
cause is that Shelby County Commission 
is authorized and directed to approve 
fund which were made available by LEPA 
as long as said funds are available.” 

Ellis’ answer continues by saying, “Tf 
rievessary to a determination of the issues 
uw this cause, the defendants further 
contend that the Act described in the 
complaint in said cause is invalid and 
illegal in that it was not properly and 
legally advertised prior to its enactment 
as required by law.” 

Judge Sharbutt told the Reporter 
Tuesday afternoon that he has scheduled 
a conference with the law firms 
representing the Sheriff and the 
Commission. The conference is set for 
Wednesday.

County Vietnamese learn ‘people care’

Wanting to show the 21 Vietnamese 
now living in Shelby County that people 
cared about them and were anxious to 
help them, the Ladies of the Elks from 
Lodge 2123 in Roebuck invited the new 
residents to a covered dish dinner at the 
Lay Lake cottage of Mr. and Mrs. Royce 
Gunter on Sunday. 

According to Mrs. Gunter, she and 
her husband found out about the 
Vietnamese families in the county when 
they picked up the Sept. 18 issue of the 
Sheiby County Reporter on the way to 
their cottage one weekend. “I was so 
touched by the article,” related Mrs. 
Gunter, “that I tried to think of some 
way we could help them.” 

At Christmas the Gunters took food, 
clothes and toys for the children who live 
with their parents on the Vincent dairy 
farm of Lamar Hinds. “Then,” Mrs. 
Gunter continue, “I suggested the idea of 
the dinner to the Ladies of the Elks in 
Roebuck where we live and they 
enthusiastically agreed.” 

Since the article about the two 
Vietnamese families appeared in the 
Reporter in September, several more 
families have taken up residence there. 
Hinds told the Reporter that all the 
workers at the dairy are now Vietnamese. 

The families are now living in three 
trailers, and one more will be arriving this 
week according to Hinds. Two of the 
families came from Harpersville where 
they had been working on the grass farm 
of N. K. Waites, and another had been 
employed at Clyde McEwen’s dairy in 
Wilsonville. 

Hinds said that he had gone to 
Guyton, Ga., two weeks ago and brought 
back the brother of Tung, one of the first 
of the Vietnamese to arrive in Vincent. 
Tung’s brother, wife and their three 
children had been living on a hog farm. 
Hinds related that he was going back to 
Georgia this week to get another family. 

“If anyone has any kind of 
employment for two men, please let me 
know Hinds continued. I’ve found that 
they're real good workers and they catch 


on fast.” 

The Vietnamese range in age from 
under a year to two elderly ladies. All of 
the school-age children are enrolled in the 
Vincent schools. 

Hinds explained that the children 
wanted American names when they went 
to school. One of the little girls is called 
Snow, which is the English translation of 
her Vietnamese name. 

Also enrolled in the Vincent school 
system are three of the mothers who are 


attending the adult education class taught 
by Mrs. Fanny Hinds. 


“The class has benefitted from their 
being here,” Mrs. Hinds commented. 
“I’ve had better attendance and more 
interest, and everyone wants to find out 
more about them.” 


Gunter noted that nationally the 
Elks contribute 8 million dollars to 
various worthy causes, “and these people 
need help as badly as anybody.” 


State gives okay to proposal 
for new Columbiana bank 


Progress on the establishment of 
another bank for Shelby County took 
another major step forward Tuesday. 

Alabama State Banking Department 
approval of the plans for the Alabama 
State Bank, to be located in Columbiana, 
were received by J. A. Bratton, president 
designate of the proposed state bank. 


The next step in bringing the bank to 
reality, according to Bratton, is approval 
of the bank by the Federal Deposit 
Insurance Corporation. “We expect 
approval from the FDIC within 45 to 60 
days,” Bratton told the Reporter Tuesday 
afternoon. 

The proposed bank has an option on 
some two and a quarter acres of land at 
the intersection of Carter’s Lane and 
North Main Street in Columbiana. 


Plans call for the bank to open in 
temporary quarters within 90 to 120 
days, according to Bratton. The bank is 
expected to operate in a mobile office 
while the permanent structure is being 
built. 

When completed the bank is 
expected to occupy a brick veneer 
building of more than 2,000 square feet. 
It will include drive-in facilities. 

The proposed bank is capitalized 
with $750,000 worth of stock. 

Directors of the proposed bank 


include Robert C. Butterworth, M. M. 
Argo, Jr., Ernest Falkner, Jr., Conrad M.

Shelby County voters went to the 
polls Tuesday and overwhelmingly 
defeated the only Constitutional 
amendment directly concerned with 
Shelby County. 


Amendment Number Six, a proposal 
designed to establish the framework for 
setting up service districts in Shelby 
County, was defeated approximately four 
to one. 

The proposed amendment was drawn 
up by a Birmingham attorney to allow for 
the creation of local districts to provide 
any one or more of the following public 
services in Shelby County’s rural areas: 
fighting and prevention of fires; 
furnishing water; collection, treatment 
and disposal of sewage, garbage, trash and 
solid wastes; the operation of emergency 
medical services including rescue and

ambulance services; the protection o! 
lives and property and any other local 
service permitted by law. 

With all but five boxes counted, 
Tuesday night, Amendment Six found 
635 voters expressing themselves for the 
proposal and 2,556 voters voting against 
it. 

Amendment Number One, was also 
defeated by Shelby County voters, but by 
a much closer margin. Amendment 
Number One proposed a $15 million 
bond issue for the State of Alabama to be 
used to improve the state’s mental health 
facilities, to establish a seed technology 
center at Auburn and to establish 
facilities for the housing, training, 
education and rehabilitation of prisoners. 

With all but five boxes counted, 
Amendment Number One was trailing, 
1,310 to 1,672 


Contract let for jail 
without bars

Shelby County will be one of the few 
places in the world to have a jail without 
bars. 

County Commissioners decided 
yesterday to put their trust in Lexgard in 
one of the final decisions before awarding 
the jail contract to Conner Brothers 
Construction Company of Auburn. 
Amount of the contract as finally worked 
out was $1,966,500. 

Lexgard is said to be more durable 
than steel. It is transparent and will be 
used in all the windows in the prisoner 
section of the jail. Architects had 
suggested its use, but Commissioners had 
debated installing bars in one of the 
prisoner areas. Yesterday they decided to 
save the $9,300 the bars would have cost 
and install Lexgard throughout—the 
building. 

Commission Chairman Conrad 
Fowler noted that Lexgard is made by 
the same company that builds the 
limousine for the President of the United 
States. 

And by a three-to-one vote, the 
Commission voted to install an elevator in 
the two-floor building, rather than a 
ramp. Architects had differed on this 
point, and the Commission had spent 
hours debating the issue since bids were 
first opened last month. 

The jail is planned to house 75 
prisoners and the county hopes it will be 
adequate for county needs for the next 
20 years. 

The key feature of the design is that 
one guard, seated at a control desk, will 
be able to see nearly everything that goes 
on. He will control the gates to the entry, 
and will oversee the day rooms of the 
male housing pods and the outdoor 
exercise yard. 

The building will be located in 
Columbiana. Prisoners will enter the jail 
from Lauderdale Street. The public will 
enter through a courtyard on the other 
side of the building. The two levels of the 
building will be visible from the 

courtyard. 

The administration area including the 
sheriff's office, will be located on the 
lower level, completely separated from 
the area where prisoners are housed. 

Included in the design are medical 


if 
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examination and isolation rooms, hold 
and attorney rooms, counsel rooms, a 
laundry, barber shop, a library, a 
vocational-technical area for prisoner’s 
projects and a mini-gym. 

The design calls for one person to a 
cell. There are no dormitory 
arrangements, Many of the cells will be 
grouped in ‘pods’ of eight cells each with 
a day room for each pod 


County gets 
lumber firm 


Cole-Hall Lumber Company is 
moving its entiré operation from 
Birmingham to Pelham. William Cole. 
president of the company, told the 
Reporter in a telephone interview that he 
hopes to open the Pelham operation 
about June 1. 

Cole said the company is moving 
because “We think Shelby County has the 
greatest potential for growth in the 
state.” 

The company handles materials for 
the home building industry, specializing 
in western red cedar. It sells primarily to 
contractors. Sidings, exposed beams, and 
mantles are some of the major uses of the 
cedar. 

Location of the new Pelham 
headquarters is “between the railroad 
tracks and the baseball diamond back of 
city hall.” Moore-Handley borders it on 
the north. Ground has been broken for 
the building which will cost about 
$450,000. 

Cole told the Reporter that he has 
wanted to make the move for some time. 
He is delighted that plans are so far along. 

And what is the outlook for home 
building? Cole is very optimistic. “We 
had a good year in 1975 and anticipate 
1976 will be even better.” He said last 
December business was the best in years 
for December. 

Cole promotes the use of wood in 
home building, saying “A house of wocd 
is better insulated and less energy is used 
than if you had used any other product 
such as brick, steel, or plastic.”

Best estimates are that 85 to 90 
percent of the county’s solid waste is 
getting to landfills, as compared with 
‘only 45 percent a few years ago. 

Lt. James “Buddy” Glasgow of the 
sheriff's department appeared before the 
Commission to advise that a lens and an

Beer sales predicted 
at 13 million cans, bottles 


Over 13 million cans and bottles of 
beer will be sold in Shelby County within 
the next year, if present trends continue, 
according to Mrs. Mary Niven, Clerk of 
the County Commission. 

Part of Mrs. Niven’s duties include 
ordering the beer tax stamps that beer 
companies are required to place on every 
container of beer sold in the county. 

At Monday’s Commission mecting, 
the Commission ordered 13,440,000 
stamps printed to take care of a year’s 
needs. 

Roberts and Sons of Hoover was low 
bidder for the printing contract. 

In the contract, the county ordered 
10,800,000 of the three-cent stamps that 
are affixed to 12 ounce bottles and cans. 
The 12 ounce size is by far the most 
popular, according to county records. 


The eight ounce bottle has a two 
cent stamps, and the county ordered 
2,160,000 of those. ° 

The 16 ounce bottle is growing in 
popularity, Mrs. Niven said, and she 
suggested ordering 480,000 of the four 
cent stamps for those bottles.

commissioned and site preparation was 
begun in 1972. The first stage was to be 
completed in 1974. The second in 1977 
and the third in 1980. 

But, a combination of economic 
conditions that raised interest rates, 
national fiscal policy and a strong 
intermixture of Alabama politics put the 
chill on the project when the state Public 
Service Commission refused to grant Bell 
a rate increase in August of 1973. 


The company announced it would 
have to reevaluate all its projects and then 
stopped work on the data center, 

It has been at a standstill since that 
time. 

Other states wanted the center and 
were rumored to be making attractive 
bids. Many Shelby Countians abandoned 
hope that the center would be built here. 

Announcement that work would 
resume on the project this spring was 
made by Brown Tuesday morning. Brown 
said that last week's favorable court 
decision on his company’s year old rate 
request “made it possible for us to 
reassess our construction program as we 
announced several days ago, and also to 
now proceed with this much-needed data 
processing facility.” 

When the first phase of the center is 
completed, at a cost of approximately 
$20 million, the center will contain about 
450,000 square feet. 


Estimated completion of 
construction for phase one is December, 
1978.

900,000 square feet. 

“After completion of the initial 
phase,” Brown said, “the Center will be 
staffed by over 1,100 employees, nearly 
400 of whom will occupy new jobs.

“LT hope they'll see what you write,” 
she said. “I hope they will. Wherever they 
are and however life has treated them I 
hope they'll know that this little lady 
who loved them more than they Knew is 
seriously ill. And that maybe one of the 
nicest things they can do is write a little 
card letting her know how much they 
care:

Sears also 
stated that Montevallo has “held out 
longer” than nearly any other Alabama 
community with a similar population 
against the sales tax. 

In a lengthy question and answer 
session between council members and the 
two automobile dealers the dealers 
apparently failed to impress the council 
members their charges of discrimination 
against their specific businesses. The 
council did not exempt automobile 
dealers from the sales tax. 

In other business Monday night, 
council members approved a request from 
the City Recreation Director, that the 
Police Chief be given permission to hold 
instructional classes in firearms as a part 
of the recreation program. The proposed 
class is in response 3 reported requests 
from groups of women who apparently 
wish to receive information and 
instruction in the use of firearms. 

Council members postponed action 
on a proposal to take out additional 
insurance coverage on the city’s fire 
trucks. 

Members of the council unanimously 
elected Annie Mayweather to 
membership on the city’s Cemetery 
Board. 

The city’s fire and police committee 
took under advisement a request from 
Fire Chief Mike Mahan to extend the 
city’s fire district to an area on both sides 
of State Highway 25 from city limit to 
city limit.

The city of Calera took in $345,500 
and spent $361,360 according to the 
annual official audit presented to the

The audit covers the year ending last 

L Sept. 30 and is for the general fund. 
(Figures are rounded). 

The biggest item of revenue was from 
the Business and Privilege license, which 
brought in $60,088; next largest was the 
sales tax with $55,050; third in 

f importance was “fines and costs” which 
accounted for an income of $28,390, up 

$6,000 from the preceeding year. 

i Other sources of revenue included ad 

i valorem taxes, $24,800; revenue sharing, 
1 $19,500; gasoline taxes, $15,600; excise 
F tax, $9,800; county beer and liquor tax, 
$7,250; U. S. sewer grant $7,800; 
f cigarette tax, $6,800; and motor vehicle 
i licenses, $6,350. 

All taxes were up slightly over the 
¥preceeding year, with the sales tax 
bringing in $1,100 more. 

In the expenditure column, salaries 
took the biggest bite reaching almost 
$121,000. Police salaries accounted for 


$75,000 of this. Total salaries increased 


by $29,000 over fiscal year 1974. 
"Street maintenance cost $24,400, 
capital outlay on the sewer extension 
reached the figure of $73,691.

cancer deaths in the United States in 
1975, 

For decades, it is pointed out, there 
had been a gradual rise of one percent or 
so annually in the mortality rate.

know that considerable progress has been 
made in the treatment and cure of certain 
types of cancer. On the other hand, they 
find that the overall mortality rate has 
gone up. A detailed study has been 
launched to determine the cause of the 
rise. 

The extent of the cancer problem in 


Shelby County is indicated in the annual | 


reports of the U.S. Public Health Service. 

According to its last three annual 
reports, the number of local deaths 
attributed to cancer has averaged 55 per 
yedr, 15 of them due to lung cancer. Not 
included in the count are non-residents 
who died in the area. 

Related to the local population, this 
amounted to a cancer mortality of 152 
per 100,000 people. 

The general average, throughout the 
United States as a whole, was 163 per ' 
100,000. It was 149 in the State of’ 
Alabama. 

The recent surge in the rate has 
sparked several analyses of the statistics 
to-determine responsibility for the 
increase. A prime suspect is lung cancer. 
This form of malignancy has been 
zooming, especially among women, as 
more of them have been taking up 
smoking. 

Other areas of investigation include 


. the various chemicals to which man is 
F exposed in his food, the environment in 

which he works and lives and the possible 
r failure of the body’s natural immunity 


system.

Local fun seekers and others can still 
play golf or tennis, ride horseback, hike, 
picnic or fish any time, The animal farm 
and camping facilities are also open 
throughout the year. 

One of the county’s more renowned 
spots is the “sinkhole” near Calera. The 
site of a sudden cave-in in 1972, it was 
described in a Reader’s Digest article late

last year and has also been written up in 
numerous other national publications. 
Although other cave-ins have occurred 
throughout the world, Shelby County’s is 
said to be the largest land depression 
occurring in one fell swoop. 

Another significant attraction is the 
University of Montevallo, where the 
world’s largest geode is displayed. 

The geological find weighs eight tons. 
It was discovered in 1965 at an open pit 
mine near the town of Shelby, and may 


- be seen in the courtyard of Harman Hall. 


Also on the UM campus is the 
historic King House. Built in 1823, it is 
said to be the first home in the area using 
masonry and containing windows. The

structure has been attractively renovated 
in recent years. 

Mountain scenery abounds in many 
parts of the county, but the place to 
which visitors and newcomers are usually 
pointed is what is often called “Little 
Shenandoah” in the Dunnavant area. 

This scenic area may be viewed in 
either of two ways: You can simply drive 
to the rest stop on Highway 280, a few 
miles south of the 119 intersection and 
look to»the east, or, to really experience 
it, take 280 south and turn left on 
Highway 41. Proceed from this point 
another 10 or more miles and then take a 
right on Highway 25 towards Vandiver. 

This tour comes complete with the 
narrow, winding roads and hairpin turns 
usually associated with mountainous 
terrain. 

Remnants of a bygone slice of local 
history may be seen at Boothton, on 
Highway 10 north of Montevallo. In case 
no one has told you, coal mining was 
once a thriving endeavor in Shelby 
County and Boothton was the site of 
many mines in its heyday. 

A word of warning though. Don’t try 
to go there unless the weather is dry. 
Roads to the area are reputed to be 
hazardous when wet. 


The Shelby County Courthouse in 
Columbiana offers a look at early 
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nineteenth century architecture which 
most local residents have occasion to see 
at least once in a while. 

Also in the Cofumbiana area is a 
rapidly-vanishing part of the American 
scene, a ferry which shuttles cars and 
other vehicles across the Coosa River. It 
will be found on Highway 28, about 
seven miles east of town. 

And, speaking of waterways, warm 
weather will afford you the chance to 
boat, ski, swim, fish or picnic at one of 
the county’s rivers or lakes. Besides 
playing host to stretches of both the 
Coosa and Cahaba Rivers, Shelby county 
has more than 2,000 man-made lakes. 


A nature trail boasting four trees 
which represent the largest of their 
species, is located on the north central 
part of the county, along the banks of the 
Cahaba River. The state’s largest Swamp 
Chestnut, Shumard Oak, Shagbark 
Hickory and River Birch trees were 
marked last year during Arbor Day 
ceremonies. 

Although the land is privately owned 
by Lankford Investment Company, 
groups wishing to tour the area may make 
arrangements by calling Shelby County 
Forester Dave Duckett at 669-7605. 
Weekdays are suggested as the best time 
for foresters to meet there with touring 
groups. 


History buffs will be interested in the 
grave of David Lindsay, a Revolutionary 
War soldier who is buried on Highway 17, 
between Helena and Maylene. 

The local historical society has 
provided a marker noting the site, and the 
Montevallo chapter of the Daughters of 
the American Revolution is named in 
honor of this early fighter. 

Yes, history runs deep in Shelby 
County so if you've a notion, get out and 
dig some up for yourself.

Friday. Jan. 16 at the regular session 
of the Shelby County Interior Court, 
Judge L. C. (Curt) Payne. presiding - 
Major A. McKnight. Rt, 1, Alabaster was 
convicted of fraudulently obtaining 
unemployment compensation from the 
State of Alabama. 

McKnight was found guilty of 
making false statements in order to 
obtain benefits to which he was not 
entitled. These statements were made in 
claims for unemployment benefits filed in 
the local unemployment office in Calera. 
Alabama. 

A representative of the State 
Department of Industrial Relations 
testified that Major A. McKnight drew 
$1179.00 in unemployment benefits 
while working, 

District attorney Harold Walden 
introduced evidence which established 
that McKnight was working for 
Consolidated Dairies, Inc., from Sept. 14, 
1974, through June 21, 1975, and was 
also claiming benefits at that time. 

Judge Payne sentenced him to six 
months in the county jail. In addition 
McKnight will be required to repay 
$1179.00, the amount of benefits he had 
obtained wrongfully. 

This case was the first case of this 
kind that District Attorney Walden has 
prosecuted in Shelby County.

Urges changes in law 


Letter to the Editor: 

The following is a copy of the bill 
recently passed by our legislators 
abolishing school fees: 

“(d) Two hundred and fifty dollars 
($250) per teacher unit for grades K-6 
and three hundred dollars ($300) per 
teacher unit for grades 7-12 is herein 
appropriated to the State Board of 
Education for all teachers employed 
(except ESEA Title I and Title II teachers 
and ESAA teachers) and shall be 
allocated to each county and city board 
of education for the purchase of 
instructional supplies, materials, and 
equipment, excluding furniture and 
fixtures. Each local county and city 
board of education shall allocate to the 
schools in their respective systems an 
amount as set forth hereinabove for each 
teacher unit in such school provided from 
funds from the State. The faculty and 
principal of each school shall recommend 
to the superintendent the amount to be 
allocated to each school and teacher for 
the operation of the instructional 
program within the school. The local 
school board shall determine the 
allocationto each school and teacher, 
approve or disapprove requisitions for 
purchases from these funds, and shall 
issue purchase orders and handle all 
financial transactions in compliance with 
this section, [t is the intent of the 
legislature that no fees shall be collected 
in the future in courses required for 
graduation. In non-required courses local 
school boards may set reasonable fees for 
courses requiring laboratory and shop 
materials and equipment: provided, 
however, such fees shall be waived for 
students who cannot afford to pay fees. 
This section shall not be construed to 
prohibit community groups or clubs from 
fund raising activities: provided, however, 
that students shall not be required to 
participate in such fund raising activities. 
Provided further it is the intent of the 
Legislature that no local school board 
shall reduce the amount of funds which it 
allocated for the 1974-75 school year for

the purchase of instructional materials 
and supplies.” 

Many parents were pleased when this 
was passed and saw it as an end to the 
financial woes of our schools. The 
thought of not being faced with school 
fees each September was an added relief. 

However, after careful scrutiny they 
will find it is not the answer. At Jeast not 
as it is now worded. The use of each 
school’s allocation is limited to the 
“operation of the instructional program 
within the school.” This is great as far as 
classroom instructional and related 
material is concerned, but that isn’t all 
that keeps a school operative. What about 
janitorial supplies, office supplies, 
Secretaries salaries, telephone bill and the 
like? These are just a few of the things 
that in the past have been provided for by 
some of the money collected in school 
fees. 

There is no provision in this 
legislation for money to cover these 
things and it is clearly stated that no fees 
shall be collected in any courses required 
for graduation, so where will the money 
come from? é 

I feel sure we are all aware of the 
need of a telephone in a school, as well as 
office supplies, and a school secretary. 
What parent would want their child to 
attend a school that never had the floors 
cleaned, where no disenfectant was ever 
used, where no soap or toilet tissue was 
provided in the restrooms, all because 
there wasn’t enough money to purchase 
such necessities? This is the situation we 
are facing unless we take action now, 
before the new school year begins in 
September. 

Please write your state legislators 
today and urge a revision of this law. 
Let’s try to get a few of the restrictions 
removed from these allocations so that 
our children will have a clean and safe 
school to attend this fall.

County growth forces businesses 


into dog-eat-dog competition

Shelby County’s growing pains are 
forcing grocery stores, banks,and other 
businesses into dog-eat-dog competition. 
As a result, establishments are open 
longer each day and the barrier is being 
breached against business on Sunday. 

Not only are banks and stores 
experiencing natural growth and 
expansion; but competition is spurring 
changes, some of which are undertaken 
reluctantly. 

Alabaster and Pelham seem to be 
experiencing the problem more critically 
than other county areas. There are three 
major supermarkets competing for 
customers, and soon there will be three 
banks and a branch office serving the 
Highway 31 area. 

The new First Shelby National Bank 
was protested earlier by the other banks, 
but it will soon be open for business 
about a block north of Shelby State 
Bank. 

Formerly the Bank of Pelham, 
Shelby State recently aimed for 
commuting customers by extending their 
hours to 6 p.m. on weekdays and offering 
9 to noon service on Saturdays, 

The First Bank of Alabaster opened 
the new year with new banking hours and 
plans for adding to their building. 

The grocery stores along Highway 31 
are also fighting for the same market. The 
success of all-night convenience stores led 
to longer store hours. Food World came 
to Pelham about a year ago, offering 
service to midnight, six days a week. 

Western Supermarket in Alabaster 
featured 24-hour sevice and recently 
began opening from noon to 9 p.m. on 


Sundays. 

P & T Food Center has had to react 
to the competition to hold on to their 
clientele. The management reluctantly 
obtained a license to sell beer, and at 
present is avoiding the Sunday opening 
syndrome. 

The grocery store situation in 
Alabaster is also affecting the other stores 
in Shelby County. Templin’s IGA in 
Columbiana has found a ready supply of 
customers who want to shop till 
midnight. In Calera, management of the 
Dixie Super Store has gone on record as 
opposing the pressure to stay open on 
Sunday. 

In the towns where stores are open 
only half a day Wednesday, some are 
breaking away from this pattern. As 
small-town economics collide with 
big-city business, change is inevitable even 
without the complicating factor of the 
state’s Blue Laws. 

We have purposely avoided 
interviewing store managers and bank 
presidents in this Reporter news analysis. 
The situation is unstable in Shelby 
County due to the continuing challenges 
to the Blue Laws; the uncertain but 
improving national economy; the 
renewed surge in commercial 
development; and to the visible 
competition between establishments in 
Shelby County. 

Therefore, we did not seek 
statements from businessmen, since they 
might be forced to act later contrary to 
their current plans. As we see it now, 
more changes are coming to the 
commerce scene as businesses fight to 
serve the public.

have expressed to me their concern that 


the United States is in danger of losing its 
ability to carry out legitimate intelligence 
operations abroad, and | think they have 
a good point. 


Various investigations by other arms 
of government and revelations in the 
news media have shown clearly that the 
powers of the Central Intelligence Agency 
and the Federal Bureau of Investigation 
have been misused on occasion, that our 
nation’s intelligence agencies have failed 
in some of their undertakings and that 
undoubtedly Congress has not exercised 
proper oversight control over our 
intelligence machinery in years gone by. 


But now that we have exposed these 
misdeeds and inadequacies, | think it’s 
time for us to shift from looking for 
problems to looking for solutions. I see 
no reason to drag out these investigations 
any longer. We need to stop tearing down 
the intelligence community and start 
building it up. 

The longer we wait, the more damage 
will be done. If the investigations and the 
recriminations continue, the United 


States will find it increasingly difficult to 


conduct intelligence operations essential 
to our national security. 


The. Congress and the White House 
need to work together to establish an 
intelligence policy, but whatever the 
policy, or agency structure, we must be 
careful not to hamstring our intelligence 


capability. The cold realities of 


international power politics demand that 

the United States possess an efficient 

intelligence gathering potential to help 

guard our nation’s strength and the 
welfare of our people.

Bub 
Gordon and Herman Strong and Garvin 
Baker and I. And Clark Dean and Jim

Wednesday was the day and if you'd 
ordered one from Roebuck you couldn't 
have got a better one, A cold and sunny 
day, with just enough wind to make ‘em 
fly fast, and nobody else in sight. 
Everything was just right until Ed came 
along. 

“There’s just one thing wrong,” he 
said. 

“What's that?” 

“That bunch from Alabaster killed 
70 here yesterday. They must have shot a 
dozen times for every bird they knocked 
down. That makes 840 shots.” 

Once, somewhere between 4:30 and 
sundown, a flock of blackbirds came 
over, We took a couple of shots each and 
loaded our stuff. Far off, town way, 
another bunch was heading our way. But 


nobody waited. 

A visit with Mrs. Clayton Lowery at 
Shelby Memorial. And time turning back, 
to a little country school down Newala 
way. They hauled the schoolhouse away 
long ago and the kids grew into men and 
women and big business came along and 
swallowed the place so that a guy, 
hunting it, couldn’t have found it with a 
thousand eyes. But anytime I get still and 
somebody mentions Newala memories 
start crowding in, about the Woods and 
the Allens and the Hardys and the 
Lowerys, and a hundred more, who made 
three years of my life something pretty 
special.

Bicentennial assessed 


The American Revolution 
Bicentennial Administration (ARBA) was 
created by the United States Congress to 
coordinate and stimulate participation in 
the Bicentennial commemoration.

Deer number one million in state 


AMlabama’s deer population has 
reached an all-time high of one million, 
according to wildlife specialists. 

Dr. Dan Gardner, of the Auburn 
University staff, indicates that this high 
population is posing a problem . . . there 
are more deer in many areas of the state 
than the natural habitat can support. 

Forty years ago Alabama was 
importing deer. Today, all 67 Alabama 
counties have a huntable deer population. 

But, even an annual harvest of 120 
thousand deer can’t keep up with the 
growth population, Overcrowding ol 
range causes smaller deer and a slower 
rate of antler development. And, if the 
deer do not have visible antlers they can't 
be legally harvested 

State law now allows theshooting of 


only adult male deer, those with antlers. 
Dr. Gardner explains that the state 
Department of Conservation allows the 
shooting of other deer in some counties 
and for a limited period, but often 
refrains from doing so, because of adverse 
public opinion and legislative pressure 
Studies show that with a “bucks only 
hunting season,” only 15 deer in every 
100 are legal for harvest. 
Overpopulation, according to the 
wildlife specialists. result in a drastically 
reduced body weight and antier 
development. Overpopulation also results 
in crop damage, reduced browse, and deet 
dic-offs. 
Dr. Gardner says, “The best way to 
reduce and improve the herds is to 
remove surplus deer of both sexes.”

enough to justify judicial atten- 
tion. Ruling in Charley's favor, the 
couri said it wasn't the dime but 
the principle of the thing that 
counted. 

Most courts are indeed willing 
to hear a case involving a matter 
of principle regardless of the 
amount of money at stake. 

Neveriheless, a case may be 
thrown out if it is truly insignifi- 
cant.

Rejecting the patient’s claim. 
the court said he had suffered a 
“wrong without harm" — not 
enough basis for a lawsuit. 

Nor will a court ordinarily 
listen to a case that has already 
become “moot"—that is, purel) 
hypothetical. 

In an eviction proceeding 
brought by a landlord, the tenant 
had already moved out by the 
time the case reached a decisive 
stage. Dismissing the suit, the 
court said it could see no point in 
rendering a solemn judgment that 
would accomplish nothing at all. 

“It is no part of our duty,” one 
judge observed, “to decide ques- 
tions for the gratification of curi- 
osity.”

Last week's column about 
hand cranking the old Model 
T's brought back lots of 
memories for many readers 
who lived through those 
days. 

It also sounded foreign to 
many young readers, who 
are accustomed only to the 
features we just take for 


granted on today’s 
automobiles. 
For instance, power 


windshield wipers. Back 
then, the tiny windshield 
wiper blades were operated 
by hand. There was a small 
crank on the inside, and the 
wiper blade had to be run 
back and forth by hand 
across the windshield when 
it was raining. 

There was no such thing 
as a closed sedan such as we 
know them now, back in the 
early Model T days. All we 
had was canvass and 
isinglass side curtains 
which were let down from tre 
top and snapped to the tops 
of the metal doors when the 
weather was cold or when it 
was raining. 

And of course, there was 
no such thing as heaters on 
cars back in those days. If 
folks were going on a trip in 
cold weather, they wrapped 
up and carried lap robes 
just like they had always 
done when traveling in .a 
wagon or buggy. Sometimes 
they also heated rocks or 
bricks to put their feet to in 
order to keep them warm 

As a matter of fact, 
heaters have come as

standard equipment on cars 
only in the past 20 years. As 
late as the early 1950's they 
were optional equipment, 
and many motorists didn't 
have them. And the same is 
true for turn indicators. 

I can clearly remember 
the first car I ever saw with 
the gear shift mounted on 
the steering column, a 1939 
Chevrolet. 

On the Model T Fords, 
however, there wasn't even 
such a thing as a gear shift 
at all. You had just two 
forward speeds, low and 
high. Instead of a clutch, 
you had a low gear pedal, 
which you pushed in to start 
the car moving forward in 
low. When you got up 
enough speed you released 
the low gear pedal and it 
jumped into high gear. 

The reverse was also 
activated by a foot pedal, 
which was located between 
the brake pedal and the low 
gear pedal. Sometimes we 
boys would prank around 
with an old Mode! T and get 
it going real good, then 
stomp down hard on the 
reverse pedal. It would lock 
the rear wheels and strain 
every mus.ie to see how 
quick it could stop! 


Today's modern 
automobiles are 
engineering wonders, and 
the only folks who know how 
to fully appreciate them are 
those of us who remember 
cars as they used to be back 
in the good ole days!

Tax form questions help 


set revenue sharing funds 


Individual Internal Revenue Service 
(IRS) taxpayer returns for 1975 include 
questions on residence intended to 
provide an accurate basis for equitable 
distribution of general revenue sharing 
funds, according to the Office of Revenue 
Sharing (ORS) of the U. S. Treasury 
Department. 

Such funds are returned by the 
Federal government to State and local 
general-purpose governments under terms 
of Federal revenue sharing law. The 
amount each government 
bused. in part. on population and per 
capita income estimates ats by the 
Bureau of the Census, U.S. Department 
of Commerce. 

The new questions on the income tax 
form are designed to identify the taxper’s 
legal residence which may differ from his 
or her mailing address. Authority to ask 
the new questions is provided in Section 
6017A of the Internal Revenue Code 

The information from the residence 
questions will be used by the Bureau of 
the Census to make biennial population 
and per capita income estimates needed 
to insure that States and communities 


receives 1s 


receive the amounts of general revenue 
sharing funds to which they are entitled. 
For this reason, all taxpayers are urged to 
provide the information as an assistance 
to their States and communities. The

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Industrial growth tops one billion 


Alabama topped the 
billion-dollar-mark in announced new and 
expanding industries for the third straight 
year in 1975, Gov. George C. Wallace 
announced at the Capitol this week. 

With the Governor for the 
angouncement were members of the 
Industrial Developers Association of 
Alabama (IDAA), who were invited in 
recognition of their contributions to the 
State’s growth. 

Governor Wallace noted that in spite 
of nearly two years of worldwide 
recession and inflation, industrialists 
announced a total of $1,452,864,105 in 
capital outlays for new and expanding 
Alabama manufacturing and processing 
facilities in 1975, 

Unlike 1973, when $1.6 billion in 
announced projects was nearly equally 
divided between new plants and 
expansions, and 1974, when more than 
40 percent of the $2 billion in announced 
failities was for new plants, the figures for 
1975 are weighted nearly 90 percent for 
expansion of plants already doing 
business in Alabama. 

“It is especially gratifying that all of 
our state’s counties stand to benefit 
directly from last year’s industrial 
development efforts, as all 67 of them 
share in this announced growth,” 
Governor Wallace said. He added, “There 
was not a single county that did not have 
either an expansion or new plant 
announcement during the past year. 

“This shows that our whole state is 
aware of the importance of industrial 
development, and that leaders in all of 
our communities are working together to 
build a strong economic base for their

Mobile homes have become a major 
form of housing in the past few years due 
10 increasingly high costs of conventional 
Untortunately, many mobile 
sometimes have problems

with defects and necessary repairs which 
are not evident at the time of purchase. 


The Governors Office of Consumer 
Protection in the past received many 
complaints trom mobile home owners 


stiting that the dealer or manufacturer 
whom they bought the home had 
since gone out of business, If the dealer 
or manufacturer responsible for the repair 
had gone out of business for any reason, 
there was nothing the consumer could do 
to get him to perform the repairs under 
Ins obligation except by court action. 
Now. due to the passage of §.220, (an 
amendment to the Uniform Standards 
Code for the construction of mobile 
homes), consumers are protected against 


from 


this practice. 

Any manufacturer or dealer selling 
homes in Alabama must be 
licensed cach year by the State Fire 
Marshal's Office. Under the new law, 
before the Fire Marshal issues a license, a 
dealer must be bonded for $5,000 and a 
manufacturer must be bonded for 
$25,000. This protects the public against 
the sale and manufacture of mobile 
homes in this state which do not meet the 
provisions of the Uniform Standards 
Code for the construction of mobile 
homes. Consumers will now be able to 
claim the amount due them for repairs 
out of the bonded amount.

A mobile home tie-down law, §.219 
entitled “‘Uniform Code for the 
Anchoring of Mobile Homes,” became 
effective January I, 1976. The 
Governors Office of Consumer 
Protection feels that this is a needed 


protective law due to the great number of 
mobile homes that are damaged or 
destroyed by high winds each year. 

It is now unlawful to occupy any 
new mobile home unless the owner has it

from Ford, 


A native of Shelby County received 
tributes from such leaders as President 
Gerald Ford and Governor George Wallace 
during ceremonies honoring him, 
Thursday night. 

G. C. Long, Jr., who was born in 
Calera and is a graduate of Montevallo 
High Schooi, received two standing 
ovations from more than 500 persons 
gathered at the Kahler-Plaza Hotel in 
Birmingham. 

The occasion was the 55th annual 
meeting of the Alabama Hospital 
Association and it marked the 
culmination of more than 21 years of 
service to the organization by Long. 

Since 1955 the soft-spoken Long has 
been the top executive for the hospital 
organization, serving as the association’s 
administrator, lobbyist for health 
legislation, promoter of health programs 
and innovator. Long holds the title, 
executive vice-president of the AHA. He 
will retire at the end of this month. 

President Ford’s expression of 
appreciation to Long was an autographed 
photograph and the pen used by the 
President to write, “To G. C. Long with 
appreciation and best wishes, Gerald R. 
Ford.” 

Governor Wallace’s certificate of 
appreciation, calling attention to Long’s 
‘*considerable devotion and 
energy ... directed to improving health 
care within the State of Alabama,” was 
made, “in gratitude for his years of 
service to the State of Alabama and his 
fellowman.” 

“He has distinguished himself and 
the State of Alabama in the area of health 
care,” it read, “and the Alabama Hospital 
Association under his direction was 
actively and enthusiastically performed as 
an advocate of legislation directed to 
improving patient care.” 

More than a score of persons stepped 
to the podium Thursday night to present 
Long with plaques and certificates and to 
comment on his accomplishments over 
the years. 

Special acknowledgements came 
from Ted Marts, special assistant to 
President Ford; a tribute from Senator 
Jim Allen; a letter from Dr. Theodore 
Cooper, assistant secretary for the 
Department of Health, Education and 
Welfare; a presentation from the 
American Hospital Association; an award

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Council looks to future

Columbiana’s city council studied 
planning for future development at thei 
meeting last Thursday, along with other 
topics such as Open House, election rules, 
and utilities. 

Jody Ballard of the Birmingham 
Regional Planning Commission opened 
the meeting by reviewing the goals of the 
city’s comprehensive development plan. 
Briefly outlining the plan, Ballard showed 
several areas wherein Columbiana is 
unique. 

Using visual displays. the planner 
emphasized that the city’s present land 
use and the physical tharacteristics will 
have a strong effect on the future land 
use, 

Maps of traffic flow and 
accident-prone areas provided interesting 
insights into Columbiana’s thoroughfare 
problems. Traffic-counting devices 
showed that county road 70, or College 
Street, is the most heavily-traveled road 
into the town, Ballard revealed this with a 
diagram of where traffic goes in the city 
limits. 

Accidents 
where the most dangerous areas are. 
Oddly enough only one accident had 
occurred near the old city hall, the 
so-called “traffic hazzard.” Almost a 
majority of 1975 accidents in the city 
happened on a three-block stretch of on 
Cty. 70 east of the traffic light, near the 
bank, the cab stand, and the convenience 
store. 

Ballard promised to keep the council 
up to date on progress of the 
comprehensive plan. He offered to assist 
on drawing up a dog control ordinance. 

Mayor Bob Bolton had asked the 
council! to start thinking again about a 
dog ordinance, since the county pound is 
almost completed. Clerk Mrs. Kathryn 
Franks and councilman William Rasco 
told the council that they will bring 
sample ordinances to the next meeting. 

At their last meeting the council had 
discussed the need for information about 
how the State Ethics Law would affect

them if they run for re-election. Mrs. 
Franks reported go them about the filing 
procedure and about who would have to 
file in this year’s election. 

The council had also inquired about 
insurance to cover them if they were sued 
in a case against the city. The clerk 
reported that their insurance agent had 
told her he would add a new clause to 
their policy to cover sucn an eventuality. 

Councilman Rasco reported to the 
group about estimates for repairing the 
Girl Scout building in the park. He 
indicated that the roof has been fixed, 
but that $680 will be needed to replace 
cellutex in the ceiling. Adding that the 
outside of the building needs to be 


painted, he mentioned that. the Girl 
Scouts want to paint the inside 
themselves. 


The subject of paying utility bills was 
brought up by Councilman Jack 
Upchurch. He said that he had been asked 
about the likelihood of paving both gas 
and water bills with one check. Mrs. 
Franks explained, “I'm not saying that it 
would be impossible, but it would cause a 
hardship for city employees to do it.” 

Mayor Bolton elaborated that it 
would be extremely difficult, since the 
two boards are financed with separate 
bond issues and keep separate books. It 
would also involve keeping excess money 
on hand for change, he explained. 

The group also made further plans 
for the February 29 Open House at the 
new city hall building. The female 
employees plan to wear long dresses in 
keeping with the Bicentennial spirit. Nine 
of the former mayors’ portraits have been 
prepared, and twelve will be on display at 
the dedication. 

The actual dedication of the building 
will be held outdoors in a brief ceremony. 
The council has another month to finalize 
plans for the big event, but Mayor Bolton 
doesn't think he needs any more time to 
prepare his short speech for the 
ceremony: “*Thank you, it was a 
pleasure.”

One source told the Reporter 
Tuesday that subdivision development in 
the area of Bishop Creek has caused an 
increased run-off of rain water and the 
creek itself does not have the capacity to 
handie the larger volume of run-off water.

Don’t ‘hatch’ Hatch Act 


One of the most important issues 
facing the newly convened session of 
Congress is whether to repeal key 
portions of the 37-year-old law which 
protects the nation’s 2.8 million civilian 
federal workers from political coercion. 
The law is called the Hatch Act. 


Supporters of the repeal measure, 
which already has been passed by the 
House, argue that it relegates federal 
employees to “second-class citizenship.” 
The Act, which has been on the law 
books since 1939, prohibits partisan 
political activities of federal and postal 
employees. Proposed changes — which are 
scheduled to come to a Senate vote early 
in this session — would allow federal 
employees to manage elections for 
partisan candidates, or even run for 
Congress, the Presidency, or any other 
elected office. 

Opponents of the bill to “unhatch” 
the Hatch Act point out that it has served 
well both federal employees and the 
integrity of the federal system. It has 
been a buffer between workers and their 
superiors who might otherwise attempt to 
force workers into support of favored 
candidates. It also has helped keep this 
work force — which is the country’s 
largest work force — strictly professional, 
impartially carrying out the orders of 
whatever political party happened to be 
in power, 


Although most government unions 
are pulling out all the stops to assure 
passage of the measure before the Senate 
(H. R. 8617), which would greatly 
increase union power over federal 
workers, their barnstorming campaign has 
failed to drown out all dissent. The 
National Federation of Federal 
Employees, for example, predicts serious 
consequences for federal workers if the 
Hatch Act is amended. 

The recently retired administrative 
vice president of the National Association 
of Postal Supervisors, Daniel Jaspan, 
likewise warns against passage. Describing 
life in government before passage of the 
original Hatch Act, Jaspan says: “I can 
well remember the atrocities committed 
against state and federal employees who 
did not contribute to and work for the 
election of whichever party was in power 
at the time. 

‘Even though salaries were low, 
substantial contributions were expected. 
The passage of the Hatch Act was for the 
protection of federal employees and was 
a welcome relief.” 

We believe Jaspan’s point is well 
made. It would be a disservice to the 
nation, as well as to the 2.8 million 
federal workers themselves, if the Hatch 
Act is repealed. President Ford has 
promised to veto any such bill from 
Capitol Hill. If that’s what it takes, the 
President certainly has our support. 


State of Union message

“How’s the state of the Union, Mr, 
President?” 

1 was about to hear for myself 
straight from President Gerald Ford just 
how these United States are doing. 

Official Washington gets all keyed up 
over a joint session of Congress, It must 
be the thought of all those Senators, 
Representatives and Cabinet officers in 
one place. And I was going to the first 
joint’ session of 1976, America’s 
Bicentennial, so excited | could hardly 
flag down a cab to get me there. 

That was my first inkling that all of 
Washington wasn’t as excited as [ was. I 
bluried out my destination, “Capitol Hill. 
I'm going to hear President Ford’s State 
of the Union Address,”* 1 added 
somewhat unnecessarily, The bored 
cabby didn’t even look over his shoulder. 
“That will be a dollar and a quarter.” he 
said. 

My ticket said, “standing room in 
gallery three”, above the Democrat’s half 
of the chamber. I was really lucky to have 
a ticket ,..each Representative and 
Senator gets one, But, Congressman Tom 
Bevill. in whose office I'm working, had 
managed to pet two extra tickets late that 
afternoon, and unbelievably, I got one. 

As I waited for the gallery to fill with 
ticket holders who claimed seats, | 
wondered if | would see anything. | 
watched a policewoman check all purses 
and briefcases, and peeked through the 
X-rayed doorway into the chamber every 
time someone was allowed in. Waiting 
with me were 20 other people with 
standing room tickets, and we moved 
forward and back in a body as the noise 
level from the floor rose and fell. 

Then, loud applause. The Senate was 
marching in, “I’m going to miss it all,” 1 
thought and so did my standing 
companions. The doorkeeper called for 
people with step seats. Two or three 
people walked from our group and into 
the gallery. Those lucky ones had 
assigned inches on the steps in the gallery, 
And then more applause. It must have 
been the Supreme Court. 

Just when I had given up hope, and 
thought the guards were enjoying keeping 
us out, they let us in. | found a six-inch 
square for sitting on one of the steps. 

There stood the President 
surrounded by laughing, eager 
Representatives, who seemed glad to have 
him back in the chamber where he had 
served for so long. Then, he- started 
speaking, and everyone became quiet. He 
began with America as a young nation, 
talked about savagery and slavery, and 
said we represented the peak, the top 
union of all of history. 

Behind the President sat 
vice-president Rockefeller, and Speaker 
of the House Carl Alberi, in two massive 
chairs, underneath the gold wall 
inscription, “In God We Trust.” 

The president continued, speaking 
about our self image. “A policeman 
abroad and an indulgent parent at home,” 
drawing applause from point to point. 

The first row of the audience held 
the Supreme Court, in judicial robes.

Potter Stewart was ruddy and relaxed. 
New Justice Sevens looked quizzical, his 
horn rimmed glasses askew. And 
Thurgood Marshall, appeared to be having 
trouble staying awake. 

The longer Ford spoke, the more 
distinct the applause became. General at 
first, by mid-speech it was obvious where 
his Republican supporters were sitting. 
But, everyone came through with 
applause when he spoke of changing 
domestic policy to “Promise no more 
than we can deliver, and delivering all we 
promise.” 

He called on our Founding Fathers 
especially Thomas Paine, for moral 
support, then launched into his specific 
proposals for the budget. When Ford 
reached the subject of tax cuts, the 
reaction was amazing. Half the crowd 
seemed determined to clap, and half 
equally determined not to. It was a clear 
indication of battle lines already drawn, a 
symbol of the tension between the 
Republican White House and Democratic 
Congress. 

But, when Ford linked family farms 
and family-owned small businesses, and 
stressed the need to protect them for 
America’s stability, everyone applauded. 
This backbone of the nation theme 
united everyone in the Chamber. 

It was between these stirring issues 
that I noticed particular people in the 
audience. In the row with the justices sat 
the cabinet. 

Secretary of State Kissinger was 
directly in front of the President, his hair 
tightly waved. Carla Hills, Secretary of 
HUD, was the lone woman in the front 
row. David Mathews of HEW dropped his 
pencil, but did nothing else unusual. 

Indeed, from my eyrie, it was hard to 
see anything at all. Mrs. Ford sat directly 
across from me, with Elliott Richardson 
and her son, Jack. 

By this time my companions in 
Gallery Three were getting impatient with 
the President's long speech. Next to me, a 
portly man in a white, double-knit suit 
kept glancing at his watch. In front of 
him, an older couple took more decisive 
steps to entertain themselves. The man 
had a copy of the president's text, and he 
would follow along, and gradually doze 
off, When she would nudge him awake he 
would fly through the pages until he 
caught up again. 

Young pages in navy blue suits 
completely ringed the rear of thé floor. 
Dark suits, in fact, were practically the 
uniform. 


And then, ona burst of applause, the 
speech was over. The bright TV lights 
were turned off and the normal house 
lights looked meager without them. The 
audience stretched, and the floor was 
alive with people moving in to 
congratulate the President. 

Gallery Three moved out slowly. The 
crowd was happy and relaxed. Nothing 
too exciting, but a definite 
beginning .., that seemed to be the 
consensus. A good speech for a tough’ 
election year, and a solid summation of 
the state of the union, as we face 1976.

The road referred to as located 
between Calera and Columbiana is 
apparently an unpaved section of the old 
State Route 25. It is not the policy of the 
County Highway Department to mark 
little-used, dirt roads.

Pinson youth

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Dean expresses disappointment 


at lack of additional school funds

There was nothing in the pork barrel 
for Shelby County schools when, at the 
end of a special legislative session late last 
year, a healthy amount of money was 
appropriated for a number of other 
school systems in the state. 

Board of Education chairman Joe 
Dean has expressed keen disappointment 
at the failure of legislators representing 
Shelby County to come up with some 
additional revenue for local schools, in 
view of what some other systems 
received. Appropriations to the more 
than 20 elementary and secondary 
schools ran as high as $500,000 per 
system. 

“I do feel that based on 
demonstrated needs, Shelby County 
should have been given consideration for 
any ‘excess’ monies that were available 
for capital outlay funds disbursed to local 
systems,” Dean commented. 


The board of education, along with 
Superintendent of Education Elvin Hill 
and other school officicals, hosted a 
dinner meeting last Spring for the 
county’s legislative delegation. 


The meeting was designed to 
acquaint the legislators with problems the 
Shelby County school system faces as one 
of the few in the state experiencing 
consistent increases in enrollment. 
Projections of future population trends 
were also indicated in a presentation by 
county planner Paul Yeager, Jr. 


Then, in late summer, the legislators 
were invited by the board to tour several 


schools throughout the county. Three of 


the five delegation members participated. 

In the “pork barrel” appropriations, 
Chilton County, home of State Sen. Obie 
Littleton, received one of the larger 
allocations, $450,000 for capital outlay. 
Littleton, who lives in Clanton, represents 
all but the northwestern portion of 
Shelby County.

whose district includes the area of Shelby 
County not in Littleton’s bailiwick, was 
asked why local schools were not among 
those on the receiving end of the 
late-session allocations. He replied that 
most of the funds were provided to 
replace burned out buildings in various 
locations. 

However, according to figures 
provided by Dean, only funds to 
Lowndes, Bullock and Macon Counties 
were for this purpose. 

Gilmore finally conceded that lining 
up such appropriations “is largely a 
matter of being in the right place at the 
right time.” 

Speaking at a local PTA meeting last 
April, Gilmore had stated his belief that 
in view of the county's growth, “the state 
is going to have to come in here and 
provide some help in some way.” The 
senator had also said, “The Legislature 
really ought to have the guts to face up to 
these needs.” 

It might be noted that Rep. Sonny 
Moore of Leeds, who represents the 
central and eastern portions of the 
county, tried during the 1975 session of 
the Legislature to obtain funds for local 
schools. 


In July, Moore dropped a bill in the 
hopper which would have given Shelby 
County $1 million from the Special 
Education Trust Fund. His efforts were in 
vain, however, as others felt the state

Neutering solves pet 


overpopulation problem

Almost everyone has at one time or 
another been approached by a friend or 
neighbor looking for homes for surplus 
kittens or puppies. Sometimes the search 
is successful; sometimes the surplus 
animals end up at the local animal shelter. 


In the United States last year, animal 
shelter destroyed about 14 million pets, 
mainly cats and dogs, because of a lack of 
homes for them. Often these are animals 
the owners must get rid of because they 
can no longer be kept. In addition, an 
unknown number of unwanted animals 
are abandoned each year to die of 
starvation, disease or exposure. 

The public is generally unaware of 
the magnitude of this problem because 
great numbers of homeless cats and dogs 
are not usually concentrated at any one 
time at any one location. But as one 
homeless animal dies, another unwanted

One method of preventing this 
cruelty to pets begins with preventing the 
birth of the excess millions. “Neutering,” ' 


also termed spaying, is the only certain s 

method of preventing animal a 

reproduction. ‘ 
This operation can be performed on 

a healthy female animal at any age, but Y 

with a younger animal -- five or six . 


months is considered the optimum age - 
recovery is more rapid. When done by a 
skilled veterinary surgeon, it is a relatively 
simple operation. A general anesthetic is fj 
used so there is no pain, and very few ® j 
animals show any sign of discomfort after j . 
the opration. 

Many pet owners believe that spaying § 
affects their pet’s personality and makes } 
her fat and lazy, but there is no truth to § 
this. There is no evidence that spaying 
affects the personality of a pet beyond @ 
the fact that once the pet loses its interest 
in the opposity sex -- which it does after f 
spaying -- it becomes more attached to its § 
human companions. 

As for becoming fat and lazy’ 
overweight is due to caloric intake. And. 
in those instances where pets get fat after § 
spaying, they are simply being fed too 
much or not exercised enough. 

Neutered pets make ideal house pets. 
They are more settled around the house 
and are less likely to wander off. And, 
believe it or not, a cat does not need to 
have kittens to be happy. 

To cope with the problem, some 
humane groups are requiring that all pets 
adopted through a shelter be spayed as a 
condition of adoption. A few kennel 
clubs are even considering restricting the 
sale of unspayed animals to those people Bi 
who wish to show their dogs or breed 
pure-bred animals as a business. They are 
recommending the neutering of any 
animal purchased for companion 
purposes. 

Pet overpopulation and itsf 
consequences are only beginning to make § 
an impression on public awareness - 
prompting more stringent leash laws, and 
accelerating animal contraceptive 
research. But the greatest need remains§ 
education of the pet owner. 

The basic point to remember is that & 
you do your pet no kindness if you 
encourage the birth of young animals - 
who will be destroyed in a few months. 

You may have the neutering 
operations performed at the animal 
hospital of your choice, but you shoul* 
consult your own veterinarian for morc@’ 
specific advice.

To prepare dry white beans before baking: simmer soaked 
beans in measured amount of water (soaking water if you wish) 
with onion, bay leaf, garlic, and salt, plus 2 tablespoons butter 
or salad oil to keep down foam. Cover tightly. Cook until 
nearly tender, about 1 hour. Best test — put a few beans ina 
teaspoon. When blown upon, the skins will crack. Time will 
vary according to hardness of water, altitude, and keeping 
beans at simmering point. Remove from heat. Discard onion, 
garlic, bay leaf. Pour beans into colander to drain, saving the 
liquid. Add enough water to make 3 cups. 

To prepare cooked beans for baking (in oven ci slow-cook 
electric pot): for the oven, into a 4-quart heavy bean pot, 
place whole onion with beans on top. Scrape, wash salt off 
piece of salt pork. Cut nearly through on fatty side squares 
about 1/2-inch deep and 1/2-inch apart all over surface. Push 
the salt pork down into beans, letting only the top edge come 
up above them. P.S. Maybe better cut in enough squares that 
each serving will have a square the first time around. 

Mix together all other ingredients. Add bean liquid. Stir 
well. Pour over beans. Cover tightly with foil, then pot cover, 
unless it fits tightly. Bake all day or night,aminimum of 6 to 8 
hours, preferably 8 at 250° oven heat. For slow electric cook- 
er pot, follow manufacturer’s directions. At end of time, if 
you don’t see the sauce peeking through, with a wooden spoon 
gently add a bit of boiling water around the sides. Give it 
another 1/2 hour, without the cover.

Hospital bills cause financial drain 


by Nancy Duncan 

Keith Emfinger’s trademark is a 
wide, toothy grin, which lights his face at 
the slightest provocation. 

Everything about the keen-eyed., 
freckled youngster belies the fact that he 
suffers from Spina Bifida, a serious birth 
defect which can place both physical and 
mental limitations on its victims. 

Keith's spunk in snapping back, after 
numerous operations and other setbacks 
he has had during his short lifetime, is 
excelled only by his mohter's 
determination to do everything she can to 
help him lead as normal a life as possible. 

Spina Bifida has been a double-edged 
sword in Keith’s case. Besides many 
physical problems, excessive fluid in the 
brain cavity, characteristic in some SB 
victims, has caused him to be mentally 
retarded. 

Many Shelby Countians have heard 
or read about Keith. He was selected as 
the county’s March of Dimes poster child 
while attending classes at the University 
of Montevallo’s Speech and Hearing 
Center, and later featured in a series of 
articles on mental retardation carried by 
the Reporter. 

The Emfinger’s plight in trying to 
survive their ever-increasing medical bills 
prompted personnel from local health 
agencies to establish the Keith Emfinger 
Medical Fund last Fall. According to 
Jewel Crumpton, who is administering 
the fund at the Indian Springs branch of 
the First Bank of Alabaster, it has, to 
date, produced a disappointing $200. 

Since the fund was first publicized,

for study tour 


Bruce McClanahan, Boundary Street, 
Montevallo, teacher at University of 
Montevallo, has been named by the 
American Institute for Foreign Study 
(AIFS), Greenwich, Connecticut, to 
accompany a group of students on a 
study tour of Mexico.

Keith has had three more operations, 
bringing to cight the number of 
operations his condition has required. 

In mid-October, he was rushed to 
University Hospital, after he had become 
convulsive at home. The problem 
involved a shunt, or tube, which keeps 
excess fluid from forming in the brain 
cavity. A shunt was inserted for Keith 
shortly after he was born and, as he 
grows, it must be revised. The first of his

latest operations was for this purpose. 

A second operation became 
necessary when the shunt stopped up, his 
mother reports. 

Keith came home on November 19, 
but had to be taken back a week later, 
when his blood stopped circulating. The 
problem this time was that a valve to his 
heart had broken during the previous 
operation. For this, a heart surgeon had 
to be called in to do a catherization, Mrs. 
Emfinger said. 

Doctors told her later that when 
Keith was brought back, they did not 
believe he would live. 

Contacted recently for a progress 
report on her son, Betty Emfinger told a 
story of almost unvelievable difficulties. 
While Keith was in University Hospital, 
his sister, Stephanie, had to be taken to 
Children’s Hospital because of a serious 
viral infection. It was three days before 
her temperature was brought below 104 
degrees, Mrs. Emfinger said, and during 
her stay, whe was given 27 pints of 
glucose to combat dehydration. 

After a few days at home, the little 
girl developed a bladder infection which 
she shared with Kevin, the couple’s oldest 
son. So both children spent three days in 
Brookwood Hospital. 

To date, the family has received a bill 
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for Keith's first stay in University 
Hospital. It totals $9,000; one of his 
three operations was $1,300. 

Stephanie’s confinement in 
Children’s Hospital amounted to $1,600 
and she and Tommy ran up a tab of 
$1,035 while at Brookwood. 

The Emfingers do not know what 
Keith’s second hospital stay will cost. The 
family was past the breaking point, 
financially, before any of their children

ISS plans

Hospital is $300,000 


per month business

Shelby Memorial Hospital is a 
$306,000 per month operation; and 
growing all the time. 

This figure came from the audit 
submitted by the accounting firm of 
Ernst and Ernst, which was presented to 
the Board of Directors on January 27. 
The detailed audit has not yet been 
approved by the State Department of 
Examiners of Public Accounts but such 
approval is expected. 

The audit covered the year ending 
last September 30. It showed that total 
operating revenues for the year were just 
over $4 million. Operating expenses were 
$3,700,000. 

The accountants said the hospital 
was in a good financial position. One of 
the interesting sidelights of the audit 
showed that hospital income from Shelby 
County ad valorem taxes increased 
$100,000 over the preceding year. The 
hospital share of the ad valorem tax came 
in at $478,000 for fiscal year 1974. 

The firm recommended certain steps 
to tighten up financial procedures at the 
hospital. It noted that cash and mail 
receipts should be handled by a person 
independent of accounts receivable 
duties; that payroll checks should be 
distributed only to the payee and that 
some errors were caught in deducting 


federal and state withholding taxes. 

Hospital Administrator Chester Black 
feported to thé Board that the” low 
occupancy rate of 60 percent at the 
hospital in December “really shook us,” 
from a financial standpoint, but the 
hospital has been averaging above 90 
percent occupancy in January. 

Black said, “We are in high gear - 
running tests in all departments.” He 
added that there is a possibility of three 
new doctors arriving to practice in the 
county soon. He said also that the 
emergency room now has 10 to 12 of the 
best residents the hospital has ever had, 
although he indicated emergency care is 
still a problem. 

Black advised the board that salaries 
and charges are going up at Birmingham 
hospitals and the effects may be felt in 
Shelby County soon. 

Chief of Staff, Dr. Thomas Nolen of 
Columbiana, told the Board the hospital 
is functioning and moving along well. He 
said the medical staff is well pleased with 
the hospital's operation. 

He recommended the purchase of a 
pulmonary testing unit for checking 
Black Lung disease. he also wants a 
backup tomogram machine for the X-ray 
department, saying that the present 
machine is down and waiting on spare

L and N plans land use

Far-seeing officials of the L & N 
Railroad are looking to the day when 
Shelby County’s expanding population 
may need 2,300 acres that the railroad 
owns west of Helena. 

According to L & N executive vice 
president Chester R. Lapeza, the 
company has begun a study to see how 
the land can best serve the needs of the 
people and still keep in tune with the 
environment. 

The Cahaba River flows through the 
2,300 undeveloped acres. Part of the land 
is within the city limits of Helena. All of 
it is within Shelby County. 

U. S. Steel is the largest landholder 
whose property adjoins the L & N’s. The 
entire area is undeveloped, and very few 
people live nearby. But that may change 
within a few years when the Riverchase 
Development is completed. 

For these reasons the L & N has 
asked W. B. Speir and Associates of 
Birmingham to set up a master plan for 
the future development of the area. 

In an interview with the Shelby 
County Reporter, W. B. Speir stressed 
that actual development may be several 
years in the future, but the company 
wants to be ready with a plan when the 
need arises. 

The planners will begin by locating 
industrial and commercial sites, which 


in turn lead to setting aside areas for 
homes and other types of residences. The 
L & N does not plan to “get into the 
development business,” but will sell to 
developers, not individuals, who agree to 
the provisions of the master plan. Access 
roads and highways will be an important 
part of the plan. 

The promise of protecting the 
environment is mentioned frequently by 
the railroad and the planning firm. 

Speir told the Reporter, “We are 
going to maintain and capitalize on the 
beauty of the Cahaba River in our plan.” 

What about mining? Speir said “The 
assumption has been made there is no 
surface mining potential on this land.” So 
mining will not be included as a possible 
activity on this tract. 

The planners will work both on the 
site and from maps in their offices, Speir 
said. 

The company is also working on the 
assumption that a sewerage system will be 
available when development actually 
begins. “This particular area would be 
better on sewers than on septic tanks,” 
Speir said. “We are anticipating the 
existence of sewers.” 

Several months ago the L & N agreed 
to provide the City of Helena with some 
of this land for a sewerage treatment 
system, but land studies later indicated 
that it should be located elsewhere.

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Judge strikes down ’59 Act--

Circuit Judge James Sharbutt has 
struck down as unconstitutional a 1959 
Legislative Act affecting the Shelby 
County Commission. 

The decision will now require each 
Commission candidate to run for election 
on a county-wide basis, reverting to a 
1949 law. 

Since 1959 commissioners have been 
elected by the voters within each of the 
four Shelby County districts. 


This year commission seats from 
Districts 1 and 3 are up for election. The 


Three new polling places have been 
established in Shelby County's rapidly 
growing Beat 12. 

The County Commission, Monday 
morning, voted to designate the present 
polling facility in the activities building of 
the New Hope Cumberland Church as 
Beat 12, Box 1. Commissioners also voted 
to establish voting facilities at Camper 
City, on Highway 31 and designate it as 
Box 2; Box 3 will be located near the 
intersection of Valley Dale Road and 
Caldwell Mill Road; Box 4 will be located 
in the Information Center at Inverness. 

Action by the commission follows a 
community meeting held last Wednesday 
at Valley School. During Wednesday’s 
meeting, Don Hughes, a member of the 
commission staff, displayed maps and 
diagrams showing population growth and 
population centers in Beat 12. Residents 
of Beat 12 expressed opinions on possible 
locations of new voting centers. 

Hughes reported that in 1970 there 
were 629 registered voters in Beat 12. In 
1974, he said, the number of voters had 
increased to 2,115. Last week records 
indicate there were 2,226 registered 
voters.

District lines were not changed in the 
court order. Candidates for office must 
still reside within the district. But the 
county-wide vote requirement is in 
conformity with recent Supreme Court 
decisions on one-man one-vote 
representation.

The establishment of three new 
voting places in Beat 12 has been 
submitted to the U. S. Attorney General 
in Washington. Approval of the Attorney 
General’s Office is required; however, 
Commission members expect speedy 
approval from Washington. 

Monday’s action by the Commission 
meets a state requirement that all polling 
places be designated more than 90 days 
prior to an election. 

Earlier this year the Commission 
ordered ten additional voting machines 
for use. in the county. The machines 
ordered by the Commission will cost 
approximately $1,000 each. The. ten 
machines are used, but have been used in 
only a few elections in St. Louis, Mo.

The segment from Hoover south to 
the Cahaba River is now under 
construction and is scheduled for 
completion in 1979, she said. 

But the final segment will probably 
take the longest and cost the most. It 
includes the bridge that will have to be 
built across the Cahaba River. Its path 
crosses the Cahaba Valley and continues 
south, paralleling Highway 31 to Pelham. 

Mrs. Lewis told the Reporter that the 
department is updating appraisals for this 
segment on a top-priority basis. “They are 
going at it as fast as they can,” she said. 
This segment is scheduled for bid letting 
in July of this year. 

Division Engineer White said that 
money for the project is no longer a 
problem.

The license will be good for 
four years and the cost will be $9.00. The 
present license numbers will be used on 
the new picture license. Cameras will be 
furnished by the Department of Public 
Satetv, 

Fach Probate Office will be plugged 
in to a computer in the Public Safety 
Otfice in Montgomery. Licenses will be 
issued at the same time the picture is 
taken in the Probate Office. The 
computer makes this possible. 

Persons serving in the armed forces 
or who are in college will get a license 
directly from the Department of Public 
Salety. 

Issuance of license to 15-year-olds 
and the 30-day temporary permit will not 
be changed. However, renewal of the 
picture license will be required within a 
period of 30 days prior to expiration.

Political parties gear up 


for election activity 


Both major political parties in 
Alabama will crank up their 1976 
election machinery over the next two 
weekends with no indications, in advance 
anyway, of the bitter party squabbles 
which in the past have left their ranks 
divided. 

The Republican State Executive 
Committee meets Saturday in 
Birmingham to decide whether to have a 
state-wide primary or choose its nominee 
by convention at the G.O.P. always used 
to do, The State Chairman, Edgar 
Weldon, has expressed the belief that 
national convention delegates will be 
elected and candidates for public office 
nominated ina primary. 

Republican leaders within the state 
ure split between president Ford and 
former California Governor Ronald 
Reagan for the presidential nomination. 
But, whether a primary would benefit 
either candidate reniains to be seen. 

Under a new law, the state can have a 
real presidential primary this year and 
invite both Ford and Reagan to bid for 
support. Or it can have the old-style 
primary in which the candidates for 
delegates can publicly announce their 
presidential choices, or they can run 
uncommitted. 

There is no Governor’s race in 
Alabama this year and no race for the U. 
S. Senate, so Weldon says the only major 
business to be decided at Saturday’s state 
committee meeting is whether to have a 
primary or convention. 


The Democrats don’t have to make 
that decision. They will have a primary as 
always, but they’re not likely to make it a 
presidential popularity contest in the true 
sense of the word. Delegates to the 
Democratic National Convention will be 
elected as in the past, committed to 
Governor George Wallace or some other 
candidate, or not committed to anyone. 


The Democratic State Committee 
meets February 7, also in 
Birmingham. One lively battle is shaping 
up among the Democrats, Ruth Johnson 
Owens, who has been the National 
Committeewoman for 16 years, has not 
said whether she will seek another term, 
but at least four candidates are expected 
to run, 

They include Pat Edington of 
Mobile, Annie Laurie Gunter of 
Montgomery, and Dorothy Carmichel of 
Tuscumbia. The Alabama Democratic 
Conderence, the black caucus of the 
party, also may put up a candidate. 

Former Congressman Albert Rains of 
Gadsden probably will be un-opposed for 
another term as National Committman if 
he runs. 


The Democrats won’t nominate 
candidates for presidential elector this 
year. Under another new law, the names 
of the presidential candidates themselves 
will be on the ballot in the November 
General Election, and each party will 
hand-pick its electors. They will be sworn 
to support the party nominee.

Aerospace engineer is sculptor

Don Rubin, son of a Shelby County 
couple, has done his parents proud by 
having not just one successful career, but 
Iwo. 

H. A. (Doc) and Sue Rubin of 
Alabaster are naturally pleased about 
their son's proficiency as an aerospace 
engineer with Army Research and 
Development at Redstone Arsenal. But 
what they really delight in talking about 
is the reputation Don is establishing for 
himself as a sculptor, and a look at some 
of his work reveals that their parental 
pride is fully justified. 


The Rubins, former New Yorkers, 
have lived here for the past 18 years, 


having come South after Dan had entered 
the University of Alabama 


The younger Rubin received his 


Bachelor's and Master’s degrees in 
Aerospace Engineering from the 
University and also holds a Master's 
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degree in Fluid Space from Von Karman 
Institute in Brussels, Belgium. 

Don, who has been creating sculpture 
for only a few years, incorporates into his 
work an obvious love of the West, and the 
subjects of many of his pieces are horses 
and cattle. 

Mrs. Rubin believes that her son’s 
penchant for detail is largely responsible 
for his success as a sculptor. “When he 
was growing up, he thought he was never 
good enough,” she related. “If he made a 
B-plus, he thought he should have made 
an A.” 

Another reason for his finely detailed 
work is the fact that he spends a 
considerable amount of time researching 
his subjects before beginning a new 
project, his father said. “He makes his 
work authentic, and I think that is one of 
the reasons he has become popular,” Doc 
Rubin remarked.

Taxpayers’ last chance 


for ’76 contribution 


Alabama taxpayers can again 
designate a dollar of their federal taxes to 
the 1976 Presidential Election Campaign 
Fund, Dwight T. Baptist, District 
Director of Internal Revenue for 
Alabama, said recently. 

“It’s the last chance for taxpayers to 
contribute to the 1976 fund,” Baptist 
pointed out, “because future designations 
will go to the 1980 Presidential campaign 
fund.” 

Last year, nationwide, taxpayers 
earmarked over $31-million dollars for 
the fund which brought the total to over 
$60 million as of December 31, 1975. 

Contributions to the fund, which are 
to be distributed among all eligible 
Presidential candidates, does not increase 
the amount of tax paid or decrease the 


amount of refund due, Baptist said. To 
designate, taxpayers simply check the 
“Yes” box on line 8 of Form 1040 or 
1040A. On a joint return, each taxpayer 
has the option of designating to the fund. 
Taxpayers who do not wish to designate 
can decline by checking the “No” box 
“For that matter,’ Baptist added, “a 
husband can check ‘Yes’ and his wife ‘No’ 
or vice versa.” 

Although the filing deadline has 
from their 1974 taxes for the fund, if 
they did not do so last year, by filing a 
Form 1040X no later than December 31, 
1976, according to the district director

“I Refuse To Testify” 

Grouchy neighbor Jones, sitting 
on his front porch, sees a reckless 
driver plough into your parked 
car, Later, trying to collect dam- 
ages, you need Jones to: be a wit- 
ness for you in court. But he balks. 

“L refuse to testify,” he says. 
“The whole thing is none of my 
business.” 


Can you force him to take the 
stand? Indeed you can. Testify- 
ing in court is not a matter of 
choice but a matter of civic duty. 
The citizen who has useful infor- 
mation in a Jawsuit must tell what 
he knows, willingly or not. be- 
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cause justice is entitled to his as- 
sistance. 

One “persuader” is the court's 
power to hold him in contempt. 
But beyond that, if Jones’ refusal 
should ruin your claim, he may 
even have to pay you the damages 
himself. Most states now have 
statutes allowing damages against 
the unwilling witness. 

Thus, one court imposed dam- 
uges on a businessman who was 
“too busy” to testify at a shopper's 
lawsuit against a supermarket, 
Conceding that the duty to testify 
is “rarely pleasant or desired by 
the witnesses themselves,” the 
court added: 

“Public authority has preference 
over privute interest.” 

On the other hand, a witness 
need not submit to embarrassment 
or hardship beyond the legitimate 
needs of justice. For example: 

A woman witness in a homi- 
cide case was asked whether she 
had been quarrelling with her 
husband—a question that had no 


connection at all with the trial. 
The court threw the question out 
as improper. 


As one judge put it: 

“Witnesses have a right to be 
protected from abuse by improper 
questioning and gratuitous attacks 
on (their) character.”

News And Comments On Agriculture In Alabama 
By J. Paul Till 


Neither dairy farmers nor 
consumers were jubilant a- 
bout the recent action of the 
Alabama Dairy Commission, 
raising the price of milk. 

The commission raised 
from $10.80 per hundred- 
weight to $11.15 the price 
paid dairymen for their pro- 
duct, effective Feb. 1. But 
even at that, the producers 
are still receiving less than 
they did one year ago for 
their milk. “Who else is 
selling their product at a 
price lower than they did 
a year ago?” they ask. 

And, of course, con- 
sumers are unhappy any- 
time prices go up. The 
Dairy Commission increased 
the retail minimum price per 
half-gallon from 85 cents to 
87 cents. The dairymen 
didn’t get all of that two 
cents; the distributor got 
one-fourth of it. 

About a year ago, farm- 
ers got a price increase to 
$11.17 per hundredweight 
because of rapidly rising feed 
costs and other production 
expense. When feed costs 
went down, the Dairy Com- 
mission lowered the price to 
$10.80 and dropped the 
retail cost from 87 cents 
to 85 cents. 

Farmers argue, however, 
that the Dairy Commission 
responded too slowly for 
their need and that they lost 
money while the price was 
$10.80. And the short time 
that the milk was $11.17 
did not enable them to catch 
up with their losses. 

The price stayed $10.80 
for several months and dairy- 
men continued to feel the 
economic crunch because of 
heavy production costs so 
they petitioned the Commis- 


sion. Farmers say the increase 
they will get in February 
should have come several 
months ago, 


That brings to mind 
at least one good thing 
which came out of the 


Dairy Commission hearing. 
And one thing both pro- 
ducers and consumers agree 
on. That is regular, quarterly 
hearings for the purpose of 
reviewing the price of milk. 

This will allow the com- 
mission to periodically review 
the price of milk, without the 
long process of a group peti- 
tioning for a hearing and 
the commission deciding 
whether to hold a_hear- 
ing, then deciding on what 
date and getting evidence 
together, 

Having a regular price 
hearing will enable the price 
of milk to fluctuate according 
to current economic factors. 
It will mean a fairer price to 
both producer and consumer, 
without a time lag. 

If milk is too high, 
then consumers can expect 
the price to come down. At 
the same time, if the dairy- 
men’s costs are skyrocketing, 
a regular hearing will give 
them more immediate relief. 

If dairymen aren’t ade- 
quately compensated, some 
will be forced to shut down. 
If that happens, there could 
be a shortage of milk. Both 
producers and consumers 
depend on the Alabama Dairy 
Commission to keep that 
from happening. The quarter- 
ly pricing review will help.

Robert L. Poe, 19, of Alabaster who 
has a first degree murder charge. two 
charges of grand larceny and two escape 
charges pending against him in Shelby 
County was arrested by FBI agents in 
Knoxville , Tennessee, Sunday night. 

Sunday night’s arrest brought a halt 
to an intensive search by county, state 
and federal officers for the Shelby 
County youth,

Fowler also pointed out that the 
Commission has no extra money in its 
budget this year. He said the only pad 
available to the county is the egal right 
to borrow up to $100,000. But he said 
that if the county borrows, the money 
has to be repaid out of the first money 
that comes in during the next fiscal year.

The County Commission also opened 
bids for the entire package of county 
insurance. Six bids were received ranging 
from $49,922 to $80,373. The insurance 
covered property, machinery, public 
liability, umbrella liability. auto liability 
and police professional liability . 

In other business, D. B. Smith. 
chairman of the county senior citizens 
program told the Commissioners, “Our 
older people are living longer because of 
it,” referring to the many get-togethers 
and dinners planned at club meetings 
throughout the county. The Commission 
agreed to pay the Calera Armory $75 per 
month for utilities for the program, an 
increase of $30, Additional income from 


federal sources will help defray the cost 

County Planner Paul Yeager brough! 
the Commission an update on the sewer 
situation along the Cahaba River, He said 
the Environmental Protection Agency 
insists on an environmental impact study 
and the major impact of it will fall on the 
proposed Jefferson County treatment 
plant. 

In his report to the Commission, 
Engineer James Ray, Jr.. suggested that 
the county require contractors who are 
hauling rock for the state highway 
department on Highway 280 to be 
required to post a $200,000 bond if they 
use County Highway 55, Ray said the 
road would be ruined in a short time if 
the rock trucks are allowed to use it.

Pertinent Facts About Early Courts 
in Shelby County 

For the past several months interest 
has been focused on the early history of 
the courts and more specifically on the 
old courthouse still standing at the 
entrance Columbiana’s main 
thoroughfare. So, as our contribution to 
this issue. (mainly pertaining to the 
county seat) - we looked through some of 
oul and found) some authentic 
information some of which was 
compiled by the late Myrtle Miles -- and 
we decided to share this information with 
these who might be interested in this age 
old controversial building which has 
recently been taken over by the “powers 
that be” in Shelby County. 

When the first courthouse was placed 
in Columbiana it stood on land that had 
belonged to William Akin who with 
Joseph Howard were the first comers to 
the town and had cleared the land on 
which the town now stands. 

\ jail was built at the same time, on 
lard near the L & N Railroad station. The 
first prison gave place to a red brick jail 
located on White Street but vacated in 
1955 when the prisoners were moved into 
the new brick annex to the Shelby 
County Courthouse, a Georgia marble 
Structure built at a cost of $300,000 in 
1905. As the county had outgrown this 
building and some county officers were 
housed in the old brick courthouse 
building, the supplimentary office 
building. with jail atop was built behind 
and ¢gonnected to the main courthouse 
building 

The new addition being modern, 
spacious and comfortable. the press and 
publi¢ throughout Alabama came to view 
it and were warmly enthusiastic in praise 
of the officials - “who so ably handled 
thé financing as to achieve that rarity - - - 
a new public building free of debt.” The 
jail occupies the third floor. 

The old brick courthouse was then 
purchased by the town of Columbiana for 
$5,000.00 and converted into a City Hall. 
This building replaced a small structure 
on White Street that was serving as a 
temporary city office when it was erected 
during World War th. It was later enlarged 
to house the fire department 

Shelby County was established by 
act of the first session of the Legislative 
council and house of Representatives of 
the Alabama Territory This Act was 
approved Feb. 7. 1818. Originally the 
territory embraced in the county was 
described as — “all that tract of country 
lying west of the Cherokee boundary line; 
sou) and east of Blount and north of a 
line to be drawn from west to east 
through the southern extremity of 
Cahaba Valley from the eastern boundary 
of said county of Blount to the Coosa 
River and thence up said river to where it 
by the said Cherokee

same session of the Legislation St. Clair 
county was removed and afterward other

segments went to compose Jefferson, 
Talladega and Chilton Bibb County was 
established ut the sume time as Shelby. 
Before this division, it was said that 
Shelby County extended from Dallas 
County to Rome Georgia. 

There was also established by this 
Act a Superior court of Law and Equity, 
with semi-annual terms. and a county 
court, with quarterly terms. Temporarily 
it provided that the courts should be held 
at the home of William §. Wallace and 
might continue their sessions “six judicial 
days and no longer.” 

However, less than three months 
after Shelby County was formed by 
legislative Act, the county court was 
organized April 7 1818 and sessions 
were held at the William Wallace 
residence. This was only a temporary 
arrangement and a motion specdily was 
made to construct a county building. This 
was in 1820 and the cost was $53.00. It 
was 24 ft. long, 20 ft. wide and eight ft 
from floor to eaves. It was built of logs. 
The little log courthouse stood on a site 
somewhere near the present site of 
Pelham Sessions of the court were held 
in this building until 1926 when the 
county seat was moved to Columbiana --- 
following a heated contest for the honor 
between Montevallo and Columbiana. 

So much for the courts held during 
the early history of Shelby County.

Across White Street from the Fire 
Department house lies the site of 
Columbiana’s first hotel. David Owen, in 
1830, built a log house here for use as a 
tavern. A stage coach carried travelers and 
when, drawn by its four horses, it reached 
the top of German Hill, above the 
residence now owned by Mrs. F. E. 
Williams. the driver made known his 
approach by blowing a horn, the number 
of blasts indicating the number of 
prospective guests. The coach continued 
in service even after the railroad was laid 
furnishing transportation to and from the 
depot. Mr. Owen is said to have occupied 
the tavern for many years before selling it 
to a relative it was later replaced by a 
modern large white frame building known 
as The White House. It was destroyed by 
fire in 1933.

Reader says little safety 


in state’s tread law 


Letter to Editor: 

The Alabama Lawmakers earned the 
reputation of doing nothing most of the 
year except in the last session when they 
kicked around the vehicle inspection law 
that most states have had for several 
years. The Federal Government has 
encouraged the adoption of a vehicle 
inspection law since 1966 with a 
supplement of highway funds for passing 
such a law. If the Lawmakers had passed 
the vehicle inspection law, our state 
would have been entitled to 
approximately $18 million dollars in 
highway funds. 

However, they did pass a law making 
it illegal to run or sell u tire for a vehicle 
whether it makes your living or is just 


transportation that has less than 1/16 of 


an inch of tread depth, It is one of the 
toughest tire laws in the country even 
though Malcolm R. Lovell, Jr., Chairman 
of the Tire Industry Safety Council, 
quoted a University of Indiana study 
which showed of 1,305 automobile 
accidents, only 4.2% could be attributed 
to tires. 

It is needless to say that there is little 
measurable safety in the tire tread law, 
However, there is evidence that the tire 
industry is getting fat trom the law. |

More Iranian Oil?

WASHINGTON — The Shah 
of Iran is putting the squeeze on 
the United States. His oil sales 
have dropped more than 15 
million barrels a day. This is 
costing him around $ billion a 
year in revenues that he had an- 
ticipated but isn't getting 

So the Shah is upset. He has 
brought quiet diplomatic pres- 
sure on the State Department to 
compel US. oi companies to 
market more Iranian ol. Other- 
wise, he has threatened to cut 
back his purchases of U.S. mill- 
tary equipment and nuclear 
reactors 

It is doubtful that the State 
Department can force the oil 
companies to produce more Lra- 
man oil that they cannot sell 
The sales have fallen off 
because of conservation 
measures and mild weather 

However, Secretary of State 
Henry Kissinger has always 
tried to appease the Shah 
Kissinger wants to encourage 
American companies, therefore 
to market more Iranian oil 

But his colleague in the 
cabinet. Secretary of the Treas- 
ury Willtam Simon, would 
rather encourage American 
companies to reduce their Tra- 
nian production. This would 
give the United States more 
bargaining power. he has 


argued privately, to force the 
Shah to reduce oil prices. 

Imported Labor: Thousands 
of faceless men and women and 
their anonymous children cons- 
tantly move with the harvests, 
stopping only long enough to pick 
a crop and to earn enough to sub- 
sist until the next stop. They are 
the migrant farm laborers, who 
help make America the best-fed 
nation in history. Yet they them- 
selves are often undernourished. 

At least 4,000 of these pickers, 
according to a Florida man- 
power survey, were eager lo 
work in the fruit orchards of the 
East Coast last fall. They desper- 
ately needed the money 

But Virginia apple growers 
somehow persuaded the Labor 
Department to let them bring 
foreign fruit pickers into their 
orchards. The Virginia growers 
imported 978 Jamaican workers 
to pick their apple crop. This 
may have saved them a little 
money, but it deprived hongry 
American migrant workers of 
jobs 

Why would the Labor Depart- 
ment discriminate against 
American workers? We can only 
point out an interesting coinci- 
dence. One of Virginia's largest 
apple growers happens to be the 
powerful Senator Harry Byrd 
We have determined that the 


HF. Byrd orchards hired 180 
Jamaicans to pick their 1975 
crop. 

A spokesman told us that the 
Senator's brothers make all the 
business decisions. But whatever 
the circumstances, the Labor 
Department chose to be kind to 
the Senator rather than to the 
jobless migrant workers. 

Sky Spies: Secret in- 
telligence reports claim that the 
Soviets are using Cuban 
airstrips to spy on US. naval 
movements. The latest report 
states that two huge Soviet tur- 
boprops landed in Havana on 
January 23. Along the way, the 
planes conducted surveillance of 
our East Coast. 

This was the 22nd time since 
April, 1970, that Soviet military 
planes have flown to Cuba. Each 
time, they have engaged in 
aerial spying. They photograph 
U.S. Navy ships in ports in 
Virginia, South Carolina, 
Georgia and Florida. From 
Cuba, the Soviet planes also fly 
reconnaissance missions into the 
south Atlantic. 

Invariably, the Soviet planes 
are picked up on U.S. radar. US 
interceptors rush up to meet 
them and often fly alongside 
them, snapping pictures. Some- 
times. the pilots exchange sig- 
nals. 

These Soviet flights, of course, 
demonstrate that Cuba can be 
used as a military base. There is 
no evidence, however, that the 
Soviets have constructed per- 
manent military facilities in 
Cuba. 

Poor Little Rich Lady: Im- 
elda Marcos, First Lady of the 
Philippines, was named by Cos- 
mopolitan magazine last 
December as one of the ten 
richest women in the world. This 
is quite an achievement for a 


working girl who was a bank 
receptionist only a few years ago. 
Then she married Ferdinand 
Marcos, and he became Presi- 
dent of the Philippines. 

Their sudden rise to riches, 
however, is not a story they want 
to advertise in the Philippines. 
They didn't want to censor Cos- 
mopolitan magazine. That would 
only have attracted attention to 
the story and would have led to 
bad publicity. 

So the Marcoses quietly ar- 
ranged with their rich friends to 
buy up all the copies of Cos- 
mopolitan as fast as they hit the 
Philippines newsstands. Thus, 
the magazine disappeared from 
the newsstands overnight -- 
before they could reach the peo- 
ple in the streets. 

Crime War Cutback: In the 
early 1960s, the late Attorney 
General Robert Kennedy turned 
the Justice Department's big 
guns against organized crime. 
But lately, the investigation of 
organized crime has been lag- 
ging 

The number of days spent in 
the field by organized crime in- 
vestigators, according to our 
sources, has been cut in half. And 
the number of court briefs filed 
by government lawyers in 
organized crime cases has been 
cut considerably 

Now, we have learned, the 
Justice Department is secretly 
preparing to eliminate the 
special strike forces which were 
established to fight organized 
crime. Their work will be turned 
over to the local U.S. Attorneys. 
Many Justice Department offi 
cials disagree with the proposed 
policy. They fear it will further 
weaken the government's battle 
against the crime syndicate.

County well protected 


with insurance holdings 


(Special to the Reporter) 

Compared with people in many other 
sections of the country, residents of 
Shelby County are relatively well 
protected, financially, through their life 
insurance holdings. 

Families in the local area are more 
amply covered than ever before. the 


figures indicate, despite the fact that the, 


life insurance industry had its worst sales 
slump in 25 years in 1975. 

They have been protecting 
themselves in other directions as well by 
maintaining their health insurance, 
household insurance. accident insurance 
and other safeguards at a high level. 


Of special note, however, is the 
extent to which they have been adding to 
their life insurance in recent years. That 
trend has boosted the amount held by 
Shelby County residents. as of the 
beginning of 1975, to an estimated 
$346,817 ,000 


They show that the overall holdings 
of life insurance in the nation are huge -- 
amounting to more than $2-trillion (yes. 
trillion). 

The total in force in the State of 
Alabama alone is listed at $31,596 
million. This compares with $11,934 
million ten years earlier. 

In most families, it is found, the 
amount of insurance a family carries is 
directly proportional to its income. The 
total held by the average family in the 
state is equivalent to 27.0 months of 
income, after taxes. 

Related to Shelby County and to the 
average net income in the area, life 
insurance locally comes to approximately 
$25.050 per family. 

It is about double the amount that 
most families had ten years belore and is 
more than the many 
communities. 

Elsewhere in the East South Central 
States, it is $21.700 per family and, in

Alabama's liaison office with the 
Consumer Product Safety Commission 
has issued a safety reminder in the use of 
wet cell and dry cell batteries.

Handley and Poe again escaped from 
jail 

Handley was picked up for the third 
time on November 8 

On December 15 Handley pleaded 
guilty to the first degree murder charge 
and one count of burglary, Circuit Court 
Judge James Sharbutt sentenced Handley 
to life plus four and a half years in prison. 

Poe was arrested Sunday, in 
Knoxville, and was charged with unlawful 
flight to avoid prosecution . 

Poe’s whereabouts became known, 
according to Shelby County Sheriff C. P. 
Walker, when Poe applied for an 
insurance policy, Poe apparently listed 
the names of some former employers and 
when insurance officials investigated, 
discovered his identity and background. 

According to Sheriff Walker, Poe had 
been working at a filling station in 
Knoxville. 

The warrant authorizing Poe’s arrest 
was a federal warrant and was initiated by 
Shelby County authorities. 

Poe is being held in Knoxville under 
$25,000 bond 

If Poe waives extradition 
proceedings, he will probably be 
brought back to Shelby County, later this 
week, according to Walker. If he does not 
waive extradition, according to Walker, 
Shelby County authorities will begin 
extradition proceedings to return him to 
Alabama and Shelby County. 

His trial is expected to be included in 
the March docket of criminal court in 
Shelby County.

batteries contain a sulfuric acid-water 
combination that, when activated, 
produces hydrogen gas which is highly 
combustible. Either the hydrogen gas or 
the acid can contribute to severe injury. 

Often batteries explode or caps fly 
off when batteries are being jumped or 
charged, usually when jumper cables are 
connected to the incorrect poles. Battery 
caps always should be removed before 
connecting the booster cables, and 
termicals of the same polarity should be 
connected together. 

Explosions also occur when a spark 
from the cable connection detonates the 
combustible hydrogen gas in the battery. 
A match or other flame, held near open 
battery holes to check the water level, 
also can cause the battery gas to explode. 

Applying jumper cables requires 
following precise procedures. If you have 
doubts about how to jump a battery, ask 
a qualified mechanic to give you a 
demonstration before you need to jump 
your battery without aid. 

If you work on your car, follow this 
first aid treatment in case of battery acid 
spills on the skin or in the eyes: If acid

spills on the skin, wash the area 
immediately with plenty of soap and 
water. If a chemical burn develops, see a 
doctor. If acid enters the eyes, act 
immediately. Flood the eyes with running 
water for at least five minutes and see a 
doctor as soon as possible, Battery acids 
can cause blindness. 


Dry cell batteries, made from various 
chemicals such as carbon-zinc, alkaline, or 
mercury, are used in flashlights, portable 
radios, and battery-operated toys, as well 
as for other household uses, 

The chemical substances can leak out 
of the battery and cause chemical burns 
or skin irritation to the victim. 
Periodically check batteries for signs of 
leakage or corrosion. For products that 
are used infrequently, remove and store 
batteries separately. 

A battery explosion can sometimes 
occur by reversing polarity of a battery in 
a group. Also, never dispose of batteries 
in an incinerator or fire. Intense heat may 
cause an explosion. In addition, do not 
attempt to charge dry cell batteries 
except for those labeled as rechargeable.

New law puts presidential 


candidates’ names on ballot 


Since the states rights rebellion began 
in the south more than two decades ago, 
Democrats have carried Alabama in five 
presidential elections .. .but only once in 
that time has the party nominee received 
all of the state’s electoral votes. 

That isn’t likely to happen again. A 
new law puts the names of the 
presidential candidates on the ballot for 
the first time. Equally significant, it binds 
the elettors by oath to support their 
party's presidential ticket. 

In previous years, it has been quite 
different. 

Four times since the outbreak of 
what some called the “Dixiecrat” revolt in 
1948, some or all of the electors who ran 
as Democrats refused to go along with the 
national party nominee. Instead, they 
cast their votes in the electoral college for 
someone else. 


The most recent uprising was in, 


1968, when the electors who were 
nominated in the Democratic primary 
supported Governor George Wallace: 
instead of the party’s candidate, Senator. 
Hubert Humphrey. 

The same thing happened in 1948. 
Alabama's electors, all Democrats, 
rebelled against the national party and 
voted for the states rights nominee, 
Senator Strom Thurmond of South 
Carolina. 

In 1952, national party loyalists 
gained pontrol of the party machinery in 
the state. They imposed tough loyalty 
loaths which bound the electors to the 
late Adlai Stevenson, the Democratic 
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Pelham Plaza Mall, Pelham Alabama

candidate that year. 

The oath was still in force four years 
later, and Stevenson, making his second 
run for the White House, got most of 
Alabama’s electoral votes. But one elector 
renounced his oath and supported the 
late circuit Judge Walter Jones of 
Montgomery. 

The loyalty oath was rescinded in 
1960, and the state’s electoral votes were 
divided that year between the late John 
Kennedy and Senator Harry Byrd of 
Virginia. Byrd got six votes . . . Kennedy 
five. 

It might have happened again in 
1964. The Democratic candidates for 
elector refused to pledge their support to 
the national ticket. But it became a moot 
question because Alabama went 
Republican that year, just as it did again 
in 1972. 

In those days, the names of the 
presidential candidates did not appear on 
the ballot. Only the names of the electors 
appeared ...and by law they were free 
to vote for anyone they chose. 


So it was a simple matter to run for 
elector as a Democrat and then cast your 
ballot in the electoral college for someone 
besides the national party ticket. 

But no more. The law enacted by the 
Legislature this year requires the names 
of the presidential candidates to appear 
on the ballot in the general election. The 
names of the electors will be taken off, 
but the electors will be bound by oath to 
support the party's ticket.

Earthquake didn’t stop mail service

In many major disasters there are 
unusual dedication and 
reported among postal 
employees to protect the mail.

There is one great story of historical 
interest Which best symbolizes this 
dedicution to the public: 

The San Francisco earthquake and 
fire, April 18, 1906, provided postal 
employees with one of their most severe 
William F. Burke, a former 
Assistant Postmaster at San Francisco, 
recalled: “It (the post office) was the 
only sign of life in a field of darkness.” 

Hundreds of survivors took refuge 
outside the post office, crowding the 
lawn in the rear. “Within half an hour 
after the eqrthquake they had filled it 
with piles of the few precious belongings 
they had been able to salvage; then stood 
watching the fire as it came,” Burke said. 

Ten postal employees had defied the 
orders of soldiers to abandon the post

beating back the flames -- sometimes with 
mail sacks dipped in water from a freight 
elevator tank. 

The chief engineer of the post office 
drilled through the basement floor to get 
water. Two days later an automobile was 
pressed into service with a mail sign 
tacked on, to begin a first round of 
collection. 

People cheered and shouted, taking it 
as a joyous sign that the great city would 
live. 

This sort of performance has become 
tradition throughout the Postal Service. 
Today, we have modern conveniences to 
help us cope with emergencies. For 
example, since 1972 the Postal Service 
has had trailer vans that contain a safe, 
lock boxes, and usually a generator to 
supply emergency electricity. And usually 
these can be sent to the cities and towns 
stricken by disasters to help provide 
postal services and to keep vital mail 
communications open. 

Shelby County has experienced 
disasters in recent years. It is reassuring to 
know that the trailer vans are available if 
they are needed.

At county library-- 


Circulation amon

Seven years ago this past Sunday, on 
February 8, the dedicationof the new 
Shelby County Library Headquarters 
Building in Columbiana marked a 
milestone in the history of the county’s 
library system. 

Mrs. Karl Harrison, who was appointed 
as the county’s first librarian, remarked 
that Shelby was the last county to get 
Appalachian Funds for the construction 
of a library. 

The county contributed $40,000 and 
the town of Columbiana $10,000 she 
revealed, and the rest of the money was 
federally funded. The building also 
houses the Columbiana Library. 

Now chairman of the State Executive 
Library Board, Mrs. Harrison disclosed 
that the county library has one of the 
highest circulations in the state. 

County Library Director Mrs. Cecile 
Leonard commented that the 
Bookmobile, with driver Johnie Wood 
and librarian Rose Grady, makes 111 
stops each month in communities and at 
every school in the county. 

“We're like an umbrella covering the 
eight county libraries, schools, and 
communities where the Bookmobile 
stops,” Mrs. Leonard noted. “They all 
have access to our entire collection, and 
may get any book on our shelves by 
placing a request,”* she explained. 

Art reproductions which hang on the 
walls at the library may be checked out 
by county residents for a period of four 
weeks. Mrs. Mattie McGiboney, head 
librarian at the Columbiana Library who 
checks out the paintings, noted that if 
anyone wanted to own one of these 
reproductions, the library could order it 


for them. 

The library also has recordings 
available as well as 8 and 16 mm films, 
magazines and newspapers. The 
recordings and films may be checked out, 
but the newspapers cannot be taken from 
the building Mrs. Leonard said. 

“A lot of people don't know that we 
have bound yolumes of old county 
newspapers dating back to the 1860's, 
and anyone is welcome to come in and 
look at them,” Mrs. Leonard revealed. 
She went on to say that the papers had 
previously been kept in the county 
courthouse. 

The club room at the library is a 
popular meeting place. Mrs. Harrison, 
who is also chairman of the county 
library board, noted that any group 
wanting to use it should make 
reservations 4 couple of weeks ahead. 


Clubs often use the room to view a 
film. “We get a new group of films every 
month,” Mrs. Harrison commented, “but 
if a club wants a film we don’t have 
available we can order it for them.” 
“Sometimes Mrs. Leonard, or Assistant 
librarian Ruby Cagie, takes the films to 
where the club meets,” she continued, 
“and shows them there.” 

The Briarcliff Nursing Home is also 
provided with film service as well as a 
collection of books which is changed 
every two weeks. 

Mrs. Harrison noted that the county 
library has come a long way since it was 
first established under the auspices of the 
WPA in 1940. “We first used one of 
Judge Wallace’s offices in the 
courthouse,” Mrs. Harrison recalled, “ 
and then we moved into a room in the

at Siluria textile mill

Brownie Mills belongs to nobody and 
to everybody. The mixed breed dog 
“took up” at Siluria Textiles in late 1974 
and finding a warm welcome, he has 
remained there ever since. 

“He came up to the gate one bad, 
rainy day looking like two boards 
slapped together,” recalled guard Clovis 
Guy,an obvious pushover for the skinny 
wet mongrel who come begging that cold 
December day. 

Before long, Brownie began to gain 
weight and otherw'se show the effects of 
the care he was receiving, said Frances 
Wilson of the company’s personnel 
department. He now spends nearly all his 
time at the mill, leaving only now and 
then to see what the outside world has to 
offer. 

Shortly after he had taken residence 
at the plant, employees arriving early one 
morning found him lying injured in the 
parking lot. A local veterinarian was 
summoned and he kept the dog for five 
or six days, until he was mended, Mrs. 
Wilson said. 

To subsidize Brownie’s 
hospitalization, she passed the hat among 
office and supervisory personnel. One 
official, newly arrived at the mill, was 
asked if he would like to contribute to 


Brownie’s hospital fund.” 

“Brownie who?” he asked, to which 
Mrs. Wilson impulsive replied, “Brownie 
Mills.” So it was that Brownie acquired 
the full name by which he is still known. 

For a while he enjoyed the 
companionship of another foundling, a 
dog the employees named Blackie. “The 
two were inseparable,” Mrs. Wilson 
related, but on one of their outings 
together, Blackie lost a race with a car on 
Highway 119, and Brownie is alone once 
more. 

“We had quite a time bringing him 
around after the death of his friend,” 
Mrs. Wilson commented, saying the dog 
really mourned, refusing to eat for quite a 
while 


His days now are spent contentedly 
Snoozing in the sun, keeping Guy 
company at his post, and making sure the 
Six cats i0W claiming to be part of the 
mill “family” don’t get out of line. 

Occasionally one of them will 
infringe on his territory, his benefactors 
say, but it doesn’t take him long to show 
them who’s king of the hill. 


So while Brownie Mills may not 
belong to anyone in particular, around 
Siluria Textiles it’s obvious that Brownie 
Mills belongs.

Beloved Chelsea teacher knew early hardships

“Aunt Jemima” Kendrick of Chelsea, 


who taught school in the county for 
nearly thirty years, and was known to 
may residents for her gentle manner, 
simple faith, and radiant smile has died at 
the age of 86. 

Born Jemima Elizabeth Folsom on 
December 8, 1889, in Rock Mills, Ala., 
she married Elra Kendrick of Chelsea on 
December 31, 1911, and came to Shelby 
County on the first day of 1912. Less 
than seven years later, her husband died 
of Typhoid Fever, leaving her with three 
small children and another on the way. 

Aunt Jemima continued to live in 
Shelby County among her husband's 
relatives to rear her children, farm and 
teach school. Her first teaching 
assignment was at Dunnavant around the 
year 1923. From there she moved to 
Davis School, which was located up near 
the mountain north-west of Columbiana. 
She then taught at Yellowleaf School on 
the road between Chelsea and 
Columbiana and at Pleasant Site up on 
Bear Creek Road. She and her four 
children lived near the school during the 
school term and moved back to her home 
in Chelsea to farm during the summer. 

A story is told of the time she had 
just finished a term at the school on Bear 
Creek Road and was packing to move

After the assignment at Pleasant Site 
School, Aunt Jemima did substitute 
teaching at “The Rock School” in 
Westover and at Chelsea School until 
1951, 

A member of the K-Springs Church 
of God, Aunt Jemima was a faithful 
attender until ill health beset her 3 years 
ago. She has been known, in earlier days, 
to walk over a mile in the rain to attend 
church services, and to sit on the front 
Steps to have a song and a prayer when 
only she and one other person showed up 
for prayer meetings. 

Deeply interested in people, she 
spent considerable time in her later years 
corresponding with friends and relatives. 
As a young person, she began recording in 
three separate books, births, deaths, and 
marriages of family and acquaintances. 
These books were kept up until her

Don’t shoot 


Hunters in Alabama this past season 
have been sighting and shooting 
strange-looking, furry critters - some of 
which are presumed to-be coyotes. 

These animals are larger than foxes 
and are similar to canines - but they have 
very unusual characteristics such as furred 
tails, pointed ears, and coyote-like 
coloration. 

There are also other animals even 
larger than these that have been 
commonly referred to as wolves, however 
the only true test to prove a wolf or a 
coyote is to send an animal’s skull to the 
Smithsonian Institute for verification. 
Don’t shoot these furry critters. 
Investigation is now being made of 
the possibility of Alabama having a 
remnant population of red wolf, and if it 
is determined that these wolves are in 
Alabama, hunters are warned that they 
are a protected and endangered species 
and carry a severe penalty for anyone 
shooting a red wolf. Until it is 
determined whether there is a coyote 
population, a good rule of thumb would

Make your own dictionary. Choose 
40 words you like, define them and bind 
them into a bdok with a creative cover of 
your own design. 


This was the assignment Mrs. Barbara 
Belisle gave her 11th grade English classes 
at Montevallo High School and the results 
Surprised her. 


Students jumped into the assignment 
with enthusiasm, and turned out some 
very good and unusual work. 


One cover was shaped like a baby 
grand piano, for a dictionary of musical 
terms. Another was made with a wooden 
cover and the title was burned in. Some 
were shaped like hearts, one had dried 


flowers under a clear plastic cover, 


another had an embroidered cover, and 
one had a cover made from a blue jeans” 
opening. Still another was shaped like a 
bunny rabbit with < real cottontail, and 


one was in the form of a hand titled, “My , 
Handbook Dictionary.” 

But inside the covers was the real 
work for the English class. The phonetic 
structure of each word was given, then its 
definition and synonym. In addition to 
the 40 standard words, each student was 
asked to include ten slang words, obsolete 
or current, and define them. 

One student, interested in 
photography, illustrated each word with a 
photograph. 

Imaginative assignments such as this 
have proved to be “Instructional as well 
as enjoyable” Mrs. Belisle says. This 
month students will make oral reports on 
a book, movie or play. They will also 
make op-art posters to advertise them, 
and give commercials before the reports.

Columbiana’s mineral wealth has 
eldom been compared with the better 
4nown lime of Calera or Alabaster, or to 
fhe coal of Helena, Montevallo or 
Maylene, or to the marble of neighboring 
Talladega County. 
Jefferson County’s iron is famous; so 
Ws the gold of east Alabama and the 
Petroleum in the southwest corner of the 
Ftate. 
But there are indications that the 
olumbiana area could have mineral 
t ieposits to compare with its neighbors’. 
Various sources seem to indicate that 
yeneath the pulpwood forests and rolling 
varms lie untapped veins of gold, iron, 
re maybe even oil fields. 


r 


Several months ago in the Reporter a 
story appeared that was originally printed 
n an 1890’s edition of the Columbiana 
paper. According to the tale, a farmer 
‘ccidentally struck oil while drilling a 
well on his farm north of Columbiana. 
Witnesses agreed that the ill-smelling 
~rude covered the surface of the water, 
naking the well unfit for drinking 
purposes. 

If the story had a follow-up at the 
ime, we don’t know about it. Was it a 
,10ax, or was the oil real but not worth 
}the trouble to pump? 

' The old newspapers also tell of vast 
eposits of iron ore near Columbiana. In 
“he Shelby Chronicle’s December 29, 
887 edition, a story relates the 
ollowing: “There are about 1,000 acres 
*f iron ore (red hematite) one mile and a 
half west of Columbiana, two miles from 
the S. R. & R Railroad, which would 


m)supply the whole iron trade of the Union 


“or a century longer. This ore has never 
yeen mined.” 
’ The story continues with a chemist’s 
nalysis of the iron ore. The hematite 
tonsisted of 40 percent iron, about 30 
}yercent silica, and about a third of one 
‘yercent phosphorus. 

' This ‘‘solid mountain of iron,” 
‘known then as Page’s Mountain, was 
abeled a wonder of nature because of its 
vealth of ore. There were two known 
‘ieposits of iron on the mountain, along 
ivith adjacent ‘inexhaustible beds of coal 
ind lime rock.” While trying to sell the 
2,500 acre mountain, James H. Page also 
bragged on the 2,000 acres of 
magnificent pine forest.”

Columbiana is known for the mining of 
yther minerals.

abandoned gold mine was discovered by 
firefighters. It is not known if gold was 
actually discovered, or if the miners were 
unsuccessful. It is not impossible. 

The Alabama Geological Survey 
recently published a booklet about the 
gold fields in the Piedmont region of east 
Alabama, which includes parts of Chilton 
and Talladega Counties. The 
Shelby-Columbiana area is just outside 
the region drawn on a map in the 
booklet. The pamphlet gives little reason 


to believe gold exists in Shelby County ' 


rocks and streams, despite stories to that 
effect. 

Compared to her neighbors, 
Columbiana’s mineral deposits have been 
‘barely exploited, but that is no reason to 
believe the land is good only for 
agriculture. Perhaps the town became 
ecology-conscious a century early, and 
decided to do without a quarry in its 
back yard or a strip mine at its doorstep.

Americans ate less in 1975 than they 
did in 1974, 

Dorothy Overby, a consumer 
specialist at Auburn University states that 
the per capita food consumption dropped 
to the lowest level, last year, in seven 
years. 

One reason for the decline was the 
high cost of pork. Consumption dropped 
from 66 pounds per person in 1974 to 


about 55 pounds, last year. Egg 
consumption fell from a high of 334 in 
1960 to 287 in 1975. 

Consumption of sugar and 
sweeteners dropped about eight percent. 
Coffee drinkers also drank a little less.

And to prove they don’t write 
advertisements like they used to, John 
Johnston closes with the rousing cry of: 
“Take off the tarriff, and I will defy the 
world!” 

Columbiana’s neighboring Shelby 
Iron Company Store also gives us a florid 
description of what our ancestors ate. 
Their ad proclaims, “We now have a full 
line of Foreign Fruits, such as are not 


| Early Columbiana merchants were not shy abou 


usually kept ina COUNTY STORE! Figs, 
dates, prunes, prunells, nuts, raisins, 
citron, currants, all kinds of spice.

We usually do not associate canned 
goods with stores of the last century, but 
the Shelby commissary boasts a long list 
of food canned in Boston: “...we have

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corn, tomatoes, pumpkin, squash, and all 
kinds of preserves, such as strawberry, 
raspberry, damson, quince, peach, cherry, 
and green gage. ‘Pure Goods’.” 

Columbiana had a variety of other 
businesses in the late 1800's. Parker and 
Armstong advertised as “‘dealers in drugs, 
medicine, tobacco, cigars and snuff,”’ and 
as manufacturers and jobbers in tinware.” 
Their ad features ‘A good line of stoves 
from $10 to $125.” 

W. H. Wimpee, whose business was 
on Main Street at the intersection with 
Depot Street, specialized as a maker and 
dealer of Carriages, Buggies, and Wagons. 
“A full line of burial robes kept on hand. 
I handle the best of Western made 
buggies, and prepared to offer 
considerable inducements to purchases,” 
his ad reads. 

A “European Barbershop” was run 
by Paul McClanahan in Columbiana. 
“Hair cutting, shaving, shampooing done 
in neat style. Give me a call,” he urged. 

Nowadays it seems strange to find 
ads for high schools and attornies in old 
newspapers, but it was done in the 
1880's. Among the attorneys-at-law 
practicing (and advertising) were Browne, 
Longshore, McMillan, Peters, and 
DuBose. 

The ad for Columbiana High School 
tells of the school’s three terms, First 
year students paid $1.50 tuition to learn 
spelling, reading, and primary arithmetic. 
Tuition was correspondingly more for 
each additional level, ending with a fee of 


t advertising wares 


$4 for students in the fifth class, with a 
curriculum of higher mathematics, 
English literature, and Latin and Greek 
languages. 

Principal W. D. Lovett is described in 
the ad as an educator having thirty years 
experience. The town of Columbiana is 
called “healthy, the inhabitants 
intelligent and refined, and moral 
influence good.” 

The school also offered courses in 
geography, philosophy, grammar, algebra, 
physiology, and composition in Latin. 
The advertisement adds that “music is 
taught at moderate rate.” 

Not only did the merchants and 
businessmen advertise their items for sale. 
Occasionally they took out ads to collect 
money owed them. One such notice 
states: “Proclamation! -- To all who owe 
me for goods or guano - READ! Ail my 
notes and accounts were due October the 
Ist, 1887, 21d must be paid not later 
than December 15, 1887. After that time 
you will find them in the hands of the 
Sheriff, with instructions to collect 
regardless of cost or trouble. 

“You can avoid all this,” the notice 
continues, “by coming up promptly and 
paying your debts. Don’t ask me to wait, 
for | can’t do it! I have always been 
lenient in the past, but now I need my 
money and must have it. When I say pay 
your accounts December Ist, I don’t 
mean the Ist of next January. You can 
always find me at the store of Mr. J. P. 
Spencer. (Signed) Frank Nelson, Junior.”

State Board of Education member Victor 
Poole assured the county education 
association that “the mess is being 
straightened out” and that teachers and 
principals will once again be respected as 
“lord over all” 
Poole, who represents Shelby County 
the stare hoard, was the featured 
speaker in the teachers” meeting, 
Highlights ot the gathering included his 
address, music by the Thompson High 
Jaz? Ensemble, and reports from various

COMME ees. 

Music opened the afternoon meet, as 
the THS jazz band rendered several 
selections under the directorship of Elson 
Hood 

Poole was introduced by education 
association vice president Gerald Garrett. 
He gave a brief run-down the 
Moundville man’s career in educational 
work and other endeavors, 

Poole remarked that “education is a 
big, big business in Alabame ” and noted 
that the last three governors have 
acknowledged that it is the most 
important concern in which the state is 


ol 


involved. 

After comments on the powers and 
inake-up of the Board of Education, 
Poole emphasized that schools are 
regaining the good reputation enjoyed 
betore the last decade. He indicated that 
yegard for teachers and education had 
dropped in the 1960°s due to integration 
and a number of other social problems. 

Poole feels that teachers ure once 
again respected as they were before the 
turbulent 60's. He pointed out that the 
State Board is doing its part to improve 
teacher training, and thus employ faculty 
members of quality who will merit such 
esteem 

The board representative declared 
that of the 29 teacher training 
institutions in Alabarna, many of them 
are at best substandard. He told of one 
college that accepts teacher candidates 


with an ACT score of 8 (out of almost 30 
possible points). 

“Our teacher training institutions 
need to be evaluated,” affirmed Poole. He 
explained that teachers will play the most 
important part in this task, when a 
three-page questionnaire is mailed to 
them soon. 

The results from the survey will be 
computerized and submitted to the 
Legislature for implementation. After the 
state government does its part to raise the 
level of teacher training, the voters will 
have their say. “I have faith in the public 
in this matter,” asserted Poole, 

One step toward having “the best 
teachers in the 50 states” will be io 
change the method of being certified, 
according to Poole. The Board is studying 
a plan to have candidates serve an

Poole, who is not a teacher himself, 
expressed concern for the quality of some 
teacher training centers. He indicated that 
in the future one can expect several 
mid-level centers to be greatly upgraded. 
“Not all universities in Alabama need 
improving,” said Poole, “And not all that 
do need it are black — not by a long 
shot.” 

In his closing remarks, Poole 
commented that he had waited 12-1/2 
years to have the pleasure of speaking 
before the Shelby County segment of his 
district. He represents five other counties 
as an Alabama Board of Education 
member, 

County education superintendent 
Elvin Hill opened the second half of the 
teachers’ meeting. He remarked briefly on 
the recent AEA meeting he and eight 
teachers attended In Huntsville. Because 
of the many amendments to be voted 
upon, Hill stressed that future delegations 
should know the feelings of county 
teachers in order to represent the whole 
group. 

AEA delegation members Danny 
Goggins and John Nicholson also 
reported to the county association, 
reiterating the need for input to delegates 
about how they should vote. Goggins 
suggested that the teachers hold a 
meeting in January to decide the issues 
before a group is sent to the state 
convention. 


James Rowe next presented a 
legislative report. He paid tribute to 
retired Moon Thornton to his 
contributions in helping county schools 
through his work in Montgomery. The 
assemblage agreed heartily, giving 
Thornton a standing ovation. 

Rowe next asked that the county 
association pass a resolution opposing any 
cut in education funds by the state. A 
motion was made and seconded, and the 
resolution was passed with no objections. 


The teachers next heard an insurance 
report about the status of their hospital 
coverage. A representative from an 
insurance company described an 
improvement in coverage which would 
some 220 teachers. But in order for the 
group to have the improved plan, the 
entire Shelby County teachers association 
had to approve the policy. 

The thousand-plus group voted to 
sanction the hospital indemnity plan 
which would affect only a minority of 
the educators. 

The association next voted to 
retroactively approve AEA delegate 
nominations made by their executive 
board. A delegation had already been 
named when the county received new 
guidelines from AEA. This necessitated 
last minute personnel changes in order 
that all of the Shelby County delegation 
would be seated at the convention last 
month, 

After a period of confused 
discussion, the teachers at last understood 
what they were being asked to vote upon. 
They agreed to approve the actions the 
nominating body was required to make 
between scheduled meetings.

In these circumstances, a court 
‘held that the florist was entitled 
to collect damages from the com- 
pany. The court said a telephone 
number may become “a valuable 
business asset in the hands of the 
subscriber, to which he is entitled 
as a matter of contract, and he 
cannot be deprived thereof with- 
out just cause.” 


One step toward success, an am- 
bitious young plumber decided, 
was to take over the Number One 
position in the local telephone 
directory. He named his company 
*“ AAAAAAAAAAAAAAAAAA 
AAAAA Plumbing” and applied 
for a listing.

1973 — County 
computer department established. 
Transition from card to disc system made 
January 1, 1976, Computer is absorbing 
more and more of the clerical work load. 
1974 — Commission contracted with 
professionals to study and report on 
space and facilities needed by the County 
to 1990; 1975 — Architects developed 
plan for “County Campus.” Commission 
decided against one new court house for 
all functions but to develop a campus 
with several county buildings, each of 
which would be designed for expansion; 
1976 — February 9, Commission opened 
bids for microfilm system to be used in 
Probate Office for all records and 
ultimately to be used for records of other 
offices. Space requirements for storage of 
records will be reduced; filming will be 
less expensive than present system, and 
storage of security copies away from the 
courthouse will be insurance against loss 
of records by disaster. 

Other matters of record include: Best 
County Highway Department and road 
program in the Southeast, A superior 
County Public Health Service, First 
County Planning Department in Alabama, 
Three county operated land fills for solid 
waste disposal, The County Commission 
and the Probate Office have been busy 
places.

County gets state’s first 


satellite relay station

A scarcely heralded but highly 
significant event took place in late 
December, when the state’s first satellite 
relay station was put into operation on 
the Shelby County side of the Cahaba 
River. 

Located off Caldwell Mill Road, near 
the Jefferson-Shelby border, the gaging 
station monitors streamflow and rainfall, 
feeding information to the geological 
department’s computers in Tuscaloosa by 
a method officially known as the 
Geostationary Operation Environmental 
Satellite Data Collection System. 

The project is a joint effort of the 
State and U. S. Geological Surveys. 

According to an article in a recent 
issue of ‘‘Geo-Petro Notes,” data 
transmitted arrive in the form of 
computer printout at the department's 
headquarters in Walter B. Jones Hall on 
the University of Alabama campus. The 
printout shows the date, time, rainfall 
and river level of the Cahaba at the relay 
Station. 


Information is relayed by a 
Stationary satellite located 22,500 miles 
over the Pacific Ocean off the California 
coast. 

The satellite belongs to the National 
Weather Service, explains Ed Brown of 
the geological office. Brown noted that 
because of the enormous cost of the 
devices other agencies have been 
encouraged to “tap on” to it. 

Installation of the telemetry 
equipment at the Shelby-based station 
was directed by William J. Powell, 
District Chief of the U.S.G.S. Water 
Resources Division, and he continues to 
be in charge of the operation. 

According to Brown, facilities such 
as this will be built in many parts of the 
United States during 1976, with a few 
planned for Canada and South America as 
well. 

Alabama’s next relay station will be 
put into operation on Okatuppa Creek in 
Washington County later this year, Brown

If a poet laureate is ever named in 
Shelby County, Tom Evans of Alabaster 
is sure to be high on the list of prospects 
for the title. 

He began writing poems six years ago 
and since then has received a great deal of 
recognition for his efforts, including the 
distinction of having one of his poems 
entered into the Congressional Record. 

Evans’ Bicentennial tribute entitled 
“Happy Birthday America” was read in 
the U. S. Senate by Alabama Senator Jim 
Allen; furthermore, the writer was told 
that his is the first poem ever entered in 
the publication in its 200-year history. 


The former Auburn resident 
estimates that he has written over 1,000 
poems. Most of them reflect 


down-to-earth bits of philosophy and 
humor, with many bearing a patriotic 
theme, 

Active in the ministry of the Church 
of God for twelve years, Evans more 
recently operated his own business in 
Auburn. From there, he and his wife 
moved to the Elliottsville area, where he 
spends much of his time in creative 
endeavors. 

Evans’ poems have won for him 
words of praise and appreciation from 
former president Richard Nixon and Gov. 
George Wallace. 

During Nixon's second term in 
office, Evans wrote a poem in his honor 
entitled “Mr. President.” A letter dated 
March 6, 1973, thanked the writer for the 
tribute. 

He later sent Nixon a copy of 


“Happy Birthday America” to Sam 
Clemente. l[ronically, the former 
president’s letter acknowledging this 
offering was dated March 6, 1975 - - 
exactly two years after his first letter. 

Gov. Wallace has been the inspriation 
of some of Evans’ writings and for his 
efforts, he has been asked to participate 
in the governor's presidential campaign. 

Wallace recently had one of Evans’ 
poems about him recorded in Nashville 
for use in the campaign. 

Many of Evans’ other poems have 
been recorded and a major recording 
company has expressed interest in signing 
him to a contract. 

The prolific poet appeared on the 
Country Boy Eddie show each week for 
Over a year, reciting his poetic homilies. 
He has also performed on programs with 
Conway Twitty and Loretta Lynn and 
toured with the Happy Goodman 
Quartet. 

His travels have taken him into seven 
Southern states and he remembers being 
accorded eleven consecutive standing 
ovations during one performance. 

The strain of his busy schedule 
caught up with him recently, when the 
became ill during a stand in Charlotte, N. 
C. Pneumonia kept him in a Birmingham 
hospital for several days and he is now 
recouperating at his home on the Gulf 
Coast. 

Following his convalescence, he 
looks forward to working with the 
Wallace campaign and, of course, writing 
more poems.

Image is changing for 


State Building Commission’y 


Over the years, the State Building 
Commission has developed a reputation 
of being little more than an ornament of 
State government. It rarely met, and when 
it did, it flexed few muscles of its own. 

The Governor is the Chairman of the 
Commission, and it rarely accomplished 
anything without his approval. In fact, 
Governor George Wallace knocked aside 
plans for a new state office building in 
1973 after the Commission went out on a 
limb and authorized plans for the 
building. 

Now the Commission’s image seems 
to be changing. And it emphasizes all over 
again how powerless the Commission has 
been. 

The Commission is looking at plans 
to expand and beautify the state capitol 
complex in Montgomery. It plans to meet 
once again in March, the third 
Commission meeting since December, 
which is something of a record for the 
State Board. 

But while it has begun looking at the 
expansion plans, it has acknowledged that 
it doesn’t know just what it can and 
should do. The Commission has 
appointed subcommittees to look into 
legal aspects of its work as well as 


previous building plans for the capitol 
complex. 

The Commission, in fact, learned to 
its surprise several weeks ago that a 
previous commission had designated a 
multi-block area as the official “Capitol 
Complex.” 

The new panel decided to study the 
matter all over again. Lust week it 
designated a new 20-block urea 
surrounding the capitol building as the 
new official “Capitol Complex.:: 

That doesn’t necessarily meun the 
State will ever expand into all of those 
blocks. There are abandoned or run-down 
houses on some of the blocks, but even 
so, the cost of buying the land may be 
more than the state wants to spend. Two 
blocks of land behind the capitol have 
been offered for two million dollars. 

Also, the historic Dexter Avenue 
Baptist Church is on some of the capitol 
complex land in front of the capitol 
building. The church is now a national 
landmark. 

Church officials have discouraged 
talk of selling or exchanging their 
property, and Wallace has indicated that 
he doesn’t want to disturb the historic 
structure.

The sales feature offers of 
extremely low prices claimed to be 
offered due to ‘‘unusual business 
conditions.” The advertisements further 
state that the mattresses and foundations 
are “heavy-duty ...made to meet or 
exceed the specifications now demanded 
by leading inkeepe-s.” 

Operations of this nature are under 
investigation in Alabama, Tennessee, 
Georgia, North Carolina and Florida. 
Investigations of the mattresses have 
found that they were far from top quality 
and there were no springs for support, as 
advertised. In most cases the bedding was 
new and had a date of manufacture two 
or three days prior to the sale. The 
warranty offerings also were not in 
compliance with the Magnuson-Moss 
Warranty FTC Improvement Act. 

Misleading statements and sales 
tactics such as attempts to “switch” 
customers to buy a “better” mattress arc 
also common in this type of sale. 


The Governor's Office of Consumer 
Protection warns consumers not to fall 


for such gimmicks. Anyone knowing of 
such an operation in their community is 


asked to contact the Governor's Office of 
Consumer Protection, immediately by 
calling toll-free - - 1-800-392-5658 or 
832-5936 in the Montgomery ares.

Football deaths fewer now 


Some thirty football players are 
fatally injured every year either from 
direct or indirect causes, according to the 
Forty-Third Annual Servey of Football 
Fatalities, a publication of the American 
Football Coaches Association, the 
National Collegiate Athletic Association 
and the 
High School Athletic Associations. 
According to the survey, ten players 

each year from indirect 


die 


4a football-related causes, such as heart 


failure and heat stroke. 
The survey also shows that 19 or 20 


National Federation of State’ 


players die annually from direct 
football-related causes, primarily head 
and neck injuries. 


More than half of the victims, 
including those deaths from both direct 
and indirect causes were high school 
players; the next largest group were 
participants in sandlot football. 

The survey also points out that the 
number of annual fatalities related to 
football injuries appears to be declining. 
In 1968 there were 48 deaths, in 1974 
there were 19.

Most folks today tend to 
think of log cabins as 
something just from the 
pioneer days of this country. 

But I suspect if we were to 
take a poll of all the readers 
of this newspaper, we’d be 
surprised to find that a 
great many of them have 
lived in a log cabin, and 
perhaps were born in one. 

I was born and raised in 
the same house which my 
daddy was born and raised 
in, a log house which was 
built by my grandfather 
when he settled our old 
home place just after the 
Civil War. 

Folks in those days didn't 
move around nearly as 
much as they do now, and it 
was not unusual for several 
generations of a family to 


live at the ‘“‘old home 
place.” 
In those days nobody ever 


thought of going to the 
hospital to have a baby. 
Babies were born right 
there at home, and unless 
there were complications of 
some kind they were usually 
delivered by a local woman 
who was the midwife of the 
community, with no doctor 
present. In fact, several 
readers have written to-tell 
me about someone in their 
family who served for many 
years as a midwife. 

Well, by the time I came 


RINE % 
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along our old log cabin 
didn’t look like one from the 
outside, because my daddy 
had fancied it up by putting 
weather boarding on the 
outside and replacing the 
wood shingle roof with a tin 
roof. But inside, the logs 
were still exposed, bearing 
the marks of where they 
were hewn with an axe, and 
notched together at the 
ends, with not a nail in them 
to hold them together. 

Tighter flooring had also 
been put down over the 
original plank floor. And so, 
even though the wind 
whipped in pretty strong on 
a windy day, it was nothing 
like the original log cabins 
which some of you were 
raised in, where you would 
wake up on a cold Winter 
morning and find snow on 
your bed covers--and where 
you could throw a cat 
between the cracks in the 
floor! 

Now, as I travel around 
and see the fine houses 
which people live in, I am so 
thankful that we have good 
housing today for our 


e. 

We didn't know any better 
then, but it surely would be 
traumatic today for most of 
us to have to go back to our 
log cabins and rickety 


shacks after having lived in 
today’s comfortable 
dwellings!

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Eagles vs. turkeys and 
our national emblem 


The child whose only 
idea of a turkey is the 
frozen, featherless plump 
gobbler mom buys in the 
Market would be aston- 
ished at the tall, lean and 
bearded reality of the wild 
turkey, America’s native 
game bird. 


Unique creatures 


This bird, which awed 
the first colonists with its 
multitudes, is taller and 
smaller-headed than the 
domestic gobbler, with a 
streamlined body that can 
achieve a flying speed of 
55 MPH and a four-foot 
stride in running. 

It also has a peculiar 
characteristic called the 
“beard,” a long bristle-like 
appendage hanging from 
the breast. 

Benjamin Franklin had 
& Special fondness for this 
feisty game bird and 
strongly voiced his objec- 
tions to the bald eagle as 
a national emblem. 

“The Bald Eagle is a 
Bird of bad Moral Charac- 
ter,” rumbled the Phila- 
delphia patriot, citing the 
eagle's habit of stealing 
food from other birds and 
his laziness. “Besides, he 
is a rank coward; the 
little King Bird attacks 
him boldly and drives him 
out of the District.” 

Franklin then an- 
nounced that “the Turkey 
is in comparison a much 
more respectable bird . .. 
a Bird of Courage who 
would willingly repel any 
incursion into his terri- 
tory.” 

The wild turkey claims 
plenty of territory, with 
an average flock ranging 
over 18,000 acres with not 
much tolerance toward

being disturbed by human 
beings. 


The Spaniards in Mexico 
called the bird “tok,” an 
East Indian word for pea- 
cock which Jewish mer- 
chants in Spain translated 
into the Hebrew word 
“tukki.” When the bird 
was introduced into Eng- 
land this then became 
“turkey.” 

English emigrants to 
Massachusetts brought 
with them a domestic tur- 
key ancestral with but dif- 
ferent from the wild birds 
here. 

The wild turkey is not 
an endangered species; 
thanks to such conserva- 
tionist organizations as 
the Wild Turkey Federa- 
tion in Edgefield, S.C., 
there are over one million 
wild turkeys, and more 
regions are being restocked 
every year. 


Shrewd, tough, speedy, 
brave, gorgeous in full 
plumage, the wild turkey 
is more difficult to catch 
than most game. No won- 
der American trail scouts 
under General Washing- 
ton used the call of the 
wild turkey to identify 
themselves to their com- 
patriots.

Also, 
he said, it will provide information on 
colleges throughout the state and nation 
and, finally, it can provide job 
information on a national and statewide 
basis to graduating seniors. 

The program would also be of value 
in adult education, Knowles added, 

“It is not just a school enterprise, it 
is a statewide project,” he commented, 
describing the plan as “a real opportunity 
at a reasonable cost.” 

In a brochure provided to board 
members, the system is described as “‘a 
computer based occupational information 
delivery system consisting of ... seven 
interactive computer files. These include 
national and state occupational 
information files, state occupational 
training file, two-year and four-year 
college information files, plus scholarship, 
financial aid and career education 
resource files. 

The AOIS system canbe used 
anywhere there is a telephone. It operates 
via a computer terminal which can be 
easily set up in any location and provides 
“hard copy” rather than computer 
read-out, Knowles said. 

One person in each school — possibly 
a guidance counselor — will be trained to 
operate the system, he added. 

Information is available 23 hours a 
day, Knowles explained, saying that 
questions can be gathered during the day 
at a school and the answers provided 
later.

New teeth put into law 


for dependent children. 


Where are the parents who run off 
and leave their children? 

Many of the children end up on the 
rolls of the Department of Pensions and 
Security receiving Aid to dependent 
children 

The DPS has always made efforts to 
find parents, especially fathers, and make 
them contribute toward the support of 
their children. But with new stronger 
laws, the Shelby County DPS will start 
going after them in a big way about April 
1, according to Mrs. Nell Fulton, director 
ot DPS. 

The old law said the DPS has to 
“make every effort to contact the natural 
or alleged father and seek support.” It 
also provides court action. 

The new law goes a step further and 
requires the mother to go to court 
seeking the money, or she will be 
dropped from the ADC rolls. Many 
mothers have not wanted to get that 
tough on the absent father. 

In some cases, it is the mother who 
has disappeared, or both parents, and 
grandparents or relatives are left with the 
children. And many times the absent 
parent finds a good paying job, yet does 
not send any money to support the 
children 

Mrs. Nell Walton will be in charge of 
the program in Shelby County. 
Caseworkers are now informing mothers 


of the new law which will require that 
they sign over their support rights to the 
state. If they are not willing to do so, the 
mother will be removed from eligibility 
for ADC funds. 

The idea is to find the missing parent 
and interview him or her. If the parent 
will voluntarily enter into a support 
agreement, payments are made directly to 
the state. If the parent will not do so, he 
or she will be taken to court. 

Mrs. Walton said that Shelby County 
has found several missing parents, some 
with good jobs, through the state’s 
locator service. But many missing parents 
are unable to pay after they are found. 

At the present Shelby County has 
about 500 families who receive aid to 
dependent children, but in most of these 
families a missing parent is not a factor. 

Mrs. Fulton and Mrs. Walton said 
they could not estimate how many 
families might be affected until they get 
into it. 

“It takes a tremendous amount of 
time. We may need another worker to 
handle it,” Mrs. Fulton told the Reporter.

The base mapping job for 
Shelby County was done very well, he 
said. 

Shelby County's contract with Smith 
totals $656,000 for the property 
re-evaluation. The program was ordered 
by the federal courts as a means of 
equalizing property taxes on a statewide 
basis. The Jacobs Company of Chicago is 
the prime sub-contractor and Jacobs’ 
president, Richard O’Connor, and 
vice-president, Alf Moody were both at 
the meeting in Columbiana Monday.

If the work is not completed for the.

Water service expanded

The town of Calera is moving ahead 
with the latest phase of its water 


will be developed in the upcoming 
project. The town had turned to private 
financial sources recently due to the long 


‘expansion’ program. The improvements delay in receiving federal assistance. 


will be financed largely through a 
$651,300 loan received recently from the 
Farmers Home Administration. 

The multi-part project includes the 
equivalent of more than 14 miles of water 
line; a 300,000 gallon elevated storage 
tank; the relocation of an existing 
180,000 gallon ground storage tank; and 
the development of a S00 gallon per 
minute well, including chlorinating 
pumping station.

The most recent phase in Calera’s 
ongoing water improvement project has 
been the extension of water service to 
houses located behind the Dixie Shopping 
Center. In the past few years other 
progress included the laying of lines to a 
new subdivision and other outlying areas. 

The search for a new well site was

Protection Week to emphasize the 
importance of consumer protection and 
inform the public of its availability to 
users) of the mail,” Postmaster Elbert 
Gibson said today. 

“The Postal Service provides 
gab, ee in the transportation of mail, 
agagnst mail fraud and false 
representation, and provides assistance 
with! mail-order and service problems,” 
the! Postmaster continued. **Our 
consumer protection program works 
throwgh the Inspection Service, Consumer 
Protection Office of the Law 
Department, the Judicial Office and The 
cooper Advocate.” 

orking together these four 
depastments resolve complaints of alleged 
mail-order swindles when postal 
customers fail to receive merchandise 
ordered, refunds promised or find ‘that 
the service or product purchased is rot as 
advertised. 

When a complaint is made, the Postal 


Service decides: whether to investigate for: 


possible commercial deception or to 
handle it informally as in cases where 
poor business practices are found to be 
the problem. Whatever the action, the 


customer is notified. 

In cases where it is believed that false 
representation by mail exists, the 
Consumer Protection Office working with 
information obtained from postal 
inspectors initiates administrative 
proceedings to stop the mail in response 
to the alleged false representation. 

If it is found following administrative 
proceedings that the mails are being used 
to promote schemes to obtain money by 
misrepresentation, the Judicial Officer 
issues a mail-stop order which results in 
the return of all subsequent mail to the 
senders, unless it is clear that the 
correspondence has nothing to do with 
the scheme. 

Where violation of the Mail Fraud 
Statute is indicated, postal inspectors 
refer the case to the appropriate U. S. 
Attorney for consideration of of criminal 
prosecution. 

The Consumer Advocate provides the 
consumer with a strong voice inpostal 
management in cases of delayed or lost 
mail, non-recipt of mail order purchases 
or refunds, extension of rural routes, 
delivery schedules and emptoyee conduct. 

“If you have any problems with the 
mails, come in and talk with me or a 
postal inspector, We want to help, 
“Postmaster Elbert Gibson added.

both blind and deaf, while continually 
serving her church, schools and 
community. 

Mrs. King and her husband, Grady, 
were among the honored guests at the 
Mother of the Year Awards luncheon in 
Birmingham last Saturday. She said she 
was pleased at the selection of Mrs. 
Kathleen Bragg of Vernon as the state’s 
Mother of the Year. “She is a lovely 
person and so capable. She will represent 
our state in a wonderful way, I am sure,” 
the Shelby Countian remarked 

The King’s son, Jim, and his wife, 
Rose Marie, are the parents of their five 
grandchildren, who range in age from 4 to 
16. 

Elaine, their daughter, was a 
premature baby who weighed just 
three-and-a-half pounds at birth. The 
infant overcame great odds to survive, but 
had nerve damage which caused deafness 
from her earliest days. Her parents 
jearned, after taking their little girl to 
Johns Hopkins, that the condition was 
irrepairable. 

Glaucoma and cataracts later 
required Elaine to have many operations, 
but the disorders still caused a gradual 
but steady decline in her sight until, at 
age 25, she had lost it completely. 

“She has adjusted beautifully,” her 
mother said. “She can do just about 
anything that anybody else can.” 

Jim. she continued, also adjusted to 
his sister's limitations and was a 
tremendous help during the years the two 
were growing up together. 

Not wanting their daughter away 
from home while she was young, Mrs. 
King drove her to the state school for the 
deaf at Talladega three days a week until 
she was ten. 

“After we found out what wonderful 
people they were, we enrolled her there,” 
Mrs. King said. Elaine attended the school 
for the next 12 years. 


Since she can no. longer see hand 
movement or read lips, she and her 
parents communicate by touch and 
Elaine makes sure all conversation that 
goes on is relayed to her. 

She is now taken shopping and to the 


bank. She also irons, washes dishes, dusts 
and sometimes helps prepare meals. 

Alta King has not let the care of her 
daughter keep her from devoting 
countless hours in service to her 
community. 

Besides being treasurer of the 
Elegante Elders Club, she has worked 
with the Pelham Homemakers Club for 
many years, serving at various times as 
president, vice president and secretary. 

A longtime member of the Pelham 
United Methodist Church, she has served 
it in many ways. Formerly chairman of 
the Commission on Membership and 
Evangelism, she has also been president of 
the Women’s Society for Christian 
Service, a Sunday School teacher and 
Methodist Youth Fellowship counsellor. 

Jim King; in a tribute to his mother, 
wrote, “I will always remember that 
Sunday was a very important day in my 
mother’s life. She would always be found 
in church,” and Mrs. Davis, in her 
recommendation, state, “Alta is a 
happy, seven-day-a-week Christian to 
whom the Golden Rule comes naturally; 
and spiritual leadership is a pgvilege. 

“Life’s hardships have been Alta’s 
challenge,” she continued. 

Mrs. King is a charter member of the 
Frontier Civitan Club which was 
organized in the North Shelby area last 
year, and serves as a Pink Lady volunteer 
at Shelby Memorial Hospital. 

She has been a member of the Order 
of Eastern Star for a number of years and 
serves on the Board of Directors for the 
Shelby County Cancer Crusade. 

She and Elaine have both worked 
with blind children at the center for 
Developmental and Learning Disorders in 
Birmingham, teaching sign language to 
children and their parents. 

Elaine, in her letter about her 
mother, wrote: “Even though I am both 
deaf and blind, and many might feel that 
my life has little meaning, I have a very 
good life because of the love and training 
I have received from my family, 
especially my mother, It is through her 
faith in God and love that I survived.” 

Being a Mother of the Year finalist 
has been a big thing in her life, Mrs, King 
said, “It was a lovely experience. The 
other mothers were all so wonderful and 
had accomplished so many things.” 

She added that without help from 
her husband of 43 years, she would not 
have been able to do the things which 
accorded her the honor. “I would never 
have done the things I have if it had not 
been for him because he is a wonderful 
help-mate.” 

Mrs. Emery Son of Birmingham, 
chairman of the Alabama Mothers 
Association, said that Mrs, King and the 
other nominees all displayed a great deal 
of meaningful service to their families and 
respective communities and that the 
judges had a difficult time selecting just 
one to represent the state at the National 
Mothers Conference in Washington, D. C. 

“There are so many mothers who 
have done so much for people and their 
children, | think they should be 
recognized,” she remarked. Her 
committee hopes that even more names 
will be submitted next year and she said 
it is not too early for organizations to 
begin making plans to sponsor an entrant.

Kelley comments on crime 


Letter to Editor: 

A steadily rising volume of crime 
creates an atmosphere of fear haunting all 
levels of society. It is particularly 
alarming to those Americans who are 
most vulnerable — our senior citizens. 
Unfortunately, scant attention has been 
focused on this unique and challenging 
aspect of our crime problem. 

In terms of numbers alone, older 
persons form a significant part of our 
society. Statistically, slightly over 10 
percent of our population — 
approximately 22 million Americans — 
are 65 years of age or older. This age 
group comprises one of the fastest 
growing segments of our populace, its 
ranks increasing by about 1,000 persons 
daily. 

Studies indicate that the threat of 
crime is a major fear for many of our 
older citizens. It causes a diminishment of 
their community involvement and. a 
forfeiture of social activities beneficial to 
them. Fortunately, the most dreaded 
criminal acts — homicide and rape — are 
infrequently committed against persons 
in their age group. 

Most offenses against elderly persons 
are crimes of opportunity, occurring at or 
near their residences. Often careless or 
thoughtless actions on their part make 
them easy prey to criminally inclined 
opportunists. Unfortunately, too, 
economic and social considerations have 
situated numerous older persons in 
crime-ridden urban neighborhoods where 
those most prone to victimize them are 
prevalent — particularly young hoodlums. 
The elderly are seldom a match for these 
robust, fleet-of-foot bandits, and in such 
an environment, it is not unusual for an 
elderly person to be victimized 
repeatedly. : 

Street crimes such as purse 
snatchings, muggings, and armed holdups, 
together with home burglaries and 
confidence-type frauds, are offenses that

most commonly strike the elderly. In the 
last category, they are victimized out of 
proportion to their numbers. Typically, 
of course, older persons are among those 
least able to afford the depredations of 
crime. Limited financial resources, fixed 
incomes, and reduced employment 
opportunities make even a slight 
monetary loss a catastrophe. Also, 
physiological and psychological factors, 
attendant to aging, make the elderly more 
vulnerable and less resilient to the trauma 
and personal injury of criminal attack. 
Accordingly crime leaves a deeper, more 
lasting mark, and injuires incurred may be 
more disabling and require a longer 
recovery period. 

Traditionally, police have exhibited 
comipassionate concern in dealing with 
older persons. Generally, however, little 
or no specialized training in this area has 
been afforded to officers. Law 
enforcemtn can substantially improve its 
capabilities and effectiveness in serving 
senior citizens. We must seek to advance 
through training our understanding of the 
elderly and their particular crime 
problems. We must sponsor and support 
programs for teaching the elderly simple, 
worthwhile, and inexpensive crime 
resistance measures they can undertake to 
protect themselves. Through such 
endeavors, valuable knowledge can be 
gained and exaggerated fears dispelled. 

Reducing crimes against the elderly 
and the dread they have. for lawlessness 
can spark a renewed sense of security in 
older persons and improve the quality of 
their lives. In providing such assistance, 
law enforcement will be rendering a vital 
service while earning the gratitude and 
greater confidence of our senior citizens. 

The wisdom of our elderly citizens is 
a precious national asset which must be 
protected from the ravages of crime.

Walker, formerly of Shelby County, has 
yqualified for the presidency of the 

* Alabama Public Service Commission in 
the May 4th Democratic primary. Walker 
made the announcement one day after 
tesigning as a district assistant to 7th 
District Congressman Walter Flowers of 
Tuscaloosa, Walker resigned in order to 
make the race. 

Walker, an honors graduate of the 
University of Montevallo, ran in 1974 for 
the PSC and received 145,000 votes and 
ran 1% behind the eventual statewide 
winner. he received well over 3,000 votes 
in Shelby County. 

Walker said that one of the main 
issues was that “squabbling and arguing 
have made the PSC more disorderly than 

» a kindergarten classroom and_ totally 
ineffective in protecting the pocketbooks 
of the people who pay utility bills.” 

The people of Alabama will lose their 
vote; Walker stated, if one of the 
associate members, Jim Zeigler or Juanita 
McDaniel, is elected in May. The PSC has 
three members. Zeigler and McDaniel 
both have three years to go on their 

‘JF current terms and will remain on the 
commission until 1979 even if they are 
defeated in May. Walker said the people 
“will lose any say-so on who controls 
the balance of power” if either Zeigler or 
McDaniel is elected. This is because a 
vacancy would be created which would 
be appointed and not elected. Walker said 
that his election would prevent voters 
from having an unelected commissioner. 

Walker is a native of Albertville. He 
attended Birmingham schools and was 
graduated with honors in a double major 
at the University of Montevallo. 

At Montevallo he was elected vice 
president of the student body with over 
70% of the vote, and president of the 
student hody by 75% of the vote. He is a

Keeping the farm an interesting place 
is an ongoing endeavor for the Martins.

as a playground and the barbeque pit 
constitutes a hazard, Mayor Roy 
suggested that the city recreation board 
study the entire matter of the old park 
improvements, which include tree 
cutting, fencing and lighting. 

In other business at the meeting, 
Councilman Bobby Phillips announced 
that construction would start on the 
and work with the PTA in making needed 
sewerage extension behind the Dixie 
Store and Oliver Park on Tuesday. The 
city will be spending $160,000 for the 
work, 

Councilman Terry Snow told the 
council that the road by the 6th Avenue 
bridge was washed badly by the creek. He 
suggested filling in about 10 feet with 
dirt, chert and limestone boulders. Fire 
Chief James Miles noted that the road 
was dangerous saying, “It’s very hard to 
get up there with a fire truck.” 

Snow said he had checked the 
complaint about the city sidewalk in 
front of Becky's Interiors. He suggested 
an area about 30’ x 10° be torn out and 
five yards of concrete poured to make a 
new section of the sidewalk. 

Other items on Snow’s list included 
the need to reseed the grass on the 
Brentwood sewer, because the seed 
planted last fall did not come up; the 
library needs a place for readers to 
deposit books after hours: the clinic 
needs another X-ray file cabinet: and a 
street light is needed to deter youngsters 
from stealing gas from parked school 
buses. Snow said the police have been 
having trouble with the latter problem, 
and that a well-placed light would serve 
both the bus problem and the elementary 
school playground. 

The council informally agreed to his 
requests, 

Councilman Carl Edwards asked 
John McCulley to tell the council about 
plans to file applications with the Law 
Enforcement Planning Agency. McCulley 
showed them some lengthy application 
forms and said he would fill them out if 
the council wanted him to. He said Calera 
would be one of the few cities to do all 
the paperwork on the project, and for 
that reason might stand a good chance of 
getting some grants. He said he had 
already filed a request for Calera’s needs 
in 1977. “They tell you to exaggerate, so 
I did.” 

Councilman William Watts reported 
that Dick Dunaway had offered several 
boxes of new shoes for Guatemalan relief. 
Mayor Roy said the city would work with 
anyone collecting things for Guatemala, 
but the city hall could not be used. Last 
year people jammed the city hall with 
goods for hurricane victims, and it 
created a big problem, Roy said.

High school football rule changes okayed 


Beginning with the 1976 football 
season butt-blocking and face tackling 
techniques will be illegal, according to the 
Alabama High School Athletic 
Association. 


The change was one of several 


approved by the National Alliance 
Football Rules Committee. The 
committee met recently in Portland, 
Oregon. 


Representing the Alabsraa High 
School Athletic Association at the 
Portland meeting were Tom Calvin, 
Sylacauga High School who is president 
of the AHSAA; Cliff Harper, Associate 
Commissioner of the Southeaster 
Conference and an AHSAA consultant on 
rules application and interpretation; and 
Herman (Bubba) Scott, executive 
secretary of the Association. 


number of neck injuries in the game the 
Rules Committee banned clocking and 
tackling in which the face is the primary 
area of contact. Butt-blocking was 
defined as “a technique involving an 
initial blow with the face mask, frontal 
area or top of the helmet driven directly 


into an opponent as the primary point of 


contact either in close line play or in the 
open field.’ The Committee defined 
face-tackling as “driving the face mask, 
fronta area or top of the helmet directly 
into the runner.” 

By taking this action the Committee 
hopes that the number of broken necks, 
broken and cracked vertebrae and other 
neck injuries will be minimized. The 
change will necessitate the return to 
shoulder blocking and tackling where the 
point of impact and primary striking 


head. No longer will coaches teach 
blocking and tackling with the face or the 
helmet. 

There was much sentiment in the 
Rules Committee to remove the face 
mask from the helmet. Evidence was 
presented showing that the long bulky 
face mask can serve as a lever to pry the 
head up and back, thus causing neck 
injury. In some cases as a player fell to 
the ground his face mask caught in the 
turf. The force of his body came down 
snapping his head back and causing 
injury. Alabama, however, in agreement 
with the vote of the Committee opposed 
the removal of the face mask. It is the 
responsibility of the coaches to change 
the techniques of blocking and tackling in 
order to prevent the recurrence of neck 
injuries.

Insects hibernate 


.... like bears 


Everybody knows what bears do 
during the winter, but did you know that 
insects do it, too? 

Yes, they hibernate by a very unique, 
process called diapause. ’ 

Extension Service Entomologist Dr. 
Ronald Smith explains that incents have 
an internal biological clock which they 
use to monitor very tiny changes in day 
length as winter approaches. 

No casual observer can catch an insect 
putting on body fat. But when insects 
sense the arrival of shorter days, they 
produce enzymes that greatly change 
their body metabolism. 

They start getting fat and respiration 
rate and feeding decrease as they enter 
the diapause stage. Insects even produce 
glycerol which serves as an anti-freeze. 
Using these protective devices, from ten 
to 50 per cent of the population survives 
until spring. 

A major cotton pest -- the boll weevil 
-- starts entering the diapause during July 
and August when about one to two per 
cent of its population begins to hibernate. 
In late September and October, 80 to 85 
per cent prepare for diapause. 

The important factor in control of 
over-wintering insects is to catch them 
napping. That is, apply insecticides during 
the fall when the boll weevils are entering 
diapause. 

Three major advantages are: total 
number of insecticide applications will be 
reduced, cutting down on costs; 
destruction of helpful parasites and 
predators will me minimized; and the 
absence of a damaging population of boll 
weevils early the next season will enable 
cotton to get off to a good start without 
the potential threat of weevil damage.

exceeded goals set by the EPA to be 
achieved by 1983. In addition to meeting 
EPA requirements ahead of schedule, the 
mill’s water treatment plant achieves 
some standards not called for in the 
environmental agency’s guidelines.

Is Alabaster legal? 
Justice Department 


is investigating 


by Marcia M. Sears 
The City of Alabaster is under 
challenge. Leaders of the largely black 
Suburban League claim that Alabaster has 
illegally annexed several white areas into 
the city which, in effect, has diluted the 
voting power of the blacks. 


Using a little-known section of the 
Voting Rights Act of 1965, the Suburban 
League challenges the legality of the city 
government, stating that none of the 
annexations were submitted to the U. S. 
Justice Department for approval. “We, 
the blacks, have been unlawfully annexed 
into oblivion.” 


The matter is so serious that Mayor 
Harold Davenport and Councilmen James 
Gould and Acie Langston are going to 
Washington this week to discuss the 
problem with Justice Department 
attorneys. 

In asking for a Justice Department 
investigation,the Suburban League goes 
back to the annexation of Siluria, when 
more than 300 residents were added to 
the city’s population. Nearly all were 
white. 

At that time, the council named a 
white Siluria resident to the council to fill 
a vacant position. A later vacancy on the 
council was also filled by a white, the 
Suburban League charges. The city has 
annexed several smaller areas since then 


which contain whites, but turned down a 
petition from a black area, the League 
says, 

Robert Tolbert, president of the 
League, told the Reporter the black 
citizens of Alabaster have taken the step 
of going to the Justice Department 
reluctantly. Tolbert said the League has 
always tried to cooperate with the city 
and go along with proposals that would 
be best for the city as a whole. 

He said the blacks have been 
promised representation at several points 
in the past, but the promises never were 
fulfilled, 

Under the present population pattern 
and with at-large ‘voting for city 
councilmen, Tolbert says the blacks can 
never hope to elect a black councilman. 

Tolbert said his groups would 
probably have gone along with a district 
system for the city, which would allow 
people to elect a councilman from their 
own district, rather than at-large. But the 
city council has apparently been 
unwilling to approve that. 

Mayor Harold Davenport and other 
city officials have been wrestling with the 
dilemma for the past several weeks. 
Davenport told the Reporter, “We 
thought we were doing everything legally. 
All the annexations were advertised in 
advance, according to law.” 

What could be the possible outcome 


of the investigation? 

For starters, the annexation of 
Siluria might be ruled out. Some of the 
other annexations might also be ruled 
out. This would mean that persons living 
in those areas would not be qualified to 
vote in the next city election. 

For another, the city might be 
divided into districts, with one 
councilman elected from each district. 

What this would do to the various 
laws and ordinances the city has passed in 
recent years, is a big question, not to 
mention the taxes it has collected. The 
extension of the sewer system might be 
embroiled in the debates. 

The federal Voting Rights Act was 
passed in 1965, ostensibly to protect the 
voting rights of minorities in the South. It 
was extended by the U. S. Congress in 
1975. All local laws pertaining to the 
election process are covered by the 
federal law, and any changes in local laws 
must be submitted to the Justice 
Department for approval. 

For this reason Shelby County could 
not extend hours at the polls without 
federal approval, and cannot add three 
new polling places in Beat 12 until the 
Justice Department approves it. 

But, as far as is known, this is the 
first time in the cunty’s history that 
annexation has been the subject of 
dispute under the Voting Rights Act. 


Montevallo highway hope revived 


Hopes for an improved highway 
system leading mto Montevallo took ona 
brighter hue, this week, 

Members of Montevallo’s City 
Council met with State Highway Director 
Ray Bass, State Senator Obie Littleton 
and Representative Curtis Smith in Bass’ 
Montgomery office Monday morning to 
discuss the possibilities of a direct route 
from Interstate Highway 65 to 
Montevallo. 

Also discussed was the possibility of 
a by-pass around the City of Montevallo. 


The idea of a direct route connecting 
Montevallo with the Airport Interchange 
on I-65 and a by-pass around the city is 
not new. More than a decade ago City 
Council members discussed such 
possibilities when the late W. M. Wyatt 
was mayor. 

In 1968 when Dr. M. L. Orr was 
mayor, the city adopted a ten-year 
development plan and put into written 
form, proposals for improving the traffic 
flow to and from Montevallo and through 
the city. The plan, developed by 
Finch-Butcher Associates, City Planners 
emphasized the need for a by-pass and a 
direct route to one of the state’s major 
highway arteries. 

In 1970 the State Highway 
Department began initial planning for a 


direct route from Montevallo’s city limits ' 


to Interstate 65. The planning was 
stopped, however, when some residents 
of the Spring Creek area voiced 
objections to a highway going through or 
near their property. 

Since 1970, members of the 


Montevallo City...Council have. had 
frequent meetings with Governor George 
Wallace and State Highway Directors, 
seeking some kind of improvement in 
highways leading into Montevallo. 


Monday, in outlining the city’s 
request for improved traffic routes 
leading to Montevallo, Mayor Ralph Sears 
described State Highway 119 as “narrow, 
winding, heavily travelled and with only 
one or two places where it is possible to 
pass, between Montevallo and Alabaster.” 
He described it as, “a very dangerous 
stretch of state highway.” 

Sears also noted that commuter 
traffic from the Birmingham area to the 
University of Montevallo is increasing. He 
indicated that many students attend both 
day and night classes and that students 
travel the route from 7:00 a.m. until 
10:00 and 11:00 at night. 

Montevallo Streets Committee 
Chairman James Seaman called attention 
to the heavy truck traffic that uses 119 as 
a through route from the Birmingham 
area to Selma and Mobile. 

Councilman Grady Parker pointed 
out that several new residential 
communities are being developed 
adjacent to Highway 119 and that 
residents of these argas all use the 
highway. 

Monday’s meeting with Bass, 
Littleton and Smith led to the 
reactivation of planning for highway 
improvements. 

Bass gave instructions to members of 
his department to explore the possibilities 
of four-laning State Highway 119 from

the Montevallo City limits to the Moore’s 
Crossroads area. He also asked his staff to 
study a proposed route from the Moore’s 
Crossroads area to the Airport 
Interchange on 1-65. The study will not 
involve the Spring Creek area. 

Bass told members of the city 
council that traffic count studies indicate 
that the number of cars traveling State 
119 between Montevallo and Alabaster 
warrants a four-lane highway. He also 
stated that a shortage of funds in his 
department has prohibited highway 
improvements not only in the Montevallo 
area but in many localities throughout 
the state. 

In discussing the possibility of a 
by-pass around Montevallo, Bass stated 
that such a project would fall in the 
category of urban improvements and that 
there are no funds available for such 
work, 

Members of the council returned to 
Montevallo in an optimistic mood. Mayor 
Sears indicated that this is the first time 
since 1970 that the city had received any 
encouragement whatsoever regarding the 
improvement of highways into 
Montevallo. 

The proposed by-pass around the 
city is apparently unavailable for funding 
at the present time and no additional 
studies are being made for this project. 

Bass indicated that studies and 
planning for the four-laning of State 119 
and a route from the Moore’s Crossroads 
area to the Airport Interchange would 
probably take two to three years to 
complete.

$64,000. This is the sum needed to 
complete the water expansion program. 
Penhale said that from the time the first 
studies were made, and the time for 
construction, costs had gone up by 
$64,000 and the town was unable to raise 
the sum. 

He gave credit for arranging the grant 
to Governor George Wallace and to 
Representative J. T, “Jabo" Waggoner 
and Sheriff Red Walker. The grant will 
allow Helena to complete the project as 
planned. 

A need for more volunteers on the 
Helena Fire Department was expressed by 
the mayor, who said the town had been 
caught short-handed at fires recently. 

In other business, a photograph of 


Helen Lee, for whom the town of Helena 
was named, was presented to the city by 
her granddaughter. Prominent local 
historian Kenneth Penhale was 
instrumental in obtaining the photograph. 
Council members voted to have the 
picture framed and to hang it in city hall. 

Council members discussed the dog 
problem in the city and decided to ask 
the city attorney for ideas on handling 
the problem. 

The city accepted an insurance 
proposal from Metro Insurance to provide 
blanket coverage for all city equipment 
and liability. Total amount of the 
insurance will be approximately $5,000, 
or a little 
compensation. 

Police Chief Gary Carter reported 38 
arrests were made between January 16 
and February 15 with a total of $1,096 
collected in fines. 

In his crime report he cited four 
accidents and 8 felonies. Of the felonies, 
one was for a bomb scare at a school, 


three were burglaries, two attempted 
burglaries, one grand larceny and one 


vandalism. He said he answered 37 calls 
during the month.

Who gets computer voter lists? 


Should computer print-outs of the 
list of qualified voters be made available 
to anyone who wants one? 

The question came up a year ago 
when the addresses as well as the names 
went on computer. No one raised an 
objection when the Shelby County 
Commission voted to restrict access to 
the list on the basis it would be an 
invasion of privacy. 

The list of voters has never been a 
secret - in fact, law requires that the 
names be printed every two years in the 
newspaper. But what’s new is the 
addition of complete addresses on the 
computer cards. The addresses are not 
included in the newspaper list. 

In the old days when the population 
7 


was smaller and the post office knew 
where everyone lived, a letter could be 
addressed in a very general way and the 
person for whom it was intended would 
get it. 

But today route numbers, box 
numbers and zip codes are mandatory for 
most mail in Shelby County. 


And now that an election is coming 
up, several groups are interested in getting 
the full list with addresses, in order to 
mail campaign literature. An Alabaster 
group wants the list to use in the 
annexation battle (See story on Page 1).

of state law that determines what is a 
felony and what is a misdemeanor in 
Alabama, is getting the blue-pencil 
treatment from a committe of state 
legislators. They're proposing ways to 
revise the code, and the issue likely will 
go before the full legislature for action 
later this year.

For example, the committee spent 
part of its working session last week 
dealing with state laws covering 
evesdropping and surveillance, Those may 
not be everyday issues that concern many 
Alabamians, but they do affect the rights 
of privacy of all citizens, and the 
committee took note of that. 

State Representative Roger Killian of 
Fort Payne put his concern this way: 
“Everybody's tired of wondering, ‘Am I 
free to speak my mind without being 
taped or bugged?”” 

Another committee member, 
Representative James Harris of 
Montgomery, spoke on the subject in a 
lighter vein. He said, “If somebody wants

After Shorr’s Leak

WASHINGTON -- The day 
after the great leak of the House 
Intelligence Committee report to 
the Village Voice, the Commit- 
tee’s. offices were invaded by 
faceless men from the Central 
Intelligence Agency, the Defense 
Intelligence Agency and the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation. 

They came to reclaim the 
secret documents, which their 
agencies had loaned to the Com- 
mittee, But the Committee had 
some secrets of its own, which 
the members didn't want to fall 
into CIA or FBI hands. So staff 
members carefully inspected 
the files before returning the 
secret documents 

By one count, the staff 
removed and shredded enough 
documents to fill ten sacks. Not 
until then were the secret docu- 
ments given back. 

Meanwhile, the Justice 
Department has quietly started 
its own investigation of Daniel 
Schorr, the CBS correspondent 
who was responsible for the 
leak 

Attorney General Edward 
Levi has also assigned two FBI 
agents to help the House Ethics 
Committee with its investigation 
of the Village Voice leak. The 
preliminary findings indicate 
that it will be a hectic investiga- 
tion. Copies of the secret docu- 
ments were leaking all over 
town. 

The Government Printing Ot- 
fice printed 2,293 copies. The 
Central Intelligence Agency 
made additional copies and 
passed them around. Vice Presi- 
dent Nelson Rockefeller had ac- 


cess to a copy, for example. And 
his son-in-law, Thomas Morgan, 
happens to be editor of the 
Village Voice. 

Of course, no one has sug- 
gested that Rockefeller leaked 
the report to his son-in-law. But 
this illustrates how tangled the 
investigation is likely to get. 

BLUNDER IN AFRICA - 
Sixteen months ago, we reported 
that Secretary of State Henry 
Kissinger had established a 
secret relationship with South 
Africa. This policy led eventually 
to undercover cooperation with 
South Africa in Angola. 

The truth has now leaked out, 
causing double embarrassment 
for the United States. We not only 
wound up on the losing side but 
were caught in a secret alliance 
with the hated South Africans. 

Quite understandably, the 
blacks not only in Africa, but in 
America, have been antagonized 
by Kissinger’s policy. They have 
reacted by embracing the vic- 
torious MPLA, the faction which 
the Soviets ank Cubans sup- 
ported in Angola. 

Several U.S. organizations, 
most of them black, were invited 
to send representatives to Cuba 
recently to get better acquainted 
with the MPLA. Some of the 
most prominent blacks in 
America, including Congress- 
men and newsmen, received in- 
vitations. 

Perhaps it's a good idea for the 
United States belatedly to estab- 
lish good relations with the 
MPLA. But those who went to 
Cuba are entitled to know who is 
behind the invitations.

The committee was studying 
portions of the criminal code that spell 
out when eavesdropping and surveillance 
are illegal.

Pelham High dedicated

The first new school to be built in 
Shelby County in ten years was dedicated 
Sunday, when nearly 200 students, 
Parents, educators and other guests 
gathered at Pelham High School for a 
special observance. 

Speaker for the occasion was 
University of Montevallo president, Dr. 
Kermit Johnson, who used a combined 
theme of freedom and education for his 
remarks. 

“Freedom is expensive,”’ the 
educator said, “and one of the things I 
would say ‘to teachers is that along with 
freedom goes the same degree of 
responsibility, and if they are not willing 
to accept responsibility, they should not 
ask for freedom.” ’ 

Noting the school’s location on a 
high hill overlooking the surrounding 
community, Johnson referred to it as 
“one of the most beautiful high school 
buildings I have ever seen.” , 

Principal W. E. Jones accepted a 
symbolic key to the school from Board of 
Education Chairman Joe Dean. 

Dean, in a departure from the other 
remarks offered, told the assemblage, “I 
have been less than pleased with 
developments at Pelham High School.” 

He added, however, that various 
proposals designed to enhance the 
opportunity for development of programs 
at the school are being discussed by the 
board, and he urged those present to 
“give your earnest attention to making 


Pelham High School the showplace not 
only of Pelham and Shelby County, but 
the entire State of Alabama.”

Life sentence closes case 


The final chapter in the Elbert 
Washington Crumpton murder case has 
probably been written. 

Robert L. Poe, 19, of Alabaster 
pleaded guilty to first degree murder on 
Thursday of last week and was 
immediately sentenced to life in the state 
penitentiary by Circuit Judge James H. 
Sharbutt. 

Poe also pleaded guilty to a second 
degree burglary charge. He received a 
ten-year sentence for burglary. 


Poe’s pleas of guilty are the most 
recent and probably the last event in a 
series of actions that have kept law 
enforcement officers involved since the 
body of Elbert Washington Crumpton 
was found on July 26 in the Longview 
area near the Shelby County Airport. 

Poe and Emmett Handley, III, were 
arrested on August 6 and charged with 
murdering the 75 year old Crumpton.

Poe and Handley escaped from the 
Shelby County Jail on September 20. 
Both were recaptured, returned to the 
county jail in Columbiana, but both 
escaped again, 

Handley was picked up for the third 
time on November 8. 

On December 15 Handley pleaded 
guilty to the first degree murder charge 
and one count of burglary. Judge 
Sharbutt sentenced Handley to life plus 
four and a half years in prison. 

Poe remained at large until Sunday, 
February 8, when he was arrested by the 
FBI in Knoxville, Tennessee, and charged 
with unlawful flight to avoid prosecution. 

Poe waived extradition proceedings 
and was returned to Shelby County. 

Last Thursday Poe entered his guilty 
plea. He was sentenced to imprisonment 
in the penitentiary of the State of 
Alabama for the remainder of his natural 
life, at 1:00 p.m.

Two teenagers who gave their 
addresses as Hanceville are being held in 
the Shelby County jail on grand larceny 
armed robbery charges. 

The two were arrested at 2:15 
Tuesday afternoon in the Shelby ares. 

Events leading to the arrest of the 
pair began Tuesday morning when Ralph 
Dobson of Sylacauga, who was driving in 
his pick-up truck from Huntsville to his 
home in Sylacauga, picked up the two 
boys who were hitch hiking on 1-65 just 
south of Decatur. 

Dobson told the Reporter that the 
two boys, Ervil Brandon Goodwin, 17 of 
Route 1, Hanceville, and Steve Harold 
Little, 18, of P. O. Box 471, Hanceville, 
told him they were hitch hiking to 
Florida. He said they visited with him and 
seemed like “nice young boys.” 

When Dobson and the pair arrived at 
u point on Highway 280, north of Chelsea 
they stopped alongside the road to rest 
for a few minutes, according to Dobson. 
“The next thing I knew,” Dobson said, 
“was that something hit me in the back 
of the head. It wasn’t a fist, | know that,” 
he said, “but | don’t know what it was.” 

“T must have been out for a few 
seconds,” he said, “because the next 
thing I knew, [ was getting up off the 
ground and the boys were driving off in

Key to Calera school renovation in Governor’s hands

A delegation of Calera parents 
attending the February 25 meetingof the 
Shelby County Board of Education was 
assured by board members that their 
school has not been placed farther down 
the county’s list of priorities for 
renovation. They were told that the key 
to the planned refurbishing of Calera 
High School is in the hands of Gov, 
George Wallace. 

Nearly 20 persons met with the 
board, saying they understood from a 
statement attributed to Superintendent 
of Education Elvin Hill, that renovation 
of the school is being delayed. 

School patrons had, prior to the 
meeting, mailed board members copies of 
a petition containing several hundred 
signatures and requesting that work on 
the school be started. 

Spokesman ‘for the delegation was 
PTA president Carl Prichard. “We feel 
that over the years we have had to send 
our children to school buildings that are 
tenth rate to be taught by teachers that 
are first rate,” Prichard said. 

Referring to rest rooms in the school 
as “atrocious” and “unhealthy,” the 
spokesman pointed out that no 
improvements have been made at the 
school since 1960. 

The REv. Lon Euler, pastor of the 
Calera First United Methodist Church, 
told board members that when he moved 
to Calera three years ago, he was “amazed 
at the school.” 

“I am interested in knowing how 
their children have such a low priority in 

the county that their school is so 
despicable,” he continued. “It seems that 
other communities and other children 
have received a higher priority than those 
in Calera and it seems that the time has 
arrived that the children of Calera receive 
a high priority.” 

The group was told that Calera 
remains next in line for renovation. It was 
so scheduled following a recommendation 
made last year by a school survey team 
from the State Board of Education that 
major remodeling projects be carried out 
at both Montevallo and Calera High 
Schools. 

The Montevallo project has been 
completed and board chairman Joe Dean 
told the patrons that work will begin in 
Calera as soon as bond sale revenue is 
assured. 

“As most of you are aware, the 
governor has at his discretion the sale of 
bonds,” Dean said, pointing out that a 
bond issue approved in 1974 authorized 
the state to begin selling bonds and 
releasing the revenue for school projects 
throughout the state. 

To date, Dean said, money has been 
released to complete payment for the 
Montevallo renovation and construction 
of a lunchroom at Thompson Elementary 
School, placing the Calera school next up 
for improvements. 

The parents were urged to write Gov. 
Wallace requesting that more bonds be 
sold, since the governor, along with State 
School Superintendent, Dr. Wayne 
Teague, and Finance Director James 
Solomon, must authorize sale of the 
bonds. 

Dean noted that after bond revenue 
permits the Calera renovation, Helena 
School and Columbiana Elementary are 
scheduled for renovation. 

Some school projects were written 
into the board’s 1976 budget including: 
$115,000 for a band room at Chelsea 
High School; $170,000 for new 
classrooms at Thomspon Elementary; 
$115,000 for new classrooms at Valley 
Elementary; expansion of the Thompson 
Middle School library and $5,000 for 
improvements to the Vincent High 
School lunchroom. 

Another $121,000 was budgeted as 
matching funds which will bring the 
county an additional $280,000 in federal 
funds for building projects and expansion 
of the curriculum at the Shelby County 
Area Vocational Center. 

Coaches from the county’s seven 


high schools approached the board asking 
that the coaching supplement now paid 
them for time they spend beyond the 
normal school day, be increased. 

Larry Simmons, head coach at 
Thompson High School served as 
spokesman for the group, Commenting 
that, in his opinion, “athletics’ is one 
thing that is holding our country 
together,” Simmons pointed out that 
coaches in two adjoining counties receive 
supplements of over $5,000 a year, while 
local coaches are now paid about $3,000. 

Herman Watts, head coach at Pelham 
High School added that head coaches in 
Shelby County have received the same 
salaries for the past eight years. 

Hill told the group that approval of 
their request would create problems 
among female coaches who “are 
grumbling because they are not getting as 
much as the men.” 

Saying he is in sympathy with the 


coaches, board member Bill. Cosper made 
a motion that the request be tabled until 
the board can ascertain the total amount 
of money which would be involved in 
granting the increases. The motion passed 
unanimously. 

Board members granted a request 
that Pelham High school’s two assistant 
coaches be paid a supplement of $50 a 
month for the remainder of the school 
year, as they have not been receiving any 
supplemental salary to date. 

A Helena mother, Mrs. W. R. Wilder, 
appeared before the board, asking that 
her son be allowed to attend Thompson 
High School, rather than Pelham High 
which he now attends. 

She told board members that the boy 
is not doing well in his work and has 
received many demerits during the year, 
most of them from the same teacher. 

The mother reported that she has 
talked with all of his teachers and that 


although she asked to be called for 
further conferences if her son’s work did 
not improve, none of them contacted her. 

An older daughter who attends 
Thompson High has received a lot of help 
from her teachers, Mrs. Wilder said, and 
for that reason she would like for her son 
to change schools. 

Hill told her that transfers such as 
she requested are not normally made for 
the reasons she outlined. The 
,superintendent expressed concern that 
her request for communication from the 
teachers involved had been ignored, and 
Dean commented, “What concerns me 
most is the fact that your child has not 
had guidance and counselling from the 
teachers and administrarion.” 

After stating that she would take her 
son out of school as soon as he is 16 if he 
is required to remain at Pelham, Mrs. 
Wilder was asked to discuss the matter 
further with Hill. 


Hospital board to expand parking

~ More parking space at Shelby 
Memorial Hospital was a major subject 
studied by the hospital board at its recent 
meeting, 

The board decided to go ahead with 
the long-planned expansion by locating 
80 parking spaces in front of the hospital, 
adjoining the present parking area in the 
center front. 

The board voted to ask the county 
engineer to do preliminary engineering 
work before letting the project to 
contract. It was considered so urgent, 
however, that the Building Committee, 
headed by Gaskins Bowman, was 
empowered to employ an_ outside 
engineer if the county engineer cannot do 
the work at once. 

The board also considered a plan 
which would raise the daily cost of a 
hospital stay from $66 to $70. The 
advantage in the increase is that third 
party insurers such as Blue Cross and 
Medicare would pay more. The rise in 
price would affect very few individuals, 
according to the information presented to 
the board. 

Finance officer Ralph Underwood 
explained the arithmetic of the move and 
stated, “When you play with these third 
parties, there’s no incentive whatever to 
hold down the cost.” The insurers pay a 
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high percentage of what the hospital says 
its costs are, and when the hospital can 
prove its costs are high, the insurer pays 
more. 

Administrator Chester Black said 
that the Joint Commission on 
Accreditation will visit the hospital March 
10 and 11 to check the hospital for 
re-accreditation. 

The hospital comptroller asked the 
board to write off some bad debts, but 
the board took the list under 
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consideration until the next meeting. 

Board member Herman Moore asked 
why the hospital gift shop was budgeted 
to lose $7,000 this year. Administrator 
Black said they allowed the sum as a 
guess for start up costs. He said that this 
month the gift shop showed a $600 
profit. The board decided to give the 
shop more time to prove itself. 

It was a short board meeting, 
compared with those of recent months, 
and it was marked by a spirit of harmony.

The amount that each of them 
will get will depend upon the size of his 
policy, the length of time it has been in 
force and his age at issue or renewal. 


Those who were in World War I and 
hold U. S. Government Life Insurance 
policies, will get $184 on average.

Average family income 


should be up 


(Special to the Reporter) 

To what extent has the rising cost of 
living affected residents of Shelby County 
during the last five years? 

How large an income does a local 
family have to have these days to equal 
the purchasing power it had in 1970? 

A great deal more, according to data 
odiained from the Conference Board, the 
Department of Labor and others. In the 
five-year period, they show, the 
purchasing power of the dollar eroded by 
more than 23 cents, continuing the 
long-time trend in that direction. In terms 
of the 1949 dollar, for example, it is now 
worth only 48 cents. 

Added to the unrelenting rise in the 
cost of goods and services has been the 
increase in taxes, especially for Social 
Security. 

All in all, the average family needs to 
be making nearly 40 percent more than it 
did five years ago to maintain the same 
standard of living. 

For Shelby County families that had 
an income of $6,500 in 1970, 
approximately $9,100 would be required 
today. Those that had $8,500 than need 
$11,900 now. Those in the $10,000 
bracket have to have $14,000 and the 
ones at the $15,000 level, $21,000. 


Fortunately for most local families, 
their incomes did rise sharply in the last 
five years, reaching an average of $11,940 
per household by 1975. 

The gains they made enabled them to 
offset the rising cost of living better than 
families in many parts of the country. 


The big losers in the race with 
inflation include wage earners whose 
paychecks haven't kept pace, those who 
are on fixed pensions and welfare

Chelsea resident celebrates 76th birthday 


by Shelba S. Nivens 


Some 75 friends and relatives of 
Cecil Kendrick, a retired Chelsea 
postman, gathered at the Yellow Leaf 


Game Preserve Lodge, Sunday to ~ 


celebrate his 76th birthday. 


Mr. Kendrick, a life-time resident of 
Chelsea, lives in the K-Springs 
Community, on practically the same spot 
where his father lived before him, and on 
land purchased over 100 years ago by his 
grandmother, Elmira Gilbert Kendrick, at 
a public tax sale. The K-Springs 
Community is named for Mr. Kendrick’s 
family. 


When Elmira Kendrick, widow of 
Isham H. Kendrick, purchased the 


K-Springs property in 1873, her 21 year 
old son, Luther (father of Cecil) built a 
log cabin for the family. A group of five 
unusual springs were found near the cabin 
- including a spring of sulphur water, 
one of chalybeate, one of mixed minerals 
and a large clear water, or “freestone”. 

For years, nearby families came to 
Kendrick Springs -- or “K-Springs” as it is 
now called -- to do the family wash, bathe 
the kids and carry home bucketsful of 
water for other houschold uses. 

After Luther bought the property 
from his mother, and donated a portion 
of it for a school house, the springs 
supplied water for the school. In later 
years, the school house was torn down 
and the Church of God congregation

Mr. B. C. Kendrick, Cecil’s brother 
who lives next door to him, recalls 
attending the K-Springs school more than 
75 years ago. He thinks that the very first 
first-grade teacher was Mr. Will Kendrick 
in 1896, 

Mr. Cecil remembers that Judge 
Harper, who taught there, frequently told 
“us Boys,” to always tell the truth even 
“if it takes the skin off your nose.” 

Their 92 year old sister, Mrs. Flora 
Niven recalls the family’s log cabin as 
being one room, originally, with 
additional rooms added. “There was a 
kitchen built separately,” she says, “just a 
little piece from the house with a walk 
going out to it.” 

All that remains of the cabin today 
are a few logs lying among the trees, 

In 1935 Cecil Kendrick married Mary 
Rogers, daughter of Thomas and Fannie

The first step toward combatting 
flood problems facing residents living in 
the area of Bishop Creek was taken by 
City Council Monday night, whencity 
officials passed a resolution requesting 
the Army Corps of Engineers to make a 
preliminary study to determine if help 
can be offered through the Birmingham 
Regional Planning Commission. 

Robert House, Director of Government 
Services for the BRPC, told council 
members that the resolution will allow a 
study to be conducted by the corps of 
engineers under Section 205 of the 1948 
Flood Control Act, and-that-they-have 
approval to spend up to $5,000 on it. 

This will result in a written report, 
House stated, indicating whether they 
would recommend either straightening 
the creek or channalizing it. 

If, upon completion of the study, the 
engineers feel it is feasible for them to 
take on the project, a second study will 
be initiated, House explained. 

“Even if they decide the work is not 
feasible, Pelham can benefit from this 
study,” he continued, explaining that 
local officials will be given results of a 
$5,000 study at no cost to the city. 

Another BRPC official, Senior 
Planner Bob Kennedy, gave Mayor Paul 
Yeager and council members copies of a 
survey being made by the Commission in 
planning a three-year work program, 
asking that they answer the questions and 
thave the forms ready to be picked up by 
next week.

Peach growers 


expect big crop 


Alabama’s peach growers are 
expecting a bountiful crop for the first 
time in five years. 

In neighboring Chilton County, 
Extension Service Farm Agent Dan Mims 
says that the freakish weather recently 
experienced hasn't hurt the peach crop in 
Chilton County. Seventy percent of 
Alabama’s peaches are grown in Chilton. 

Mims says the best thing that has 
happened this year is the 1,300 dormant 
hours the peach crop has had this year. 
Mims adds that growers tend to get 
nervous when the temperature goes down 
around 30 degrées but that a few degrees 
below that won't hurt. 

Mims states, “If we can get by Easter 
without a severe cold spell, the crop will 
be all right.” 

Chilton County peach growers have 
recently completed dormant spraying for 
San Jose scale and white scale, two 
diseases they have learned to keep under 
control.

srowth rises 


Alabama savings and loan 
associations in January netted the largest 
savings growth in any month in their 
89-year old history, 

A 28% annual growth rate produced 
over $56-million in savings capital for the 
month, $24-million above the record 
growth of a year ago. Savings in state 
savings and loans in 1975 grew at an 
annual rate of 19%. 

Mortgage activity also set a record 
pace in the thrift institutions last month, 
A growth rate of 17% added over

The body of a young woman, 
probably between the ages of 25 and 30, 
was discovered at approximately 8:45 
Tuesday morning by members of a 
logging crew.

woman's waist line, A slight bruise is. 


evident on her chin. 

At press time state toxicologist 
James Buttram of Birmingham had not 
determined the exact cause of death, 
however, a preliminary autopsy 
apparently indicated the woman had been 
dead at least one day and perhaps two 
days when the body was found, 

In reviewing their activity records of 
the past several days, Calera Police noted 
two calls to the general area where the 
woman’s body was found. On Saturday 
night, March 6, Calera Officer C. P. Martin 
answered a call from residents of the 
general area who had reported hearing 
screams. Martin’s investigation turned up 
nothing. 

A call to Calera Police the next night, 
Sunday, March 7, reported sounds of 
shouts and perhaps a fight, in the general 
vicinity of where the body was found. 
Assistant Police Chief Buddy Mayhew 
investigated this call, but again no 
evidence of a disturbance was found. 

An abandoned car was discovered by 
Chilton County authorities in the 
northern part of Chilton County, over the 
weekend. According to reports the 
vehicle contained blood stains. When the 
Chilton deputies returned to continue 
their investigation of the car, it had 
disappeared, At press time investigators 
had been unsuccessful in linking the

At Oak Mountain Park-- 


Lone camper rescued after all-nightsearch |

Jefferson State student, Les 
Hutchison, 20, was rescued from a 
secluded area of Oak Mountain State Park 
early Tuesday afternoon, nearly 20 hours 
after he failed to meet his father as 
planned. 

Richard Hutchison of Birmingham 
had taken his son to the Peavine Falls 
area of the park Sunday and lett him to 
hike and camp. The two were to have met 
at 5 p.m. the following day. 

When the younger Hutchison failed 
to appear, his father alerted park 
personnel who searched until after 
midnight Monday. The search resumed 
early Tuesday, and when no trace of the 
youth had been found by late morning, 


members of the West Shelby Rescue Unit 
were called in to assist. 

It was about 1 p.m. when Chris 
Meads, an employee at the park stables, 
ran to a ranger’s house near the falls and 
announced breathlessly, “We've found 
him! > He and Greg Hendrix, another 
stable worker, had discovered the missing 
man after alighting from the horses they 
were riding to get a closer look down an 
incline where rocks blocked their view. 

Some rangers and security chief 
Talmadge Butler were at the home, 
waiting for the rescue unit to arrive so the 
search could continue, 

Also on hand were Billy Price and 
Steve Anderson of the Central Shelby 
Ambulance Service, who had been alerted

Anniversaries celebrated 
by Columbiana, phone co. 


by Willard Harrison 

It was a night of anniversaries for 
South Central Bell and the City of 
Columbiana last Thursday night. 

Bell representative John W. Godwin 
met with Columbiana’s city council to 
help celebrate joint birthdays. 

1976 is the 100th anniversary of the 
telephone, and Columbiana’s 150th year 
as county seat. And 70 years ago, on 
March 5, 1906, Southern Bell bought the 
Columbiana telephone exchange. 
Columbiana was incorporated some 80 
years ayo. 

Godwin brought a birthday cake to 
help commemorate the occasions. He 
gave the council a brief history of 
telephones and illustrated how they have 
affected the state and Columbiana. 

He began by recalling the invention 
of the phone by Alexander Graham Bell 
on March 10, 1876. 

Godwin noted that in 1877, Mobile 
coal yard owner A. C. Danner strung 100 
feet of wire on his premises to connect 
two telephone gadgets. The strange 
“"¢ sont tapilen’ soon attracted people 

: = it work. 

Two years laier, under the 
administration of Shelby County's own 
Gov. Rufus W. Cobb. the state’s first 
commercial telephone exchange was 
opened in Mobile. 

Godwin described the rise of the 
telephone in the ensuing years, and told 
of Southern Bell’s purchase of the 
Columbiana exchange from White and 


Davis Telephone Company on March Sth 
of 1906. The service, which included 32 
telephones, was sold for $1450. 

The Columbiana council and Godwin 
exchanged anecdotes about the early 
phone service, pointing out that 
Columbiana was the first exchange in 
Alabama and one of the first in the 
nation to use dial telephones. And until 
recent years, only the last four digits were 
needed to call another number within the 
exchange. 

It was also noted that the Shelby and 
Jefferson County phone network is the 
second largest in the world, in numbers of 
phones which can be reached without 
dialing long distayce. Atlanta has the 
largest network. 

The phone company representative 
reminded the council of recent extensions 
of phone service in the Shelby and Lay 
Lake area. He gave a progress report of 
two current projects which will improve 


service along hwy, 47 to Chelsea and 
along Highway 25. 
In his comments on the joint 


anniversaries, Godwin stated, “Both 

ana and the telephone company 
have grown and progressed during this 
period, and we at South Central Bell are 
looking forward to even greater progress 
during the next 100 years.” 


He revealed that the company plans 
to have an Open House at its Columbiana 
headquarters in a few months, and that 
similar events are in the works for their 
Montevallo and Alabaster installations.

Government notified the people on 
Medicare in December 1975 that their 


Medicare premiums would be increased 


for 1976 because of the rise in the cost of 


hospitals and doctors increased cost to 
them. The Blue Cross sent letters to those 
on C-Plus that their premiums would be 
increased for the same reason. The federal 


government claims that it has become 
incrasingly difficult for if to meet the 


The state government 
is, according to the state officials, in a 
terrible bind in meeting the cost of 
Medicaid. It would seem that this rip-off 
by the doctors and hospitals will have to 
end somewhere if people are going to be 
able to continue to have medical service.

Mayor Bolton and Mr. Godwin cut 
the cake, and the council and visitors 
enjoyed refreshments. 

Attention switched from history to 
the future as Jody Ballard spoke of 
Columbiana’s growth in the next few 
decades. The BRPC planner used a map 
to indicate how the city’s land is 
currently used. 

An overlay to the map projected how 
unused land may well be utilized around 
the turn of the next century. The 
planner’s forecast suggests that the 
current industrial park on the west side of 
town almost fill the area between County 
Road 70 and Joinertown Road. 

The map includes additional 
apartment developments near the 
industrial zone, as a buffer between 
industry and single family dwellings. 
Several small vest-pocket parks are 
included in the planner’s projection 
including expansion of the current city 
park, 

Ballard also foresees an expanded 
county government complex, and a 
growing downtown commercial area. He 
includes the old county courthouse as “a 
controversial spot in the downtown 
area.” He indicated that if the building is 
renovated, “it could be a big plus to the 
business section. 

He added that he is working toward 
solving any traffic problems in the area of 
the old building, and that he will give his 
ideas on that subject when he discusses 
traffic flow at a future council meeting. 

Other details in his land use report 
included a provision for the eventual 
relocation of the elementary school 
building, and growth in single family 
homes in many areas of Columbiana. 

Ballard also visualizes the 
establishment of a new fairgrounds. 
Councilmen expressed doubt, however, 
that land could be purchased where the 
planner had drawn the plot on his map. 

The council expressed interest in 
expanding recreation areas when the 
planner indicated that 50-50 matching 
federal funds are available for out-door 
facilities. 

In other council business, the city 
had received an inquiry asking if the city 
would sell the old radio transmitting 
antenna atop the old city hall. The aerial 
came through almost two years ago. 

The council decided that the antenna 
was worthless to the city. And, rather 
than risk legal complications, the council 
directed the correspondent to contact the 
county commission. The city deeded the

building to the county several weeks ago. 

Mayor Bolton mentioned that the 
city elections will be called in early June, 
and that candidates for city offices will 
have until July Sth to qualify. He added 
that candidates for mayor or councilman 
can announce their intention to run at 
any time. 

Councilman William Rasco brought 
up the subject of blinking safety signs for 
the city work crew. He explained that 
although the department uses flagman 
when working on the streets, the 
situation is still hazardous. 

The council will direct city 
superintendent Buck Falkner to check 
the prices of this type of safety 
equipment. 

Mayor Bob Bolton discussed the 
need for constructing a metal storage 
building for city equipment. Reminding 
the council that city Christmas 
decorations are stored in Wilsonville, he 
added that several Columbiana-owned

The council reluctantly voted to go 
along with the extra cost after exploring 
every alternative they could think of. 

In other business, Councilman 
Bobbie Phillips said he wants to add two 
homes to the sewer system for a tap on 
fee of $500 each. He asked that 120 feet 
of sewer line and one tiling for a manhole 
to relieve the congestion on an old sewer 
line near Mrs. Crawford's trailer park, The 
council approved both requests. 

Council Terry Snow told the council 
some homeowners are pouring concrete 
driveways without putting drains in them

Old courthouse renovation 


gets first backing money

The old courthouse renovation 
Project has received its first financial 
backing. Mrs, Barbara Roberts, president 
of the Shelby County Historical Society, 
announced Monday that a $20,000 grant 
is forthcoming from the state Historical 
Commission. 

This initial grant was included in the 
State Commission’s budget request 
submitted to the Legislature, and the 
money has now been confirmed, 
according to Mrs. Roberts. 

Renovation of the building, now 
owned by the county government, was 
estimated at $30,000 by an architect for 
the county Historical Society. However, 
both County Engineer James Ray, Jr., 
and an architect hired by the city felt 
that the estimate was much too low, 

Until December of last year, the old 
building was used as the Columbiana city 
hall. In February the Shelby County 
Commission said that it would accept the 
building if the city wished to deed it over 
to the county. 

At a specially called meeting, the 
Columbiana city council drew up the 
papers giving ownership of the building 
back to the county. 

The city government had been 
plagued by the disposition of the old 
county courthouse for well over a year. 
One vocal group in Columbiana wanted 
the building torn down, even after it was 
named to the National Register of 
Historic Places. The Historical Society 
and supporters from around the county 
asked for renovation. 


Martin gets contract

Bids on the construction of three 
buildings planned for Pelham’s new city

Finally the city council was 
pressured into calling for a poll in which 
only Columbiana residents could give 
their opinions on the fate on the building. 
By a one-vote margin the preservation 
group came out ahead. 

Members of the historic group 
worked with the county commission and 
convinced the county to accept 
responsibility for the old courthouse. 
Mrs. Roberts told the Reporter that their 
committee is continuing to assist the 
Commission in funding the project and in 
planning its future. 

The Society had indicated earlie 
that there are several sources available for 
funding the renovation project. This first 
grant from the Alabama Historical 
Commission is made available from the U. 
S. Department of Interior. Other 
governmental and private funds are being 
sought.

‘ About 20 young women were in 
attendance some wearing a T-shirt with 
the words “White Power” printed above 
the Klan Insignia, a cross in a circle. 
Similar shirts were also on sale,

The meeting was held in an empty

had refused to rent space to the Klan for 
the meeting in any city building.

‘opening of the meeting for about a 
half-hour, apparently hoping more people 
, would show up. 

Don Black addressed the meeting 
saying the Klan wants to establish a 
strong political voice and a strong 
political base in order to get the things it

' The tone of his speech was racist 
throughout. “Complete separation (of the 
| races) is the only answer,” he said. He 
‘claimed that minorities in this country 
have been represented by their own 
‘organizations to the point that they now 
) have more power than whites. 

The young Klan leader made no 

snention of using the violence that the old 
Klan used to terrorize individuals and 
communities, But when two persons in 
the audience later made comments that 
could be interpreted as favoring violence 
to attain goals, the group applauded, and 
J the leader said nothing to refute it. 

One male student asked Black how 
nany persons were members of the Klan 
and who the Klan was supporting in the 

present political races.

He made an appeal to the young 
people there to get a strong membership 
and keep it up He said the problem he 
had noticed in Shelby County over the 
years was “Sure, people will give you

donations, but when it comes to working, 


they just won't stick together.” 

After the general public meeting, 
persons were invited to pay dues and join 
the Klan. A meeting for members only 
was then held. 

City and county police are known to 
be watching the Klan carefully for any 
evidence of unlawful activity. Sheriff C. 
P. Walker told the Reporter, “We're going 
to be on top of it. If it gets outside of a 
civic scope in nature, we'll be involved if 
there’s any criminal activity.” He added 
that he has been in touch with the Police 
Chief of Montevallo, where there have 
been some cross burnings in recent weeks.

Gerald Garrett, incoming president 
of the seacher group, opened the program 
by reading aloud the letter protesting 
numerous facets of the Education 
Association mectings.

enough to cause the group of 400 plus 
professionals to be “ dissatisfied and 
disinterested.” The letter also brought 
out observations about teacher’s poor 
behavior at the required gatherings. 

The letter writers made no apologies 
for the fact that many teachers do needle 
work, grade papers, talk, or doze at the 
meetings. Rather, they said that teachers 
are “forced into this undesirable 
conduct” by what they described as dull 
and uninteresting programs. 

The letter also contained complaints 
about being forced to attend the meetings 
and having to sign the roll, saying forced 
attendance breeds dissatisfaction, Among 
a number of other issues was a reference 
to a leader’s harsh remarks at the 
February meeting. 

The program for the Thursday 
meeting included replies to the letter by 
several county education officials. Miss 
Ina Moore was the first to speak, “I 
believe we as professionals can and should 
be quiet,” she stated, “We know how we 
should conduct ourselves “ (in the 
meetings). 

Mrs. Lois Bentley, incoming vice 
president, discussed the make-up of the 
programs in her position of program 
chairman for the coming year. “We 
realize it is difficult to conduct business 
in such a large group,” she said, “but our 
charter requires it. We plan to improve 
our business session.” 

“*T personally enjoy the music,” 
continued Mrs. Bentley. She noted that 
performances by various county musical 
groups contributed to a relaxing 
atmosphere and also displayed the talents 
of students. 

Concerning the question of talking 
business before hearing the speaker, she 
reminded the assembly that often 
speakers came from long distances and 
that it would be inconvenient to the 
guest, and to the teachers, to reverse the 
order. 

Education superintendent Elvin Hill 
assured the assembly that the board was 
not present to “criticize anyone for what 
has happened.” Noting that constructive 
criticism is healthy he added that there

Hill, “we would not have to sign a roll.” 
He explained that attendance is 
mandatory because meetings are hela on 
school time. The superintendent 
mentioned that if they met on evenings 
or Saturday, he would be glad to stop 
requiring each teacher to come. 

“As long as you are being paid to 
attend you will be required to attend,” 
stressed Hill. He emphasized that since

Gerald Garrett remarked on the need 
for keeping education association’ 
members informed on vital issues. 
Speaking as incoming president, he 
resolved to keep teachers informed by 
way of a newsletter.

“Looney deserves all the publicity 
he’s got. I love to watch him play but I 
hate to play against him,” remarked 
Glasscox of Kent Looney. 

In order to get into the finals of the 
play-offs, Thompson had to dispose of 
Russellville and Bibb County. The 
Warriors evened their series with Bibb 
County with a win over the Choctaws in 
Semi-final action, 76 - 67. 

“They had already beaten us twice 
this year and we thought we had a score 
to settle. They had given us problems on 
defense, about.as much as Montevallo. I 
expected a high scoring game because 
they have such good shooters,” Glasscox 
said. 

The game started in the same fashion 
as previous Thompson - Bibb County 
games. At the end of the first quarter the 
Warriors protected a slim 19 to 18 lead. 
By halftime the Indians managed to 
stretch the advantage to six points with a 
41 - 35 intermission lead. Thompson 
continued to mount a higher lead as the 
third quarter ended with Thompson 
ahead 60 to 50. Bibb was unable to create 
any serious comeback and fell to the 
Warriors 76-67. 

“A lot of pressure was off us in that 
game, because after you win the first 
game you have more confidence. It 
wasn’t one of our better games,” 
Glasscox commented. 

The game that most likely set the 
tempo for Thompson in state tourney 
was the match with Russellville. 
Russellville was blessed with the presence 
of 6’ 9” Chris Bragwell. Bragwell will sign 
with the University of Alabama this 
Sunday. That should be an indicator of 


his ability to play basketball. ___— 


Bragwell, however, did not have one 
of his better nights against the super 
quick Warriors. He collected four 
personal fouls in the first half of play and 
had to sit out much of the game. 

Even with the towering Bragwell out 
of the lineup the Golden Tigers still had 
at least three inches per man on 
Thompson’s personnel. Facing this 
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handicap the Warriors relied on their 
quickness and hustle to literally blow 
Russellville out of the- coliseum 74-47. 
With this victory the eyes of observers 
took note of the Thompson Warriors. 

Leading the way for the Warriors was 
Glen Marcus with 25 points. Marcus, 5’ 
9”, drove at will against the 6’ 9” 
Bragwell to set the stage for the 
Thompson win. Others with impressive 
Statistics were Perry Oden with 24 points 
and Alonzo Green had 10. 

For Russellville, Chris Bragwell had 
17 points, Ronnie Gaston had 11 and 
Ricky Taylor hummed in 10. 

“They had a super night. I think 
their coach (Thompson’s Glasscox) did a 
great job with them. We had to play their 
kind of ball and we weren’t up to it. They 
(Thompson) out-hustled us, and out-shot 
us and just about out-everythinged us. I 
just can’t compliment them (Thompson) 
enought,” stated Russellville Coach Jack 
Tucker of Thompson’s play. 

Coach Glasscox commented on the 
thrill of winning the championship by 
saying, “The thing that’s so amazing 
about it is that at the beginning of the 
year I had no idea we'd be in the 
play-offs. Half way through the. year I 
thought we had a chance to make it to 
the state, but I was sure, when we beat 
Valley of Fairfax for the region title.” 
When asked when he knew they could 
win the State Championship, Glasscox 
said, “When there was ten seconds left on 
the clock and we were ahead by ten 
points against Guntersville.” 

Glasscox continued, “We may not be 
the best 3A team in the state, but when it 
comes down to all these intangibles; such 


as-hustle,desire; and-unity-we “are the 


best 3A team in the state.” 

“The biggest thrill I got of being 
down there was the atmosphere. We had 
great fan support. | was amazed what 
great backing we had. The cheerleaders 
always do a great job!” 

Concluding his post-game remarks, 
Coach Glasscox thanked Coach Richard

The state crown eluded the cagers, 
from Montevallo this year and became 
the property of a team that the Bulldogs 
had sent home crying at the same time 
last wear. 

Colbert combined a teriffic passing 
game with hot hands to do away with 
Montevallo. Montevallo, at one point in 
the second quarter, posessed a nine point 
lead which suggested the Bulldogs would 
pull away and head for a state crown. 
This idea was soon thrown out the 
window as was the wish for a state crown. 
The first quarter ended with Montevallo 
sporting a 15 to 12 advantage. The 
second quarter found Colbert hotter than 
a bonfire and led at halftime, 28 to 27, 

The second half buzzer saw 
Montevallo maintaining a 41 to 38 lead. 
The final quarter saw Colbe;t lunge ahead 
with the aid of one and one foul shots. 
When the final buzzer sounded the 
Wildcats of Colbert Heights had claimed 
the state crown, 59 to 56. 

Leading scorers for Colbert were 
Mike Grissom with 22 points, Johnny 
Howard with 14 and Kenneth Lloyd with 
nine. For Montevallo Thomas Brown 
bombed in 19 points and Bryant 
Cottingham surged through 13. 

“I don’t think we played up to par. I 
don’t know how you go to a state 
championship game and not play up to 
par, We didn’t seem to be inspired. Maybe 
we were drained,’ commented 
Montevallo Coach Richard Gilliam.

Registration set 
at Bessemer Tech 


Registration for night classes on the 
Bessemer State Technical College campus 
is set for March 16. 

Tuition for night classes has been 
reduced by one-third according to Charles 
L. Payne, president of the school. 

Night class tuition has been reduced 
from $60 per quarter to $40 for students 
attending two nights per week and from

Madison County, in 
Coach Richard Gilliam’s opinion, was the 
best 2A team at the tournament. 
However, a superb performance by 
Montevallo, pushed the Tigers of Gurley 
back home. 

The first quarter action found both 
2A powers hitting and hustling to the 
tune of 20 to 15 in favor of Madison. 
Madison took the lead at the tip off and 
held it until 2:10 of the second quarter 
when the Bulldogs hopped out to a 37-36 
lead. The first half ended with the men 
from Gurley ahead 42 to 40. 

In the third quarter Montevallo came 
out with blood in their eyes to jump out 
to a 56-47 advantage. Madison soon 
recovered to close the gap to 60-58 at the 
end of the period. 

With 4:05 remaining in the game, 
Madison County grabbed the lead for the 
first time of the second half 70-69. The 
lead was short lived as both teams 
deadlocked at 76-76 with 1:20 left. 
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Roger Moore pulled the Bulldogs through 
with free throws to make the final score 
84-83, Montevallo. 

High point man for Montevallo was 
Robert Jemison with 26 points. Jemison 
did not start but came off the bench to 
ignite Montevallo. Other Bulldogs with 
noticeable figures were Thomas Brown 
with 17, Henry White and Roger Moore 
each had 15. 

Madison County was led by Ollie 
Hayden with 26 points and Willie Gurley 
zoomed in 18. 

Percentage-wise, Montevallo shot 74 
times capitalizing on 36 which came to 
49 percent while Madison County shot 42 
percent. Madison County ended the year 
28 and 3 and represented Region 8. 


The next test came for the Bulldogs 
came when the faced a very large Saint 
team. The starting five for Saint Jude 
averaged six feet in height and weighed

The youngsters are from very 
poor families who cannot give them even 
the basic necessities -- much less an 
education. 

Through the sponsorship program of 
the Christian Children’s Fund, the 
Montevallo women help provide for 
Tyrone. Tyrone is getting an education at 
the school where he lives. He has a 
well-balanced diet. And now he has clean 
clothes and shoes. Tyrone also receives 
immunizations and medical care when it 
is needed. 


Leveling trend seen 


in food price drop 


A steady downward trend in food 
prices in the state for the past four 
months is leveling off, according to the 
state-wide food-price survey conducted 
by Alabama Farm Bureau. 

Food prices showed a drop of 
two-tenths of one percent in February, 
compared to a total drop of almost 5% 
since September. 

A market-basket of 20 food items 
surveyed in supermarkets around 
Alabama was bought for $18.19 this 
month, compared to $18.22 in January. 

Northwest Alabama had the highest 
market-basket, $19.12, while central 
Alabama was lowest at $17.66. The items 
were purchased in northeast Alabama for 
$17.76 and for $18.75 in southern part 
of the state. 

Sixteen of the 20 items declined 
slightly in price, three remained the same 
and one, peanut butter, increased a little. 
The largest drop of any items was a 13% 
decline in the cost of produce.

Criticism: a stepping stone 


to official recognition?

How important a part -- if any -- does 
verbal criticism of the other fellow play 
in a campaign for official recognition? 

This question was tossed around this 
morming as we sat’ with a group of 
friends around the coffee table. And it 
was brought about by a remark a national 
TV commentator had made on a certain 
program in which he stated Reagan had 
reportedly decided to drop 
“soft-pedaling” his attack on President 
Ford and would soon ‘tear into him’. 

The film depicting the life of Harry 
Truman now playing in the metropolitan 
areas entitled -- “Give ‘Em Hell Harry” 
also came into the picture. So boiling it 
down, the “weight of a word” -- was 
discussed -- and its effect on the issues 
and on the person representing their 
claim for the honor of representing Uncle 
Sam on Capitol Hill. 

Personally speaking, it has always 
seemed ridiculous for any man to criticise 
the worth of another who has not first 
distinguished himself by his own 
performance. 

A well-known craftsman once had 
this to say on the subject of criticism: “In 
the world’s affairs there is no design so 
great or good but it will take twenty wise 
men to help it forward a few miles, and a 
single fool can stop it,” 

Another journalist of note once 
remarked on this same subject: “To be a 
mere verbal critic is what no man of 
genius would be if he could -- but to be a 
critic of true taste and feeling is what no 
man without genius could be -- if he

Sen. Allen to appear in Pelham

County Democrats will hear Senator 
James B. Allen at a fund raising dinner 
April 15. 

Final plans for the dinner were made 
when the Democratic Executive 
Committee met Tuesday night in 
Columbiana a1 a special meeting called 
for the discussion. 

Charles Penhale, Mayor of Helena. is 
in charge of arrangements. 

The choice of Pelham High School 


and the University of Montevallo as the 
site of the dinner was presented, with the 
group leaning toward the proposal made 
by Pelham High. Although the high 
school can seat only 350 persons,

Portions of other low lying areas in 
the Pelham area received extensive 
damage, among them Belle Vista Mobile 
Home Park, Chandalar South, Cahaba 
Valley Estates and Oak Mountain Estates. 
State Highway 119 was closed, as well as 
County Road 29 which connects 119 and 
Valleydale Road. 

Buck Creek also overflowed its 
banks, forcing officials to close County 
Road 52 between Pelham and Helena. | 
Water-covered roads in the Fungo Hollow 
area also posed a threat. 

Pelham Police Chief Dave Watson 
said some homes in Oak Mountain Estates | 
had flooded basements and as much as six 
feet of water on the main level of the 
houses. 

He estimated that 60 mobile homes 
in Greenpark South and another 25 or 30 
in Belle Vista were affected by the high | 
water. 

Pelham police dispatcher Mike 
Brasher said that by Monday night all of 
the city’s police officers, auxiliary police 
and volunteer firemen were on hand to 
help with rescue operations. 

The county's four volunteer rescue 
units were also called in and a large 
number of persons from Rescue One and 
the West Shelby, Harpersville, and Lay 
Lake rescue units, as well as individual 
volunteers, assisted with evacuation 
efforts. In many instances boats were 
used to bring stranded residents to dry 
land. 

Red Cross workers from Birmingham 
set up emergency shelter at Valley 
School, but most evacuees who did not 
find refuge with friends or relatives 
elected to spend the night at the 
Greenpark South clubhouse. 

Tuesday found many flood victims 
attempting to mop up. Basement pumps 
were much in evidence in the residential 
areas hit. 

Watson said that damage cannot be 
assessed until the waters subside, but he 
added that in his opinion some of the 
mobile homes and perhaps a few 
residences will be a total loss. 

Bishop creek, whose overflowing was 
responsible for most of the property 
damage in the Pelham area has been a 
cause of concern to many Pelham 
residents in the past and some have asked 
city officials to take action to avoid the 
possibility of flooding such as occurred 
this week, 

City councilmen passed a resolution 
March | requesting the Army Corps of 
Engineers to conduct a study of the 
problem. The study will result in the 
Corps’ agreement or refusal to take on 
the project. If the agency accepts the 
project another study will be initiated 
before any work is done, city officials 
were told. 

Elsewhere in the county many 
highways and roads were underwater 
Monday night and Tuesday morning. 
Traffic on heavily traveled U. S. 280 was 
slowed when a portion of the highway 
north of Harpersville was undermined by 
flood waters. Traffic was reduced to a 
single lane. 

Numerous county roads in the 
Chelsea area were reported under water. 
Local traffic was rerouted to higher 
ground. 

Passenger car traffic and light truck 
traffic on U. S. 231 and State 25 were 
prohibited from going under the railroad 
underpass in downtown Vincent when 
water stood approximately five feet deep 
on the highway. Only the biggest of the 
tractor trailer rigs were able to get 
through. 

Montevallo’s Orr Park was 
completely covered with water Tuesday 
morning. More than four inches of rain 
fell in Montevallo during the 24 hour 
period ending at 7:00 a.m. Tuesday. 


County applying

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Mystery surrounds 


unidentified body 


The questions that confronted 
Calera, Shelby County and_ state 
authorities regarding the identity of a 
young woman whose body was found at 
approximately 8:45 Tuesday morning, 
March 9, remain unanswered. 

At press time this weck 
questions: ‘Who is she? 
die? still remain a mystery. 

Shelby County Sheriff C. P. Walker 
told the Reporter at press time Tuesday, 
“At this point we have no leads and no 
cause of death.” 

“The girl is apparently not local,” 
Walker said, because so far we have had a 
lot of publicity about it, and no one has 
been able to identify her. 

Five members of the Sheriff's 
Department have been working on the 
case along with state investigators and 
members of the Calera Police 
Department. Fingerprints from the 
unidentified body have been sent to the 
FBI, but at press time no identification 
had been made. 

The young woman's body was 
discovered at approximately 8:45 
Tuesday morning, March 9, by members 
of a logging crew. The men found the 
scantly clad body just off County Road 6 
where the road crosses 1-65, south of 
Calera. The site is about one and three 
tenths miles north of the Chilton 
County-Shelby County line. 

All leads are apparently being 
followed up by investigating authorities, 
but so far, each lead has proved to be 
fruitless. 

Efforts on the part of investigating 
authorities to link a bank robbery in 
Thorsby on Saturday, March 6, with the 
case of the unidentified girl have led to 
no conclusive results. At press time no 
arrests have been made regarding the 
Thorsby bank robbery. 

The question as to how the girl died 
is still'a mystery and may remain so for 
some time. The state toxicologist’s office 
is reportedly running laboratory tests. 
However, reports indicate that the 
toxicologist’s office is “swamped with 
work” and it may be some time before all 
tests can be completed. 

In an effort to aid authorities in their 
identification efforts, the Reporter is 
making an exception to its policy and is 
printing photographs of the young 
woman. Her official description is: White 
female, approximately 5 feet, three and a 
half inches tall, weighing between 130 
and 135 pounds, reddish brown hair, 
blue-gray eyes, age in her mid 20s.

Pelham delays annex

Pelham City Council Monday night 
declined to decide whether or not 
to annex 40 acres of land off State 
Highway 261 in the vicinity of Aaron 
Road. 

The annexation has been requested 
by home builder Bud Jackson who plans 
to construct 60 to 80 homes on the 
property belonging to Harold Walker. 

William E. Swatek, attorney for the 
developer, asked councilmen to annex the 
property in question and then either 
condemn a small protion of land needed 
for a road into the development or 
petition to have an existing road declared 
a public road in order to give access to 
the planned residential area. 

The attorney said that at one time 
Jackson had an agreement with Charles 
Poole on use of the property, but it 
turned out that Bill Poole is actually 
owner of the land. 

Contending that the property is 
going to be developed whether or not city 
officials agree to the proposed 
annexation, Swatek urged council 
members to take action while a road can 
be obtained by condemning and 
purchasing land from just one land 
owner. 

Later, he said, another road would 
have to be built which would require the 
purchase of more property. 

A group of home owners in the now 
sparsely inhabited area had previously 
asked council to delay a decision on the 
matter until a dispute over a road built 
off Kristen Circle is settled, as a court suit 
was pending regarding the legality of the 
road. There are presently about 10 homes 


on Aaron Road and Kristen Circle. 

Mayor Pro Tem Burk Dunaway told 
Swatek and his clients that he prefers for 
the matter to be discussed in the presence 
of city attorney Frank Ellis. Jr., who 
could not attend the council meeting 
Monday night. 

Told that a private meeting can be 
arranged with Mayor Paul Yeager. the 
city attorney and some members of 
council, Swatek said he will find a time 
suitable to all parties and set up a mecting 
for this purpose. 

Council members discussed with 
Johnny Busby, a member of the city’s 
recreation board, grass mowing 
equipment which Busby said will he 
needed for ball fields in the new city park 
and additional space for parking cars once 
the league season begins.

Death penalty in effect 


Alabama's new death penalty law 
went on the books on Sunday of last 
week, bringing the threat of electrocution 
back into force for many types of murder 
in the state for the first time in more than 
three years. 

Presently only one person occupies a 
“death row” cell in Alabama. Many more 
may follow in the months ahead under 
the new statute which provides the death 
penalty for a variety of capital crimes. 

it has been more than eleven years 
since anyone was electrocuted in the 
state. The last state execution was on 
January 15, 1965, when a Huntsville 
mai, William Bowen, Jr., went to the 
electric chair for a Madison County 
murder. 

But even though death may be called 
for now under some first-degree murder 
convictions, it likely will be many more 
months, and possibly never, before the 
electric chair hidden away behind steel 
bars at Holman Prison is used. 

The U. S. Supreme Court is 
scheduled to hear arguments this year on 
death penalty cases in other states. The 
court may find that capital punishment is 
unconsitutional. But even if it doesn’t, 
Alabama's new death penalty statute is 
expected to undergo lengthy scrutiny by 
the courts, delaying further any 
execution. 

Attorney General Bill Baxley, a 
strong advocate of the new death penalty 
statute, says that the capital punishment 
cases before the supreme court, “Aren't 
exactly applicable to our law.” 
Consequently, he says, the high court’s 
findings may have little effect on 
Alabama’s new statute. 

Baxley also says that the new law 
does not apply to crimes committed prior 
to Sunday. Persons charged with murders 
before then must be tried under the old 
law, with the maximum sentence limited, 
in almost every case, to life in prison. 

Capital punishment was virtually 
ruled out under the old law when the U. 
S. Supreme Court said in 1972 that the 
death penalty, as it was then being carried 
out, was unconstitutional. The ruling 
amounted to a reprieve for 30 Alabama 
death row inmates, who eventually were 
given reduced sentences of life in prison. 

Since 1972, only inmate Johnny 
Harris has been sentenced to dic in 
Alabama. He was charged under a 


seldom-used state law calling for the 
penalty if a life-term inmate is convicted 
of murder. Harris was serving five life 
terms when he was convicted in the 
stabbing death of a guard in 1974. 

Harris’ conviction and death sentence 
has been upheld by the Alabama court of 
criminal appeals, and the case is now on 
appeal to the State Supreme Court, 

The new capital punishment law 
taking effect last week hasn't been 
challenged in the courts as yet. 

But it was approved last year over 
the emotional protest of several black 
legislators, and one of them, State 
Representative Tom Reed of Tuskegee, 
said at the time that the NAACP would 
take the matter into court. 

Two other black legislators, State 
Senators Richmond Pearson and U. W. 
Clemon, both of Birmingham, were 
instrumental in delaying the application 
of the law until March 7. 

It was enacted into Jaw last 
September 7, but they tacked on an 
amendment prohibiting it from taking 
effect for six months. 

Baxley says, in his words, “I think it 
should have gone into effect long ago.” 

He contends that the law is 
“definitely a deterrent’. to capital crimes 
and would be “uniformly applied’. in 
accordance with the specifications of the 
U.S. Supreme Court’s 1972 ruling. 

Opponents of the law. however, say 
it provides more discretion than the 
Supreme court allows in determining who 
will die and who won’t. 

Under the new law, the death 
sentence could be ruled out at three 
Separate points before it even goes on 
appeal. 

First, the district attorney could 
Virtually grant life to a defendant by 
deciding not to prosecute under the 
capital punishment statute. The trial 
judge later could block a jury’s call for 
execution in a post-trial hearing. And 
finally the Governor could commute the 
sentence to life in prison. 

The author of the law, State 
Representative Rick Manley of 
Demopolis, contends that the law doesn’t 
provide too much discretion and that, in 
his words, ‘“‘Nobody knows what’s 
constitutional and what isn’t,” under the 
1972 U.S. Supreme Court decision. He 
notes that all nine justices issued separate 
opinions in the case.

By now. most Shelby Countians 
know that a medical fund has been 
established for Keith Emfinger, a young 
victim of a birth defect known as Spina 
Bifida. 

We have had several stories in the 
Reporter about Keith and about the fund 
which was started by personnel from 
some of the county’s health agencies to 
help with the overwhelming costs of his 
continuing medical care. 

The saddest part of the story is yet 
to be told, however. The situation has 
become so cirtical that the Enmfingers are 
not sure they can keep their child at 
home much longer. In fact, Betty 
Emfinger has been to Partlow Hospital in 
investigate the possibility of placing him 
there - a thought which we can't discuss 
without breaking down. 


The family was already inundated 
with medical bills before Keith had 
surgery last Fall, when his two hospital 
Stays and three operations gave them an 
insurmountable setback. During this time, 
their other two children were also 
hospitalized and their older son has had 
to return twice since, due to a kidney 
disorder. 

So the Emfinger Medical Fund is no 
longer a drive to help a family in deep 
financial need: it has become a drive to 
help the parents keep their son at home 
where they want him. 

Several gospel singing groups are 
giving a benefit performance for Keith at 
Calera High School at 7:30 this Friday 
night. Hopefully it will be a success and 
hopefully many other organizations will 
be inspired to raise funds for a family so 
unbelievably plagued with expenses.

The guys who donated most every 
Saturday in 1975 to the task of building 
this park insisted that the program which 
would result would be for the children of 
this community first: other groups woula 
come second. In this everyone agreed and 
the first Dixie Youth games will be 
played on April 10,1976. 

However, these same guys took it for 
granted that if there were enough time 
slots left, after the youth program, the 
Jaycees would surely participate in the 
playing of softball within a league. The 
Jaycees did not want to organize the 
league; simply to be able to play ball 
within it. 

The Park Board invited forming 


leagues to attend a meeting and present 
their plans. The Camp Branch league 
decided to remain in Camp Branch. A 
women’s league was formed along with a 
church league for men. 

The Jaycees were told that they 
could play in the newly formed church 
league and they took it for granted that 
this was the case.

Act No. 250, the local law to 
prohibit the circulation of this 
information, was sought to protect the 
right of privacy of the people who 
register to vote. Why should personal 
information such as date of birth, sex, 
race, as well as address and name of each 
person registered to vote be available to

Notice tha 
this act would be submitted to the 
Legislature was advertised in four issues 
as provided by law and the act was also 
discussed in several news stories. 

Some have suggested that the act was 
passed to keep within the Probate Office 
this information and deny it to other 
candidates. Such is not the case. The law 
does not prevent a person from 
purchasing the names and addresses only, 
of the voters. In addition, the office of 
the Tax Collector and Tax Assessor have 
the names and addresses of all persons 
who own property in Shelby County. The 
Sheriff and the Probate Judge each has a 
list of names and current addresses of all 
persons who have purchased a motor 
vehicle tag. A print out of these names 
and addresses is available from 
Montgomery for $45.00. 

Addresses from the list of property 
owners as from the motor vehicle records 
are much more current than addresses on 
voter registration records. Most people 
know that mail routes have been changed 
frequently in north Shelby County 
making addresses given even within the 
past two or three years unreliable. Many 
voters registered years ago and probably 
many addresses given then are no longer 
accurate. 

Let’s hope the campaigns this year 
will be based upon facts not rumors.

Mine disaster unlikely 


in modern Alabama 


Letter to Editor: 

The people of Alabama, and coal 
miners in particular, should be relieved to 
know that the possibility of a mine 
disaster such as the double tragedy last 
week in the Scotia Mines in Eastern 
Kentucky, are very remote in this state, 


Such a possibility was made even 
more remote by the 1975 revision of the 
Alabama Mine Safety Act of 1949, A 
broad revision and up-dating of the 1949 
Act paid particular attention to proper 
mine ventilation. 


The coal industry, in its constant 
search for better and safer mining 
conditions and techniques, instigated this 
revision. We received strong support from 
the Safety and Inspection Division of the 
State Department of Industrial Relations 
and the United Mine Workers District 20 
Office. 

Coal mine operators are on constant 


alert against methane gas collecting in 
““pockets** such as the one which 
reportedly caused the Scotia disasters. 
The new regulations on ventilation should 
prevent such collections and greatly 
improve mine safety. 

Unfortunately, the Safety and 
Inspection Division is short-handed, and 
could use several more mine inspectors. 
This Institute aided in securing a recent 
increase in mine inspector pay, which 
should attract more applicants for these 
posts. 

Meanwhile, coal operators in 
Alabama continue to maintain their own 
safety programs, in which heavy emphasis 
is placed on proper ventilation.

Thomas the Apostle Church in 
Montevallo will be celebrated this 
Sunday, March 21. ; 

Among the highlights of the day’s 
activities will be a concelebrated liturgy 
at the church with Bishop Joseph Vath, 
Bishop of the Diocese of Birmingham as 
the principal celebrant. The liturgy is 
scheduled for 3:30 Sunday afternoon.

The Saint Thomas the Apostle 
Church building was dedicated by the 
Most Rev. Thomas J. Toolen, Bishop of 
Mobile on May 11, 1952.

Mission Band. 

Saint Thomas Mission was raised to 
the status of a parish with thirteen 
families in October, 1956. when Father 
Thomas J. Blyth was appointed as 
resident pastor. Father Blyth also served 
as chaplain of the Newman Club which 
was affiliated with Alabama College (now 
the University of Montevallo). 

Father Michacl J. White succeeded 
Father Blyth in June of 1960. On 
November 16, 1967, Father White was 
succeeded by Father J. Peter Sheehan. 
He, in turn, was succeeded by Rev. 
Joseph Underwood on April 3, 1968. 
Father Underwood is the present pastor 
and Catholic Campus Minister for 
students at UM, 

The carly history of the Catholic 
church in Montevallo dates from 1869, 
when Montevallo became a Mission from 
the Church of the Assumption in Selma. 

In 1880, the Church of the 
Assumption and attached missions were 
placed under the care of the Jesuit

The U. S. Consumer Product Safety 
Commission is urging all consumers to 
actively participate in National Poison 
Prevention Week, March 21 27, by 
making certain that all toxic household 
substances are far from the reach of 
children, 

Each year hundreds of thousands of 
children are accidentally poisoned 
through ingestion of improperly packaged 
or stored houschold substances, The vast 
majority of poisonings happen to children 
under five years of age who cannot 
distinguish between food and paint 
thinners stored in paper cups; candy and 
multi-colored pills; and soda and 
furniture polish. 

President Ford, in declaring March 
21 27, 1976, as National Poison 
Prevention Week, noted that in the two 
years since aspirin products were first 
required to be packaged with 
child-resistant closures, the number of 
deaths from) aspirin poisonings among 
children under five dropped 48 percent, 

The observance of \National Poison 
Prevention Weck is intended as a means 
for local communities to emphasize the 
dangers of accidental poisonings and take 
such preventive measures warranted by 
these dangers.

Church celebrates 25th year 


Fathers of Spring Hill College in Mobile. 
Father Henry Semple, S. J., was first 
pastor. He stayed one year and was 
succeeded by Father Rene Holaind and 
Father Gratian Jourdan. 

Father Holaind immediately began a 
campaign to find all Catholics in his 
cighteen county area. In three years he 
built a frame church in Brierfield. 

A Jesuit Missionary’s diary made 
mention of the “neat little church in 
Brierfield in the 1880's.” The Nail 
Factory there gave the land for the 
church, and the priest slept in the 
Sacristy. 

But twenty years later the Catholics 
numbered only four, all in one family -- 
the Mahan family. The church became 
delapidated and was destroyed by a 
cyclone in 1905. The ruins were sold for 
$25. This ended the church in Brierfield. 

The Jesuit Missionary listed forty-six 
mission stations and two camps attached 
to the Selma Parish in 1904. Montevallo, 
Straven and Aldrich were included in 
these missions. 

The Straven and Aldrich Missions 
merged with St. Thomas the Apostle 
Mission, Montevallo, when that church 
was built in 1951. St. Thomas assumed 
the responsibility of St. Thomas Aquinas 
Mission in West Blocton in 1956. This 
mission was closed in July 1973. 

The Parish has experienced a steady 
but slow growth, 

In 1964 the Newman Hall was 
constructed between the church and the 
rectory thus providing a meeting place 
and recreation facilities for the Catholic 
students at the University of Montevallo. 

In the summer of 1970 the church 
was cnlarged, increasing the seating 
capacity to approximately 200. It was 
also remodeled, and all furnishings were 
replaced. 

In August of 1971, faceted glass 


’ windows were added which gave color 


and beauty to the church, It was one of 
the first churches in the diocese to make 
necessary interior changes to comply with 
the liturgical changes of Vatican II. 

The parish has a present membership 
of approximately 250 and includes all of 
Shelby County south of Pelham and a 
small part of northeast Bibb County.

Thompson’s 12 count. complaint, 
led on April 18, 1975, claimed damages 
4 $250,000 against Charles P. (“Red”) 
Valker under Title 42, Section 1983 and 
985 of the United States Code. 

Section 1983 provides: “Every 
erson who, under color of any statute, 
rdinance, regulation, custom, or usage, 
t any State or Territory, subjects, of 
wuses to be subjected, any citizen of the 
nited States or other person within the 
urisdiction thereot to the deprivation of 

iny rights, privileges, or immunities 
cured by the Constitution and laws, 
stall be liable to the party injured in an 
tion at law...” 

Section 1985 provides a2 similar legal 
emedy against those who conspire to 
leprive a person of his privileges and 
mimunities as 4 citizen, 

False false 
malicious prosecution, and abuse of 
process ure all torts that would be 
decided in Alabama courts and under 
\labama law, if they were brought up in 
this case. However, neither party 
mentioned them, so the controversy 
arises under, and is limited by, the two U. 
S. Code sections in Thompson’s 
complaint. 

Counsel for Thompson are Charles 
Cleveland and Kenneth H. Millican. 

On May 23, 1975, Walker's attorneys 
W. Michael Atchison, W. J. McDaniel, and 
Jack J. Hall moved to dismiss the suit, 
which had been filed 35 days earlier. 

The motion for dismissal alleged that 
the federal courts had neither jurisdiction 
nor venue, and that the case should 
properly be tried in Shelby County 
Circuit Court. With federal law the basis 
of the complaint, Judge Hancock 
over-ruled the motion to dismiss on July 
11, 1975. 

On August 8, 1975, Walker, who

“Pursuant to the warrant which was 
issued by the Clerk, Walker caused 
Thompson to be arrested upon the

Thompson was 
fingerprinted and held in the Shelby 
County Jail until he was released on 
bond. 

“Thonipson and Walker were at such 
time engaged in a political race for sheriff 
in the Democratic primary election which 
was held in June 1974. 

“AIL of the acts of Walker heretofore 
mentioned were done while acting as 
sheriff of Shelby County, Alabama, and 
acting under the authority of said office 
and under color of the laws of the State 
of Alabama. 

“On June 3, 1974, the criminal 
charges preferred against Thompson by 
Walker were dismissed by a Circuit Judge 
of Shelby County, Alabama, upon 
motion by the prosecuting attorney. 

“Walker defeated Thompson in the 
Democratic primary for sheriff of Shelby 
County, Alabama.” 

Thompson went on to contend that 
Walker willfully and maliciously deprived 
him of his rights to be secure from 
unwarranted seizures under the Fourth 
Amendment, and deprived him of liberty 
without due process of law, under the 
Fifth and Fourteenth Amendments. 

According io the pretrial order, 
Walker “admits that he executed the 
affidavit, issued the warrant and caused 
Thompson’s arrest, but contends that his 
actions were reasonably warranted and 
instituted in good faith.” 

Next Tuesday, Thompson, Walker. 
and the others will have their day in 
court, in the Federal Courthouse (Old 
Post Office( at 18th Street and Sth 
Avenue North in Birmingham. A federal 
jury will determine controversies 
regarding the facts of the case, and Judge 
Hancock will settle questions of law that 
may arise.

Now, the department has many more 
deputies, special investigators, office staff 
and an updated communications system 
that keeps the efforts of all personnel 
coordinated, he said. 

He added that two deputies have 
been taken off patrol because of an 
increased load at the county jail and said 
that court rulings requiring additional 
space and recreational programs for jail 
inhabitants will no doubt add to the cost 
of law-enforcement locally. 

Stating that the rapid growth of the 
county has brought about some serious 
problems, Gilmore noted, “I don’t think | 
have to tell you that because you are in 
the middle of it.” 

Citing education as one area where 
help is needed, the senator said, “I had 
hoped the proposal of the sales tax in this 
county would have given the basis for 
some bonds. 

“Even in the face of that failure, | 
can assure you I will be glad to do what I 
can,” he pledged. 

Waggoner also singled out education 
as an area of critical need in the county. 
“My hope for the next session (of the 
legislature) is that we can pass a bond 
issue based on growth areas rather than 
average daily attendance.” he stated, 
“with the giant share of the money going 
to growth areas.” 

The state representative said that 
although the last legislative session 
received a lot of criticism, some good 
things came out of it. He listed passage of 
the Judicial Articles, reinstatement of the 
death penalty and plans for plastic drivers 
licenses with photographs as some of the 
hody’s accomplishments.

Fowler cited the county’s growth 
during the first half of the present 
decade, saying that the 1970 census 
showed the population to be 38,037 
while today, conservative estimates put it 
between 54,000 and 55,000. 

Conceivably, he said, Shelby County 
could have a population of 100,000 by 
1990. 

Now being developed as a means of 
upgrading services to residents is the idea 
of a “county campus” which offers 
separate facilities for separate functions, 
Fowler related. The new jail is the first 
phase of this concept, he said. 

He pointed out that in providing 
needed services, a county is limited in its 
ability to produce revenue because, 
unlike municipalities, it cannot levy 
special taxes. The commission chairman 
added that a major problem facing Shelby 
County is that of providing water to its 
increasing number of citizens and he said 
that interconnection of systems is needed 
to assure adequate supplies to all areas in 
future years. 

County Planner Yeager said that 
predictions of a rapidly increasing 
population during the next 15 years 
depend to a large extent on whether or 
not adequate sewer systems become 
available. 

Progress in this area is slow because 
of governmental studies which must 
precede any installation, he said, 
commenting that at one time there were 
three separate studies being conducted on 
the Cahaba area alone. 

The Jaycees plan to hold political 
rallies later, at which condidates for local 
offices will appear.

“We've had such a rough spring 
training so far, it’s hard to tell what we've 
done.” 

These are the remarks of Thompson 
Head Football Coach Larry Simmons as 
the Warriors prepare for another football 
season 

The spring practices at Thompson 
have been hampered by the fact the 
basketball team has been in the state 
playoffs. Once the Warriors get going it 
will be evident that they will be a team to 
watch next fall. 

Another obstacle preventing spring 
maneuvers from getting underway was 
the illness of some of the coaching staff, 
Spring training activities at Thompson 
will actually begin this week when Coach 
Simmons and his crew get down to 
serious scrimmages. 

The Warriors will have twenty 
lettermen returning this year, One of the 
biggest tasks for Thompson will be 
replacing four positions on the offensive 
line which were left open due to 
graduation. “We're really having to 
concentrate on the offensive line. We're 
trying some big boys in there right now. I 
don’t know whether they will come 


through or not, We're working (250 Ib.) 
Dennis Clay as tackle and (200 |b.) Mark 
Lee on the offensive line. We're on a trial 
and error basis. But we do have two 
guards and an end coming back,” 
Simmons said 

On the defensive side Simmons said, 
“Most of our defense is back. Our defense 
has been a problem the last couple of 
years. We could score on people but we 
couldn't keep them from scoring. Our 
defense is going to be mainly a senior unit 
this year. A lot of these kids started as 
sophomores and got heads beat in and 
we've got nine of them coming back, If 
they re ever going to jell I guess it’s going 
to be time. | hope they mature a lot 
between now and next fall and some 
already have, We're going to be bigger 
next year,” 

In the offensive backfield the 
Warriors will be fairly well off with 
thousand-yard gainer Eddie Harris 
returning. Entering his third starting year, 
quarterback Lee Kinnebrew will be 
returning. 

Kennebrew completed 56% of his 
passes last year as a junior. He had a fine 
season by scoring seven touchdowns 
passing, and eight running. Kinnebrew 


also had a total of 1,543 yards tandum 
offense. “We're expecting him to come 
around for us, Lee throws the ball real 
well, We'll probably throw the ball more 
this year than we did last year,” Simmons 
remarked. 

With the absence of Billy Keith the 
Warriors will be lacking the outside speed 
they had last year. “Right now we're 
working Kenneth Robinson in the 
backfield. Tim Darrett is our all-around 
boy. He runs back punts. kick-offs and 
we play him as a receiver and we'll 
probably play him in the backfield some. 
He’s our ‘utility’ man. But basically he'll 
be one of our receivers,” Simmons 
remarked. 

Concluding, Simmons summarized 
by saying, “I feel like the two areas we 
need to improve most are on the 
defensive and offensive lines. We've only 
scrimmaged one day and they looked 
awful. This is not a rebuilding year 
because this will be a senior ball club. I 
don’t know if they'll come through or 
not.”

State license tags getting 


new look for next year 


There will be a new look in Alabama 
motor vehicle license tags for 1977. 
Holman Prison at Atmore will soon gear 
up for the manufacture of the new ones 
with more than 3,000,000 for all motor 
vehicles to be manufactured, says Henry 
P. Draughon, Chief of the Motor Vehicle 
and Licensing Division, Alabama 
Department of Revenue, Montgomery. 

Draughon said the 1977 tags, due to 
go on sale in October, 1976, will have 
three colors — red, white, and blue, 

New plates for automobiles and 
others will have letters and numerals as 
approved by the American Association of 
Motor Vehicle Administrators. 

These plates will be valid for five 
years. The cost will not escalate for 1977, 
however, a tab will be issued each year to 
cover ine date for the previous 12 
months, say officials of the Alabama 
Department of Revenue, which includes 
the Motor Vehicle Division. 

The license plate face, Revenue 
Commissioner Charles Boswell said, will

be fully treated with a retroreflective 
material to increase night-time visibility 
and legibility of the plate. 

There will be a red heart with the 
reversable white lettering of “Heart of 
Dixie” in the top left hand corner while 
the upper right hand side contains the 
numerals ‘77’ in red and boxed in. 

At the lower left corner will be the 
Alabama state flag in red and at right the 
bicentennial insignia on a blue 
background, 

In the center of the tag will be a 
drawing of the dome and a portion of the 
front of the State Capitol building in red 
and under this will be the name of the 
county such as Shelby, Jefferson, etc., in 
blue. 

The 1977 tag will contain three 
alphabetical letters on the left side in blue 
which on the right of the capitol drawing 
will be three numerals, conforming to the 
Alabama guideline. 

The word “Alabama” will be in the 
upper center of license plate in blue.

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Amusement parks make 


good vacation objectives 


by Willard Harrison 

With springtime upon us and summer 

around the corner, Shelby Countyfamilies 
are beginning to plan their post-AEA 
vacations and weekend trips. And many 
families will naturally pick an amusement 
park as a highpoint of a vacation. 
» Assuming you know what Six Flags, 
Walt Disney World, and Opryland have to 
offer, your first question will be “When 
do they open for the season?” 

Florida’s Disney World is open all 
year long, and incidentally, so is the 
Alabama Space and Rocket Center in 
Huntsville. Six Flags Over Georgia opens 
April Ist, and Nashville’s Opryland will 
receive visitors beginning April 13, 
according to the 1975 edition of “A 
Family Guide to Amusement Centers.” 

Everyone is familiar with the $400 
million Walt Disney World ©. tex near 


Orlando, described in thi s “the 
entertainment spect: f the 
century.” A family’s enic . WDW 


is limited only by time, 
imagination in what to see. 
The three basic 5-day vacation 
packages give an idea of Disney World’s 
diversity. A Ft. Wilderness package allows 
campers an economical visit. A World 
Adventure includes a bit of everything, 
and a Golfing Vacation is divided 
between golf and the usual attractions.

Six Flags offers over 100 rides, shows 
and attractions in its 276 acres. From the 
flume ride to bumper cars and the roller 
coaster, there are rides to suit every taste. 
Or you can see shows performed by 
dolphins, puppets, or live performers. 
Exhibits and nighttime fireworks add to 
the attractions. 


Oprvland is described as “not just an 
amusement park, but a celebration of the 
essence of America — its music.” It is 
divided into 5 major musical areas and 
two general entertainment sections. 

Last year well over a million people 
visited to hear the music, ride, attend the 
Grand Ole Opry, tour the Roy Acuff 
M:..eum, and wander through the natural 
habitats of wild animal areas. 


Alabama’s own Space and Rocket 
Center hardly compares with the above 
“Big Three,’ but it offers many 
attractions to those interested in science 
and technology. While the center 
primarily features authentic space 
exhibits, there are “rides” for kiddies and 
adults. 

One can ride in Gyro Chairs or travel 
on cushions of air, simulate a lunar 
landing, or play games with a computer, 
Full-size replicas of moon craters can be 
found outdoors with Apollo-Saturn moon 
rockets and a lunar module. A bus tour of 
the Marshall Space Flight Center is 
available for an extra charge. 

Elsewhere around the South are 
other amusement centers. Lion Country 
Safari, Inc., operates parks in two 
adjoining states. One is in Stockbridge, 


Georgia, just 22 miles south of Atlanta,

and another is in West Palm Beach, 
Florida, Both offer rides, along with 
various animal reserves; and both are 
open all year around. 


Georgia can boast several other large 
amusement centers, including Stone 
Mountain Park and. lesser known Gold 
Hills of Dahlonega, Lake Winnepesaukah, 
and Westville Village. 

Gold Hills, located some 60 miles 
northeast of Atlanta, provides a rustic 
and pioneering air. Visitors can pan gold, 
ride poines and covered wagons, visit gold 
mines, or tour the wooden toy factory. 
Opening in April, the park features 
demonstrations by craftsmen, exhibits, 
and frequent special events such as Mule 
Day. 

Westville Village is located in 
Lumpkin, 37 miles south of Columbus, 
Ga.,, and 85 miles from Montgomery. 
Owned by a non-profit organization, the 
village is a reconstruction of an 1850 
antebellum town, complete with the 
Original buildings, culture, and 
handicrafts of the period. Open ail year 
around, the ‘park features continuous 
demonstrations of crafts necessary to 
1850 life. 


Lake Winnepesaukah is a more 
traditional amusement park, complete 
with 20 fun rides, lake rides, train rides, 
kiddieland, and fun houses. It is located 
in Rossville, Ga., just 3 miles south of 
Chattanooga, Tennessee. It is open only 
on weekends in April, and only four days 
a week in the summer. An Astro-Lift ride 
shuttles passengers high above the lake. 

Florida offers several year around 
amusement parks. Sea life is spotlighted 
at Miami Seaquarium, Orlando’s Sea 
World, and Ocean World in Ft. 
Lauderdale. Each also features rides, 
exhibits, and shows. 

Busch Gardens in Tampa invites 
families to “Experience Africa.” More 
than just a wildlife habitat, the gardens 
recreates the jungle, veldt, and African 
village. A monorail safari, a Moroccan 
village. and live shows have recently been 
added. 

Silver Springs in Ocala, Florida, also 
offers multiple attractions. There are 
glass-bottom boat rides through the 
jungle, animal parks, an early American 
museum, Six Gun Territory, and an 
exhibit on the life of Christ. There are 
separate charges for each attraction. 

The best time to visit these 
amusement parks is in spring or fall, and 
crowds are usually smaller in the 
afternoon. Allow at least four hours to 
see the sights: but it might be days before 
you see everything at some of the South’s 
greatest amusement parks.

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An off-duty Birmingham policeman, 
Ted Crumley, said he was parked on the 
shoulder of the northbound lane of Hwy. 
280, near the intersection, checking his 
car’s engine when he heard a loud 
“whoosh” and observed the fire which 
followed. From talking with Crumley and 
other witnesses, Cosby puts the time of 
the explosion at about 12:15 p.m., 
Sunday afternoon. 

Cosby said the Satterwhite’s boy’s 
younger brother was the first person on 
the scene following the explosion and 
that soon afterwards, their parents, M. 
and Mrs. Mike A. Satterwhite, arrived. 

Another witness, Keith English, told 
authorities that when he arrived shortly 
after the explosion had occurred, the heat 
was so intense no one could get near the 
Structure. 

Young Sorrell is the son of Mr. and 
Mrs. Billy Sorrell of Route 1, Helena. The 
Satterwhites live in the area where the 
tragedy occurred. 

Cosby said that funerals for both 
boys were held Tuesday. 


In reporting on the storm and its 
damage, Hughes said that the Pelham 
Police Department spearheaded rescue 
efforts in Green Park South area and 
throughout the high water areas of 
Pelham.

The post office at Vandiver in 
Northeast Shelby County is scheduled for 
closing about Juty 1, if a 
recommendation from the Birmingham 
Sectional Center meets approval in the 
Washington offices of the Postal Service. 

Newt Goodwin, public information 
officer of the Birmingham center told the 
Reporter the recommendation was sent in 
about March 1, and 90 days is the usual 
time for processing such requests. 

Goodwin said that the Vandiver post 
office took in revenue of approximately 
$5,703.42 during fiscal year 1975. 
Expenses of maintaining the office were 
$15,240, or nearly three times the 
amount of income. 

He said that if the post office is closed, 
mail would come from Sterrett to the 98 
families presently being served by the 
Vandiver office. The Sterrett post office 
is 2.8 miles from Vandiver, and the 
Sterrett. route passes in front of the 
Vandiver post office.

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Soviets inspect controls 


at Southern Cement 


The eyes of the Soviet Union were 
on Shelby County for a few hours last 
Thursday. 

A four-man delegation - representing 
the Soviet Cement Industry spent 
Thursday morning inspecting Martin 
Marictta’s giant Southern Cement 
Installation located between Montevallo 
and Calera. 

The group, according to one of their 
interpreters, Elizabeth Koniusekow, is 
primarily interested in air pollution 
control. The trip to the United States, 
according to Miss Koniusekow, is part*of 
a technical exchange program between 
the United States and the Soviet Union. 

On hand to meet the Russians when 
they arrived at Martin Marietta’s Shelby 
County plant were David Shearer, 
president of the Southern Division of 
Martin Marietta Cement; Cecil Koger, vice 


were employed to design and install the 
dust collecting equipment. A dozen full 
time employees are required to operate 
and maintain the complex machinery. 

The visit to Southern Cement’s 
Roberta Plant in Shelby County was one 
of six visits the Russians made to 
manufacturing sites in the United States. 
Other stops were in Allentown and 
Pittsburgh in Pennsylvania; Columbus, 
Ohio; Mason City, lowa and Ragland, 
Alabama. After leaving Shelby County 
the group flew to Baltimore, Maryland 
for an inspection tour of an air pollution 
control system in that city. 

Leading the Soviet Cement Industry 
delegation was Yevgenty Grigoriyevich 
Drevitskty, Chief of the Central Eastern 
Cement Institute of the USSR Ministry of 
Building Materials. Others in the group

Upon their arrival at the Shelby 
County installation Shearer welcomed the 
visitors to the Southern Cement plant. 
Koger reviewed the history of the plant 
and described the products produced at 
the Roberta installation. John Miller 
explained how the plant’s air pollution 
control system operates. 

The group then toured the plant site, 
including a trip into one of the quarries. 

The Soviets were especially 
interested in the recently installed system 
that controls air pollution at the plant. 
The system utilizes giant spun-glass bags. 
The method of collecting the dust 
particles is similar to the operation of a 
series of giant vacuum cleaners. 

Emissjons from dust producing areas 
of the plant are blown through ducts to 


“five large dust collecting buildings, or bag 
‘hditises ‘atid ‘twelve modules. The five bag 


houses contain 3,000 collecting bags. 
Each bag is 11% inches in diameter and 
9Q:feet inzlength, Each: of the. 30. foot

‘*." smaller bags are five inches in diameter 


and ten feet long. All of the bags are 
made from heat cleaned silicone graphite 
finished glass fiber fabric. 

The bags filter the dust laden air and 
are rated at 99.9 percent efficient. The 
dust-free air is then transported through 
more ducts to stacks and eventually 
escapes into the atmosphere as hot air. 
During cold weather, some of the hot air 
turns to steam, but does not contain 
particulate matter. 

To clean the bags, the disection of 
the air flow is reversed and the collected 
particulate matter drops into bins at the 
bottom of the bags. The collected dust is 
then transported to a storage area. Some 
of it can be reclaimed and part of the 
dust can be used in other industries. 

Cooper, Director of the AAPCC told 
the Reporter that the system is probably 
the most efficient system developed. It is 
also one of the most expensive, according 
to Cooper. 

Shearer told the Reporter that 
Martin Marietta began engineering studies 
to abate air pollution at the Shelby 
County plant in November, 1971. Since 
that date, as many as 150 technicians 
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accompanied by Basyl Lukianov of the 
United States State Department. 
Lukianov also served as an interpreter. 
None of the visiting delegation spoke 
English. 

When the inspection of the plant was 
completed, the Russians were conducted 
on a brief tour of the University of 
Montevallo campus by Montevallo Mayor 
Ralph W. Sears. The group then had a 
“Southern Style Barbecue Lunch” at an 
Alabaster restaurant. They then drove to 
the Birmingham airport to fly by 
commercial airline to Baltimore. 


Unidentified body still a mystery 


Law enforcement officials in Shelby 
County including thé Shelby County 
Sheriff's Office and the Calera Police 
Department are still pursuing their 
investigations into the identity of a 
young woman whose body. was found 
near Calera on the morning of March 9. 

The questions, “Who is she? How did 
she die?’ remain unanswered. 

“The girl is apparently not local,” 
according to Shelby County Sheriff C. P.

All kinds of leads have been checked 
out, according to one of the officers 
participating in the investigation,but still 
no identification.

Following a check-up by a doctor, David was declared only 
a little the worse for wear, with a slight fever and scratches, 


Missing Pelham 3-yr-old 


rescued after long search

A 3-year-old Pelham boy survived a 
long night in the woods more than a mile 
from his home last Friday, bringing back 
from his misadventure only a slight fever 
and some scratches. 

While he was missing, some 150 
searchers spent a long night in the woods 
looking for the tot, David Heatherly, son 
of Mr. and Mrs. Harold Heatherly of 
Greenpark South. 

Searchers’ efforts were rewarded at 8 
a.m. Saturday, when Roger Shanner, a 
volunteer from Sterrett, found the 
sleeping youngster. With him were the 
two small dogs which had followed him 
away. 

David’s mother had reported him 
missing about 5 p.m. Friday when she 
was unable to find the youngster upon 
her return from work. When Pelham 
police officers J.J. Bailey and Allan Wade 
could not locate the boy, the West Shelby 
Rescue Unit was called in and an all-out 
search was organized. 

Other groups soon joined the 
operation and Sgt. Wade estimates that a 
total of 300 persons took pari in the

Commission gives citation

“Absolutely no comment,” is what W. 
D, Upton had to sa, about the contempt 
of court citation the County Commission 
has instructed its alfomey to prepare 
against him and Roger Grubbs. 


The action came because of gates 
that were placed across a public road. The 
road adjoins property owned by Roy D. 
Holdombe off the Columbiana - Saginaw 
Cutoff road. 
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Holcombe and others had protested 
the gates’ presence. Last November the 
Circuit Court of Shelby County issued an 
injunction that the gates should be 
removed. The gates have remained in 
place, so the Commission asked for the 
contempt citation last week. 

In last week's Reporter, Holcombe was 
incorrectly identified as the person who 
“apparently” put up the gates to aid a 
cattle operation. Holeombe has no cattle, 
and was, in fact, one of those who has 
sought to have the gates removed. Upton 
and Grubbs are considered by the court 
as responsible for the gates.

He said that besides the West Shelby

found. 

Many other groups and individuals 
offered their assistance, Wade said, adding 
that after the child was found, he learned 
that about 30 Indian Hills residents had 
banded together during the night and 
searched on their own. 

When David had not been located at 
midnight, the swimming pool at the 
mobile home park’s recreation center was 
drained. Rescuers were thankful to learn 
that the pool yielded nothing. 

The search was suspended about 3 
a.m., Wade related, on advice from West 
Shelby director Fred Holmes. “He is the 
acknowledged expert on these things, and 
I think the fact that the child was found 
an hour and a half after the search had 
resumed speaks well for the decision,” 
Wade commented. Rescue efforts were 
resumed at 6:30 Saturday morning. 

When found by Shanner, David had 
only one complaint; he was hungry. The 
small boy’s bed had been a ditch between 
his home and the Indian Hills area, nearly 
a mile-and-a-half from where he lived. 

Returned to his overjoyed family, he 
was bathed, fed and later checked by a 
doctor who pronounced him in good 
physical condition except for a slight 
fever. 

Gay Heatherly, mother of the 
three-year old boy, praised the work of 
the rescue groups. “They were just 
terrific,’ she said with feeling. “You 
don’t realize how fantastic people can be 
until something like this happens.” 

She had a special word of 
commendation for Wade's handling of the 
search while he, in turn, expressed 
appreciation for the many persons who 
helped in the rescue and others who 
offered their assistance. 

“LT wish there was some way we could 
thank all those people,” he remarked. 
“But of course we don't even know who 
a lot of them were.”

Gerald Aultman, who supervises the 
Environmental Systems Group for the 
power company, says that in addition to 
monitoring air quality on a 24-hour basis, 
the system generates alarms if certain 
conditions are exceeded. The system also 
keeps records of the data for the Alabama 
Air Pollution Control Commission. 


Now that the monitoring system is 
operating, it indicates that the Wilsonville 
plant’s precipitators are successful in 
collecting 99.99 percent of the 
particulate matter given off by the plant’s 
giant furnaces and generating equipment. 


The power company is now looking 
at additional ways to use the system for 
air quality as well as other environmental 
quality monitoring. 


According to Aultman and Hubbard, 
the system is fully responsive to the 
present requirements of the regulatory air 
pollution control agencies. It can be 
readily modified to adapt to any future 
monitoring or regulatory requirements. 


James Cooper, Director of the 
Alabama Air Pollution Control 
Commission, who worked closely with 
Alabama Power Company officials and 
technicians in designing the monitoring 
system indicated the system is the most 
sophisticated he has seen. 


“If it works as well as we and they 


(Power Company) think it will, it will be 


much better than anything | know of,” 
Cooper said.

department, maintaining close contact 
with the UM chem majors. “My students 
know that I have no set office hours,” he 
says. “Whenever I’m not in class my 
office door is open and they just walk in. 
To be effective, advising students has to 
be a continuous process.” 

The effects of such an arrangement 
are easy to observe. “When a student is 
ready to graduate and it comes time for 
my evaluation,”* says Merijanian, “I know 
him thoroughly. For that reason 
employers and other schools take the 
recommendations seriously.” 

“In fact,” he notes, “no pre-med 
student that I’ve advised has failed to be 
admitted to medical school, and_ five 
former students are currently in the 
chemistry Ph.D. program at Tuscaloosa.” 

Ironically, as father plus faculty 
advisor, Merijanian was doubly obligated 
to advise his son, Randy, on a career 
choice. His own children are following a 
trend Merijanian has noted among 
students in recent years. “We have more 
Students today, but fewer students 
majoring purely in chemistry,” he 
explains. “Now they take pre-professional 
courses in medicine, dentistry, nursing or 
pharmacy - curriculums just as rugged, 
actually, as chemistry.” 

Largely due to assistance from the 
National Science Foundation, Merijanian 
has his wepartment “extemely well 
equipped.” The approach is hands-on. 
“The students use the equipment,” he 
says. “It’s not for decor.”

The Clanton meeting was one of 
more than 30 being held throughout 
Alabama by AEA and its 45,000 
members, Last week’s political action 
meeting involved educators from Coosa, 
Chilton, Jefferson, Shelby and Talladega 
Counties and was held at Chilton County 
High School. 


AEA Executive Secretary Dr. Paul R. 
Hubbert warned the educators that 
attempts will be made again this summer 
to take badly needed funds from the 
Alabama Special Educational Trust Fund. 
Hubbert warned that if diversion 
attempts are not stopped “education in 
Alabama will be handed a major setback 
after 50 years of progresss, and the 
students and you will suffer.” 


During the hour-long meeting, 
education leaders reviewed the voting 
records of State Senator Obie Littleton 
and Reps. Sonny Moore, Curtis Smith 
and Murray McCluskey. They also 
discussed the 1975 sessions of the 
Alabama Legislature, as well as what 
might be expected from the soon-to-begin 
1976 legislative session. In addition, 
AEA’s A-VOTE political campaign 
contribution program was reviewed with 
area educators. 

Hubbert, while pointing out that the 
Wallace Administration is “expected” to 
again attempt to divert money from 
education to other state agencies, said he 
also feels efforts will be made to totally 
un-earmark all education revenue. 


, 
Currently, certain tax revenues -- \ 


such as sales and income taxes -- are 
earmarked for the Alabama Special 
Educational Trust Fund. An attempt was 
made last summer to discontinue that 


practice and have all revenues go into one _ 


fund, with all state programs being 
funded from that till. Hubbert said he 
expects a similar attempt this summer. 
The AEA A-VOTE report for 
the five-county area showed that almost 
$9,000 in political campaign funds have 
been raised by educators, with some two 


years yet to go before the next major 


statewide election.

Congressman Walter Flowers who 
zpresents Shelby County in the U. S. 
House of Representatives, this week 
urged the National Football League to 
grant a franchise to Birmingham and 
asked for a congressional investigation of 
professional sports, including the NFL. 

Flowers. a member of the House 
Judiciary subcommittee which handles 
anti-trust matters, wrote Rep. Peter 
Rodino, D-N.J., chairman of that 
subcommittee, requesting hearings that 
would examine pro sports franchising 
policies. 

“One approach might be to conduct 
general oversight hearings of the business 
of pro sports,” Flowers told Rodino. “In 
this connection we would look at the 
status and effect of anti-trust exemptions 
granted by Congress, franchise shifts, tax 
advantages of franchise ownerships, ticket 
prices, commitments of municipalities to 
obtain and retain sports franchises and 
the adequacy and fairness of the 
commissioner form of regulation.

Cahaba Valley of historic interest 


by Mildred White Wallace 


The Rev. F. B. Teague who lived 
many, many years ago in Shelby 
County was a kinsman of the Wallace 


lumily, During the early days, when the 
county was getting settled, he wrote a 
booklet describing those days and some 
of the people responsible for the early life 
in Shelby County. Within the interesting 
this brochure are facts about 
various towns und people who lived in 
them 

Our friends in the Cahaba Valley area 
may find an excerpt from this brochure 
interesting since it depicts life as it was 
lived in the Valley during 1816-1830 and 
we are spotlighting this area this week. 
We reprint a penpoint sketch taken from 
our copy of Dr. Teague’s manuscript. 

“Cahaba Valley is separated from 
Coosa Valley in the east by a line of hills 
und mountains. The two valleys lic 
parallel to each other, extending nearly 
north and south. Its general width is two 
and one half miles, but broadening at the 
upper and lower ends of that part of it 
within the country of Shelby to some five 
miles 

“Of the early settlers of the upper 
end - I have no information; in the lower 
end were Col. Isaac M. Johnson, settling 
near Pelham; Moses Johnson, “Uncle 
Mose” as he was familiarly called. who 
for a long time collected the taxes of the 
county, north of Montevallo, and 
Williams Johnson, of Beeswax Creek, in 
Coosa Valley. 

“The father of these worthy citizens, 
Abraham Johnson, however, brought 
them into the country, and the history of 
the family is quite romantic. 

“Abraham Johnson was a Virginian, 
born in 1756, a soldier in Washington’s 
my, and was with him at the seige and 
surrender of Yorktown. Removing thence 
to Tennessee he presently came into 


pages of 


Jefferson county, and there opened the 
first farm ever settled in the county, 
making a crop with his three boys while 
the rest of the family were left in 
Tennessee, He returned to them leaving 
two of the boys in Jefferson County with 
the Indians. They had a joyful meeting 
with the boys who had stayed sometime 


alone, but were unharmed, safe and 
sound. 
‘The venerable father and 


grandfather lie buried in the family burial 
ground near the former home of William 
Johnson, head of Beeswax Creek, now 
occupied by Mrs. John Johnson. 

“In the same neighborhood with 
Moses Johnson were the Crosses, 
Harlesses, Hawkins and Crowsons, Rev. 
Moses and Richard.” ete. - etc. 

“Speaking of another early settler in 
Mr. Teague’s diary he had this to say of 
Edmund King of Montevallo: “Edmund 
King was a contemporary settler, a man 
of wealth, having a large farm just out of 
Montevallo, afterwards planting on a large 
scale on the Alabama River below Selma, 
in Dallas County. 


“Mr. King was a man of peculiarities, 
somewhat angular, but withal of 
aubstantial worth, A story was told of his 
having a law suit with a mechanic before 
a Justice court for $50.00. The mechanic 
employed a lawyer, but Mr. King 
represented himself in the argument. It 
was given in his favor, whereupon King 
took out $50, and clearing his throat a 
time or two as was his wont when a little 
excited, handed it to his antagonist, 
saying, “Here, | did not care for the 
money - but | wanted my rights!” 


These are just a few of the interesting 
items contained in these sketches written 
by Dr. Teague -- Even his journalistic 
style is interesting. 

Perhaps -- at a later day, I will share 
with you a few paragraphs that Dr. 
Teague wrote about Shelby Springs when 
it was in its heydey and was widely 
known as a far-famed Southern resort 
before it became a privately owned piece 
of property. It is a most colorful story

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When I was a boy growing 
up out in the country back in 
the good ole days, one of the 
most exciting times of the 
week was the day when the 
rolling store ‘ran.’ 

Rolling stores, those 
unique stores on wheels, 
were a real institution in all 
rural communities back in 
those days. 


Just about every com- 
munity was served by one 
or more rolling stores, and 
they came around on a 
regular schedule each 
week. This was a real 
service to rural families in 
those days, because it was 
difficult for folks to get to 
town to buy necessities, and 
a few minor luxuries now 
and then. 

For those of you who 
never saw a rolling store, it 
was just what the name 
implies. It was a small store 
mounted on the back of a 
truck. The walls were lined 
with shelves stocked with 
daily use items ranging all 
the way from lard to sewing 
thread. 

Fastened to the top or 
back of the truck were 
several chicken coops, 
always filled with squaking 
chickens which folks along 
the route traded for items 
they wanted or needed. 

It was a regular thing for 
us kids to rob the hens’ nests 
to gather up a few extra 
eggs to have to trade for 
candy or chewing gum when 
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the rolling store came 
around each week. And 
what an exciting adventure 
it was to climb up and peek 


inside the rolling store, 
laden with all sorts of 
goodies! 


Living eight miles out in 
the country, a long trip by 
wagon on dirt roads, going 
to town took all day. So we 
didn't get to go much. 

Most of our basic food 
items were raised at home, 
such as our meat, milk and 
eggs. We even grew our own 
wheat and had our own flour 
milled, at times. And of 
course, we grew our own 
corn and had it ground into 
meal for our cornbread 
But things like sugar, spice, 
salt and coffee had to be 
bought, and these usually 
came from the rolling store 

Lots of times we got a few 
special treats, such as a 
big slab of hoop cheese and 
some soda crackers, maybe 
even a can of sardines. And 
for the adults who indulged 
in such things there was the 
weekly supply of smoking 
tobacco, chewing tobacco 
and snuff. 

Rolling stores did not 
become obsolete jn this area 
until the early 1950's, so 
many young adults. still 
remember them 

For those of us who are 
middle age or older, the 
rolling store is a favorite 
memory from our childhood 
days, and it saddens me a 
bit to think of its demise

Thompson art show

Quilts, woodcarvings, and weavings, 
made as part of a Bicentennial unit, are 
new additions to the Thompson High 
School Art Show this year.

County’s lime industry 


plays major economic role 


The lime industry in Sheiby County 
is not only among the largest contributors 
to the county’s tax income, but also one 
of the industries that played a major role 
in the economic development of the 
county itself, 

The lime industry is also credited 
with helping develop railroads in this 
region. A railroad was built between 
Alabaster and Selma to carry lime to the 
steel mills in Selma during the Civil War. 

The beginning of the lime industry in 
Alabama was started more than 100 years 
ago with the construction of kilns to burn 
limestone into quicklime. This product 
was mainly used in masonry construction 
throughout the South. In those early 
days, virtually every general store had at 
least one wooden barrel of quicklime in 
the front part of the store from which 
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lime was weighed and sold for a variety of 
uses. 

Today, lime is used either directly or 
indirectly in thousands of items in every 
home and office. Almost any 
manufactured product has required lime 
or limestone in some phase of its 
manufacture, directly or indirectly either 
as a prime or incidental processing 
material. 

Shelby County is one of the nation’s 
major lime producing areas. 

Shelby County’s lime industry 
possesses a potential to be one of the 
areas greatest air polluters, however, 
because of the industry's efforts to be 
“good neighbors” each of the lime plants 
in Shelby County is now in compliance 
with state and federal pollution control 
laws and regulations.

They will continue 
through the middle of May, said Police 
Chief Dave Watson, who scheduled the 
Tuesday night mectings for the benefit of 
a volunteer auxiliary group organized last 
year.

their particular areas of specialization. 

The current sessions represent the 
first series of this type to be offered at 
the Pelham department.

Although auxiliary members are the 
only ones required to attend the 
meetings, most of the fulltime officers, as 
well as the department’s radio 
dispatchers, take advantage of the weekly 
sessions, Occasionally, the chief added, 
county deputies will also sit in.

ilelena celebrates its centennial next

tral and Willsborough were well 
WN for coal and iron, railroads, coke, 
ts. and manufacturing. 

Located in Possum Valley between 
glomerate Ridge and New Hope 
atain, Helena is drained by Buck 
k. As the first settlers of Shelby 
ity began to build homes around the 
iba River, the area around Helena 
me Known for its abundance of 
ral springs. 


Hillsborough became a resort area for 
antebellum families, and people came 
from miles around to visit the area in 
what is now the south side of Helena. On 
Buck Creck another community 
blossomed out, taking the name Central. 

Here the famed Central Iron Works 
was established, taking advantage of local 
iron deposits and coal from the vast fields 
around the town. A_ rolling mill was 
established beside the creek, and here was 
manufactured armament and munitions 
for the Confederate government during 
the war.

was one of the coal miners who took 
advantage of the Confederacy’s policies 
favorable to coal miners. Acquiring 1,700 
acres of coal land, he sunk a shaft 130 
feet deep near the junction of Buck Creek 
and the Cahaba River. 

The mine, which is still visible, 
sloped 400 feet in; Goold and his crew 
mined 75 tons a day, all of which went to 


the Confederate Arsenal and Naval 
Foundry in Selma. 
The miner wrote after the War 


Between the States, “We operated these 
mines all during the war, and | would 
have kept on but Wilson and his raiders 
destroyed all our works in 1865, and 
burned me out. Wilson burned 3,000 tons 
of my coal.” 

Yankee Gen. James Wilson’s invaders 
also destroyed the strategic iron works 
located near the dam, and marched from 
Central through Hillsborough on the way 
to Montevallo and Selma. 

Like most Southern towns, Helena 
was in dire straits during the 
Reconstruction. But ill feelings and a 
devastated economy soon gave way to 
better times. 

After the war the iron and coal 
industry bounced back stronger than 
ever, with the re-establishment of the 
Central Iron Works. The Eureka Coke 
Ovens were built nearby, containing 100 
ovens. The coal mining industry bounced 
back in the 1870's as well. 

In the °70’s a contractor named 
Boyle succeeded in having the town of 


right. A swimming pool was located below the resort building, 
and in the 1920's a roller skating rink was popular. The 
enclosed part of the building still stands at the end of the dam, 
but the main pavillion is long gone. 


Central renamed in honor of his wife, the 
former Helen Lee, The town was 
incorporated in 1877 according to state 
laws, but the papers were not filed 
correctly, and in a few years the town 
ceased corporate functions. 

The town again filed incorporation 
papers in 1915, and after going through 
legal red tape again incorporated. 

But even before incorporation 
Helena was a busy town, with churches 
and social groups, schools, and stores. 

The Cumberland Presbyterians were 
the first group to have a church in or 
around Helena, Old Harmony Church was 
established long before the Civil War on 
Harmony Cemetery grounds, now 
mistakenly called Helena Cemetery. The 
Methodists organized in 1876, and the 
Baptist Church was established in 1877 
and 1878. 

Several fraternal orders have been 
active in Helena over the years. The 
Masons organized Lodge no. 410 in 
September of 1875. One of the charter 
members was “Helena’s first citizen,” 
Rufus W. Cobb who later served two 


terms as Governor of Alabama. The 
Masons are still active in Helena. 
The International Order of 


Oddfellows, No. 228, was chartered in 
1902. The lodge was active until almost 
1960, and owned its own building. Their 
files record that they organized lodges in 
Siluria, Spring Creek, Dargin, Minooka, 
and Columbiana. 

Another fraternal order, the 
Woodmen of the World, were also active 
in Helena around the turn of this century; 
by the 1920's they were no longer active. 

In the first quarter of this century 
Helena once again was known as a resort 
town. Lake Davidson was established on 
Buck Creek at the dam, next to the grist 
mill and the iron mill. Swimming pools 
were featured, along with a roller skating 
rink and several buildings. 

A 1924 article in the Birmingham 
News reviewed Helena’s history, and gave 
a description of the business district. 
Entitled “Helena,the Cradle of Coal and 
Iron Industries in Old Alabama,” the 
account notes that the town had a 


furniture store, drug stores, barber shops, 
hotel, garage, butcher and shoe shops,
